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Preface. 

THE  "Biographical  Annals  of  Ohio"  is  the  outcome  of  efforts  to 
.  preserve  in  ready  reference  form  the  names  and  history  of  the 
men  who  have  served  the  State.  In  1888-1892,  Col.  William 
A.  Taylor,  a  well-known  journalist,  collected  from  official  sources  much 
of  the  matter  which  appears  within  these  covers  and  published  as  a  pri- 
vate enterprise  'The  Ohio  Statesman  and  Hundred  Year  Book."  Tfee 
General  Assembly  purchased  and  distributed  an  edition  of  7,500  copies. 
In  1896-98  a  revised  edition  under  the  narne  of  the  "Ohio  Statesman 
and  Annals  of  Progress"  was  prepared  by  Col.  Taylor.  The  State 
through  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  purchased  the  manuscript  ana 
copyright  of  the  work  and  printed  for  gratuitous  distribution  an  edition 
of  9,500  copies. 

In  1900-1901  another  revision,  prepared  under  the  direction  of  the 
General  Assembly  by  ^Ir.  E.  Howard  Gilkey  was  published  under  the 
name  of  the  Hundred  Year  Book. 

The  Act  of  ]\Iay  12,  1902,  as  amended  April  19,  1904,  contemplates 
the  publication  of  a  work  of  this  character  biennially  under  the  name  of 
"The  Biographical  Annals  of  Ohio."  In  order  that  the  series  may  be 
complete  th^  matter  heretofore  published  is  reprinted  in  this  volue 
covering  the  biographical  history  of  Ohio  from  the  formation  of  the 
Northwest  Territory  in  1787  to  September  i,  1904. 

The  present  compilers  make  no  claim  to  originality  or  authorship. 
They  acknowledge  their  obligations  to  Col.  Taylor,  3v[r.  Gilkey  and  the 
others  who  have  contributed  hours  of  research  and  labor  to  the  sum  of

*  ^  T  7  HEN  in  the  course  of  human  events  it  becomes  necessary  for 
\/\/  one  people  to  dissolve  the  political  bands  which  have  con- 
nected them  with  another,  and  to  assume  among  the  Powers 
of  the  earth,  the  separate  and  equal  station  to  which  the  Laws 
of  Nature  and  of  Nature's  God  entitle  them,  a  decent  respect  to  the 
opinions  of  mankind  requires  that  they  should  dcolare  the  cau-^es  which 
impel  them  to  the  separation. 

We  hold  these  truths  to  be  self  evident,  that  all  men  are  created  equal, 
that  they  are  endowed  by  their  Creator  with  certain  inalienable  Rights, 
that  among  these  are  Life,  Liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  Happiness.  That 
to  secure  these  rights  Governments  are  instituted  among  men,  deriving 
their  just  powers  from  the  consent  of  the  governed.  That  whenever  any 
^  Form  of  Government  becomes  destructive  of  these  ends,  it  is  the  Right  of 
tbe  People  to  alter  or  abolijh  it,  and  to  institute  new  government,  laying 
its  foundation  on  such  principles  and  organizing  its  powers  in  such  form, 
as  to  them  shall  seem  most  likely  to  effect  their  Safety  and  Happiness.

The  history  of  the  present  King  of  Great  Britain  is  a  history  of 
repeated  injuries  and  usurpations,  all  having  in  direct  object  the  estab- 
lishment of  an  absolute  tyranny  over  these  States.  To  prove  this,  let 
Facts  be  submitted  to  a  candid  world. 

He  has  refused  his  Assent  to  Laws,  the  most  wholesome  and  neces- 
sary for  the  public  good. 

He  has  forbidden  his  Governors  to  pass  Laws  of  immediate  and 
pressing  importance,  unless  suspended  in  their  operation  till  his  Assent 
should  be  obtained ;  and  when  so  suspended,  he  has  utterly  neglected 
to  attend  to  them. 

He  has  refused  to  pass  other  Laws  for  the  accommodation  of  large 
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districts  of  people,  unless  those  people  would  relinquish  the  right  of 
Representation  in  the  Legislature,  a  right  inestimable  to  them  and 
formidable  to  tyrants  only. 

He  has  called  together  legislative  bodies  at  places  unusual,  uncom- 
fortable,,, and  distant  from  the  depository  of  their  Public  Records,  for 
the  sole  purpose  of  fatiguing  them  into  compliance  with  his  measures. 

He  has  dissolved  Representative  Houses  repeatedly,  for  opposing 
with  manly  firmness  his  invasions  on  the  rights  of  the  people. 

He  has  refused  for  a  long  time  after  such  dissolutions,  to  cause 
others  to  be  elected;  whereby  the  Legislative  Powers,  incapable  of  Anni- 
hilation, have  returned  to  the  people  at  large  for  their  exercise ;  the  State 
remaining  in  the  mean  time  exposed  to  all 'the  dangers  of  invasion  from 
without,  and  convulsions  within. 

He  has  endeavored  to  prevent  the  population  of  these  States;  for 
that  purpose  obstructing  the  Laws  for  Naturalization  of  Foreigners ; 
refusing  to  pass  others  to  encourage  their  migration  hither,  and  raising 
the  conditions  of  new  Appropriations  of  Lands. 

He  has  obstructed  the  Administration  of  Justice,  by  refusing  his 
Assent  to  Laws  for  establishing  Judiciary  Powers. 

^   He  has  made  Judges  dependent  on  his  will  alone,  for  the  tenure  of 
their  offices,  and  the  amount  of  payment  of  their  salaries. 

He  has  erected  a  multitude  of  New  Offices,  and  sent  hither  swarms 
of  Officers  to  harass  our  people  and  eat  out  their  substance. 

He  has  kept  among  us,  in  times  of  peace,  Standing  Armies,  without 
the  Consent  of  our  legislature. 

He  has  affected  to  render  t1ie  Military  independent  of  and  superior 
to  the  civil  power. 

He  has  combined  with  others  to  subject  us  to  a  jurisdiction  foreign 
to  our  constitution,  and  unacknowledged  by  our  laws ;  giving  his  Assent 
to  their  Acts  of   pretended  Legislation: 

For  quartering  large  bodies  of  armed  troops  among  us : 

For  protecting  them  by  a  mock  trial,  from  punishment  for  any 
Murders  which  they  should  commit  on  the  Inhabitants  of  these  States : 

For  cutting  off  our  trade  with  all  parts  of  the  world : 

For  imposing  taxes  on  us  without  our  consent: 

For  depriving  us  in  many  cases,  of  the  benefits  of  Trial  by  Jury: 

For  transporting  us  beyond  Seas  to  be  tried  for  pretended  offenses : 

For  abolishing  the  free  System  of  English  Laws  in  a  neighboring 
Province,  establishing  therein  an  Arbitrary  government,  and  enlarging  its 
Boundaries  so  as  to  render  it  at  once  an  example  and  fit  instrument  for 
introducing  the  same  absolute  rule  into  these  Colonies : 

For  taking  away  our  Charters,  abolish  our  most  valuable  Laws,  and 
altering  fundamentally  the  Forms  of  our  Governments :

to  all  to  whom  these  presents  shall  come,  we,  the  undersigned 
delegates  of  the  states  affixed  to  our  names,  send  greeting. 

WHEREAS  the  Delegates  of  the  United  States  of  x\merica  in  Con- 
gress assembled  did  on  the  15th  day  of  November  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and  Seventy- 
Seven  and  in  the  Second  Year  of  the  Independence  ol  x^merica 
agree  to  certain  articles  of  Confederation  and  perpetuated  Union  between 
the  States  of  Newhampshire,  Massachusetts-bay,  Rhodeisland  and  Provi- 
dence Plantations,  Connecticut,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania, 
Delaware,  ^Maryland,  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina  and 
Georgia  in  the  Words  following  viz. : 

"Articles  of- Confederation  and  Perpetual  Union  Between  the 
States  of  Newhampshire,  Massachusetts-Bay,  Rhodeisland  and 
Providence  Plantations,  Connecticut,  New  York,  New  Jersey, 
Pennsylvania,  Delaware,  Maryland,  Virginia,  North  Carolina, 
South  Carolina  and  Georgia.'''' 

Article  I.  The  Stile  of  this  confederacy  shall  be  "The  United 
States  of  America." 

Article  II.  Each  state  retains  its  Sovereignty,  freedom  and  inde- 
pendence and  every  Power,  Jurisdiction  and  Right,  which  is  not  by  this 
confederation  expressly  delegated  to  the  United  States  in  Congress  as- 
sembled. 

Article  III.  The  said  states  hereby  severally  enter  into  a  firm 
league  of  friendship  with  each  other,  for  their  common  defence,  the 
security  of  their  Liberties,  and  their  mutual  and  general  welfare,  binding 
themselves  to  assist  each  other,  against  all  force  offered  to,  or  attacks  made 
upon,  them  or  any  of  them,  on  account  of  religion,  sovereignty,  trade,  or 
any  other  pretence  whatever. 

Article  IV.  The  better  to  secure  and  perpetuate  mutual  friendship 
and  intercourse  among  the  people  of  the  different  states  in  this  union,  the 
free  inhabitants  of  each  of  these  states,  paupers,  vagabonds  and  fugitives 
from  Justice  excepted  shall  be  entitled  to  all  privileges  and  immunities  of 
free  citizens  in  the  several  states ;  and  the  people  of  each  state  shall  have 
free  ingress  and  regrejs  to  and  from  any  other  state,  and  shall  enjoy 
therein  all  the  privileges  of  trade  and  commerce,  subject  to  the  same 
duties,  impositions  and  restrictions  as  the  inhabitants  thereof  respectively, 
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provided  that  such  restrictions  shall  not  extend  so  far  as  to  prevent  the 
removal  of  proper'.}-  inipurtcd  into  the  state,  to  any  other  state  of  which  tno 
Owner  is  an  inhabitant ;  provided  also  that  no  imposition,  duties  or  restric- 
tion shall  be  laid  by  any  state,  on  the  property  of  the  united  states,  or 
either  of  them.  If  any  Person  is  guilty  of,  or  charged  with  treason,  felony, 
or  other  high  misdemeanor  in  any.  state,  shall  flee  from  Justice,  and 
be  found  in  any  of  the  united  states,  he  shall  upon,  demand  of  the  Gov- 
ernor or  executive  power,  of  the  state  from  which  he  fled,  be  delivered  up 
and  removed  to  the  state  having  jurisdiction  of  his  offence. 

Full  faith  and  credit  shall  be  given  in  each  of  these  states  to  the 
records,  acts  and  judicial  proceedings  of  the  courts  and  magistrates  of 
every  other  stale. 

Article  V.  For  the  more  convenient  management  of  the  general 
interest  of  the  united  states,  delegates  shall  be  annually  appointed  in  such 
manner  as  the  legislature  of  each  state  shall  direct,  to  meet  in  Congress  on 
the  first  Monday  in  November,  in  every  year,  with  a  powder  reserved  to 
each  state,  to  recall  its  delegates,  or  any  of  them,  at  any  time  within  the 
year,  and  to  send  others  in  their  stead,  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  -No 
state  shall  be  represented  in  Congress  by  less  than  two,  nor  more  than 
seven  members ;  and  no  person  shall  be  capable  of  being  a  delegate  for 
more  than  three  years  in  any  term  of  six  years ;  nor  shall  any  person,  being 
a  delegate,  be  capable  of  holding  any  oflice  under  the  united  states  for 
which  he,  or  another  for  his  benefit  receives  any  salary,  fees  or  emolu- 
ments of  any  kind. 

Each  state  shall  maintain  its  own  delegates  in  a  meeting  of  the  states, 
and  while  they  act  as  members  of  the  committee  of  the  states. 

In  deter?  lining  questions  in  the  united  states,  in  Congress  assembled, 
each  state  shall  have  one  vote. 

Freedom  of  speech  and  debate  in  Congress  shall  not  be  impeached 
or  questioned  in  any  Court  or  place  out  of  Congress,  and  the  members 
of  congress  shall  be  protected  in  their  persons  from  arrests  and  imprison- 
ments, during  the  time  of  their  going  to  and  from,  and  attendance  on 
congress,  except  for  treason,  felony,  or  breach  of  the  peace. 

Article  VI.  No  state  without  the  Consent  of  the  united  states  in 
congress  assembled,  shall  send  any  embassy  to,  or  receive  any  embassy 
from,  or  enter  into  any  conference,  agreement,  alliance  or  treaty  with 
any  King  prince  or  state;  nor  shall  any  person  holding  any  office  of 
profit  or  trust  under  the  united  states,  or  any  of  them,  accept  of  any 
present,  emolument,  office  or  title  of  any  kind  whatever  from  any  king 
prince  or  foreign  state ;  nor  shall  the  united  states  in  congress  assembled, 
or  any  of  them,  grant  any  title  of  nobility. 

No  two  or  more  states  shall  enter  into  any  treaty,  confederation  or 
alliance  whatever  between  them,  without  the  consent  of  the  united  states 
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in  congress  assembled,  specifying  accurately  the  purposes  for  which, the 
same  is  to  entered  into,  and  how  long  it  shall  continue. 

No  state  shall  lay  any  imposts  or  duties,  which  may  interfere  with 
any  stipulations  in  treaties,  entered  into  by  the  united  states  in  congress 
assembled  with  any  king,  prince,  or  state,  in  pursuance  of  any  treaties 
already  proposed  by  congress  to  the  courts  of  France  and  Spain. 

No  vessels  of  war  shall  be  kept  up  in.  time  of  peace  by  any  state, 
except  such  number  only,  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  united 
states  in  congress  assembled,  for  the  defence  of  such  state,  or  its  trade; 
nor  shall  any  body  of  forces  be  kept  up  by  any  state,  in  time  of  peace, 
except  such  number  only,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  united  states,  in 
congress  assembled,  shall  be  deemed  requisite  to  garrison  the  -forts  neces- 
sary for  the  defence. of  such  state;  but  every  state  shall  always  keep  up 
a  well  regulated  disciplined  militia,  sufficiently  armed  and  accoutred, 
and  shall  provide  and  constantly  have  ready  for  use,  in  public  stores,  a 
due  number  of  field  pieces  and  tents,  and  a  proper  quantity  of  arms,  am- 
munition and   camp   equipage. 

No  state  shall  engage  in  any  war  without  the  consent  of  the  united 
states  in  congress  assembled,  unless  such  state  be  actually  invaded  by 
enemies,  or  shall  have  received  certain  advice  of  a  resolution  being  formed 
by  some  nation  of.  Indians  to  invade  such  state,  and  the  danger  is  so 
imminent  as  not  to  admit  of  a  delay,  till  the  united  states  in  congress 
assembled  can  be  consulted  nor  shall  any  state  grant  commissions  to  any 
ships  or  vessels  of  war,  nor  letters  of  marque  or  reprisal,  except  it  be 
after  a  declaration  of  war  by  the  united  states  in  congress  assembled, 
and  then  only  against  the  kingdom  or  state  and  the  subjects  thereof, 
against  which  war  has.  been  so  declared,  and  under  such  regulations  as 
shall  be  established  by  the  united  states  in  congress  assembled,  unless 
such  state  be  infested  by  pirates,  in  which  case  vessels  of  war  may  be 
fitted  out  for  that  occasion,  and  kept  so  long  as  the  danger  shall  continue. 
or  until  the  united  states  in  congress  assembled  shall  determine  otherwise. 

Article  VII.  When  land  forces  are  raised  by  any  state  for  the 
common  defence,  all  officers  of  or  under  the  rank  of  colonel,  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  legsilature  of  each  state  respectively  by  whom  such  forces 
shall  be  raised,  or  in  such  manner  as  such  state  shall  direct,  and  n.i 
vacancies  shall  be  filled  up  by  the  state  which  first  made  the  appointment. 

Article  VIII.  All  charges  of  war,  and  all  other  expenses  that  shall 
be  incurred  for  the  common  defence  or  general  welfare,  and  allowed  by 
the  united  states  in  congress  assembled,  shall  be  defrayed  out  of  a  com- 
mon treasury,  which  shall  be  supplied  by  the  several  states,  in  proportion 
to  the  value  of  all  land  within  each  state,  granted  to  or  surveyed  for 
any  Person,  as  such  land  and  the  buildings  and  the  improvements  thereon 
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shall  be  estimated  according  to  such  mode  as  the  united  states  in  congress 
assembled,  shall  from  time. to  time  direct  and  appoint. 

The  taxes  for  paying  that  portion  shall  be  laid  and  levied  by  the 
authority  and  direction  of  the  legislatures  of  the  several  states  within 
the  time  agreed  upon  by  the  united  states  in  congress  assembled. 

Article  IX.  The  united  states  in  congress  assembled,  shall  have 
the  sole  and  exclusive  right  and  power  of  determining  on  peace  and  warj 
except  in  the  cases  mentioned  in  the  sixth  article — of  sending,  and  receiving 
embassadors — entering  into  treaties  and  alliances,  provided  that  no  treaty 
-of  commerce  shall  be  made  whereby  the  legislative  power  of  the  respective 
states  shall  be  restrained  from  imposing  such  imposts  and  duties  on 
foreigners,  as  their  own  people  are  subjected  to,  or  from  prohibitmg 
the  exportation  or  importation  of  any  species  of  goods  or  commodities 
whatsoever — of  establishing  rules  for  deciding  in  all  cases,  what  captures 
on  land  or  water  shall  be  legal,  and  in  what  manner  prizes  taken  by  land 
or  naval  forces  in  the  service  of  the  united  states  shall  be  divided  or 
appropriated-r— of  granting  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal  in  times  of  peace 
—appointing  courts  for  the  trial  of  piracies  and  felonies  committed  on  the 
higt^  seas  and  establishing  courts  for  receiving  and  determining  finally 
appeals  in  all  cases  of  captures,  provided  that  no  member  of  congress  shall 
be  appointed  a  judge  of  any  of  the  said  courts.  The  united  states  in  con- 
gress assembled  shall  also  be  the  last  resort  on  appeaUin  all  disputes  and 
drfferences  now  subsisting  or  that  hereafter  may  arise  between  two  or 
more  states  concerning  boundary,  jurisdiction  or  any  cause  whatever; 
which  authority  shall  always  be  exercised  in  the  manner  following. 
Whenever  the  legislative  or  executive  authority  or  lawful  agent  of  any 
state  in  controversy  with  another  shall  present  a  petition  to  congress 
stating  the  matter  in  question  and  praying  for  a  hearing,  notice  thereof 
sfhall  be  given  by  congress'  to  the  legislative  or  executive  authority  of  the 
other  state  in  controversy,  and  a  day  assigned  for  the  appearance  of  the 
parties  by  their  lawful  agents,  who  'shall  then  be  directed  to  appoint  by 
joint  consent,  commissioners  or  judges  to  constitute  a  court  for  hearing 
and  determining  the  matter  in  question :  but  if  they  cannot  agree,  congress 
shall  name  three  persons  out  of  each  of  the  united  states,  and  from  the  list 
of  such  persons  each  party  shall  alternately  strike  out  one,  the  petitioners 
beginning,  until  the  number  shall  be  reduced  to  thirteen;  and  from  that 
number  not  less  than  seven,  nor  more  than  nine  names  as  congress  shall 
direct,  shall  in  the  presence  of  congress  be  drawn  out  by  lot,  and  the  persons 
whose  names  shall  be  so  drawn,  or  any  five  of  them,  shall  be  commissioners 
or  judges  to  hear  and  finally  determine  the  controversy,  so  always  as  a 
major  part  of  the  judges  who  shall  hear  the  cause  shall  agree  in  the  deter- 
mination :  and  if  either  party  shall  neglect  to  attend  at  the  day  appointed, 
without  showing  reasons,  which  congress  shall  judge  sufficient,  or  being 
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present  shall  refuse  to  strike,  the  congress  shall  proceed  to  nominate  three 
persons  out  of  each  state,  and  the  secretary  of  congress  shall  strike  in 
behalf  of  such  party  absent  or  refusing;  and  the  judgment  and  sentence 
of  the  court  to  be  appointed,  in  the  manner  before  prescribed,  shall  be 
final  and  conclusive;  and  if  any  of  the  parties  shall  refuse  to  submit  to 
the  authority  of  such  court,  or  to  appear  or  defend  their  claim  or  cau^e. 
the  court  shall  nevertheless  proceed  to  pronounce  sentence,  or  judgment, 
which  shall  in  like  manner  be  final  and  decisive,  the  judgment  or  sentence 
and  other  proceedings  being  in  either  case  transmitted  to  congress,  and 
lodged  among  the  acts  of  congress  for  the  security  of  the  parties  con- 
cerned :  provided  that  ever}-  commissioner,  before  he  sits  in  judgment,  shall 
take  an  oath  to  be  administered  b_»  Oi.c  oT  ll;^  judges  or  ::il'  L-'T^^ie-nr  •ji 
superior  court  of  the  state,  where  the  cause  shall  be  tried,  "well  and  truly 
to  hear  and  determine  the  matter  in  question,  according  to  the  best  of  his 
judgment,  without  favor,  affection,  or  hope  of  reward  :"•  provided  also 
.that  no  state  shall  be  deprived  of  territory  for  the  benefit  of  the  united 
states. 

All  controversies  concerning  the  private, right  of  soil  claimed  under 
dift'erent  grants  of  two  or  more  states,  whose  jurisdictions  as  they  may 
respect  such  lands,  and  the  states  which  passed  such  grants  are  adjusted, 
the  said  grants  or  either  of  them  being  at  the  same,  time  claimed  to  have 
originated  antecedent  to  stich  settlement  of  jurisdiction,  shall  on  the 
petition  of  either  party  to  the  congress  of  the  imited  states,  be  finally 
determined  as  near  as  may  be  in  the  same  manner  as  is  before  prescribed 
.for  deciding  disputes  respecting  territorial  jurisdiction  between  different 
states. 

The  united  states  in  congress  assembled  shall  also  have  the  sole  and 
exclusive  rig^ht  of  reo:ulatinq;  the  allov  and  value  of  coin  struck  bv  their 
own  authority,  or  by  that  of  the  respective  states — fixing  the  standard 
of  weights  and  measures  throughout  the  united  states — regulating  the 
trade  and  managing  all  affairs  witli  the  Indians,  not  members  of  any 
of  the  states,  provided  that  the  legislative  right  of  any  state  within  its 
own  limits  be  not  infringed  or  violated — establishing  and  regulating  post- 
offices  from  one  state  to  another,  throughout  all  the  united  states,  and 
exacting  such  postage  on  the  papers  passing  thro'  the  same  as  may  be 
requisite  to  defray  the  expenses  of  said  office — appointing  all  officers  of 
the  land  forces,  in  the  service  of  the  united  states,  excepting  regimental 
officers — -appointing  all  the  officers  of  the  naval  forces,  and  commissioning 
all  officers  whatever  in  the  service  of  the  united  states — making  rules  for 
the  government  and  regulation  of  said  land  and  naval  forces,  and 
directing  their  operations. 

The  united  states  in  congress  assembled  shall  have  authority  to  ap- 
point a  committee,  to  sit  in  the  recess  of  congress,  to  be  denominated  "A 

2^B.  A.  •  ' 
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Committee  of  the  State?,"  and  to  consist  of  one  deleagte  from  each 
state;  and  to  appoint  such  other  committees  and  civil  officers  as  may  be 
necessary  for  managing  the  general  affairs  of  the  united  states  under  their 
direction — to  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  preside,  provided  that  no 
person  be  allowed  to  serve  in  the  office  of  president  more  than  one  year 
in  any  term  of  three  years ;  to  ascertain  the  necessary  sums  of  Money  to 
be  raised  for  the  service  of  the  united  states,  and  to  appropriate  and 

apply  the  same  for  defraying  the  public  expenses -to  borrow  money, 

or  emit  bills  on  the  credit  of  the  united  states;  transmitting  every  half 
year  to  the  respective  states  an  account  of  the  sums  of  money  so  bor- 
rowed or  emitted,  to  bv.ild  v^d  equip  a  navy — to  agree  upon  the  number 
of  land  forces,  and  to  make  requisitions'"  from  each  state  for  its  quota,  in 
proportion  to  the  number  of  white  inhabitants  in  such  state;  which 
requsitions  shall  be  binding,  and  thereupon  the  legislature  of  each  state 
shall  appoint  the  regimental  officers,  raise  the  men  and  cloath,  arm  and 
equip  them  in  a  soldier  like  manner,  at  the  expense  of  the  united  states: 
and  the  officers  and  men  so  cloathed,  armed  and  equipped  shall  march  to 
the  place  appointed,  and  within  the  time  agreed  upon  by  the  united  states 
in  congress  assembled :  But  if  the  united  states  in  congress  assembled 
shall,  on  consideration  of  circumstances  judge  proper  that  any  state 
should  not  raise  men,  or  should  raise  a  smaller  number  than  its  quota, 
and  that  any  other  state  should  raise  a  greater  number  of  men  than  its 
quota  thereof,  such  extra  number  shall  be  raised,  officered,  cloathed. 
armed  and  equipped  in  the  same  manner  as  the  quota  of  such  state,  unless 
the  legislature  of  such  state  shall  judge  that  such  extra  number  cannot 
be  safely  spared  out  of  the  same,  in  which  case  they  shall  raise,  officer, 
cloathe,  arm  and  equip  as  many  of  such  number  as  they  judge  can  be  safely 
spared.  And  the  officers  and  men  so  cloathed,  armed  and  equipped  shall 
march  to  the  place  appointed,  and  within  the  time  agreed  on  by  the  united 
states  in  congress  assembled. 

The  united  states  in  congress  assembled  shall  never  engage  in  a 
war,  nor.  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal  in  time  of  peace,  nor  enter 
into  any  treaties  or  alliances,  nor  coin  money,  nor  regulate  the  value 
thereof,  nor  ascertain  the  sums  and  expenses  necessary  for  the  defence 
and  welfare  of  the  united  states,  or  any  of  them,  nor  emit  bills,  nor  bor- 
row money  on  the  credit  of  the  united  states,  nor  appropriate  money , 
nor  agree  upon  the  number  of  vessels  of  war,  to  be  built  or  purchased,  or 
the  number  of  land  or  sea  forces  to  be  raised,  nor  appoint  a  commander- 
in-chief  of  the  army  or  navy,  unless  nine  states  assent  to  the  same:  nor 
shall  a  question  on  any  point,  except  for  adjourning  from  day  to 
day,  be  determined  unless  by  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  the  united  states 
in  congress  assembled. 

The  congress  of  the  united  states  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  to  any 
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time  within  the  year,  and  to  any  place  within  the  united  states,  so  that 
no  period  of  adjournment  be  for  a  longer  duration  than  the  space  of  six 
months,  and  shall  publish  the  Journal  of  their  proceedings  monthly, 
except  such  part 'thereof  relating  to  treaties,  alliances  or  military  opera- 
tions, as  in  their  judgment  may  require  secrecy;  and  the  yeas  and  nays 
of  the  delegates  of  each  state  on  any  question  shall  be  entered  on  tne 
journal,  when  it  is  desired  by  any  delegate;  and  the  delegates  of  a  state, 
or  any  of  them,  at  his  or  their  request  shall!  be  furnished  with  a 
transcript  of  the  said  Journal,  except  such  parts  as  are  above  excepted, 
to  lay  before  the  legislatures  of  the  several  states. 

Article  X.  The  committee  of  the  states,  or  any  nine  of  them,  shall 
be  authorized  to  execute,  in  the  recess  of  congress,  such  ot  the  powers  oi 
congress  as  the  united  states  in  congress  assembled,  by  the  consent  of 
nine  states,  shall  from  time  to  time  think  it  expedient  to  vest  them  with ; 
provided  that  no  power  be  delegated  to  the  said  committee,  for  the  exer- 
cise of  which,  by  the  articles  of  confederation,  the  voice  of  nine  states  in 
the  congress  of  the  united  states  assembled  is  requisite. 

Article  XL  Canada  acceding  to  this  confederation  and  joining 
in  the  measures  of  the  united  states,  shall  be  admitted  into,  and  entitled 
to  all  the  advantages  of  this  union :  but  no  other  colony  shall  be  admitted 
into  the  same,  unless  such  admission  be  agreed  to  by  nine  states. 

Article  XII.  All  bills  of  credit  emitted,  monies  borrowed  and 
debts  contracted  by,  or  under  the  authority  of  congress,  before  the  assem- 
bling of  the  united  states,  in  pursuance  of  the  present  confederation,  shall 
be  deemed  and  considered  as  a  charge  against  the  united  states,  for 
payment  and  satisfaction  whereof  the  said  united  states,  and  the  public 
faith  are  hereby  solemnly  pledged. 

Article  XIII.  Every  state  shall  abide  by  the  determination  of  the 
united  states  in  congress  assembled,  on  all  questions  which  by  this  con- 
federation are  submitted  to  them.  And  the  articles  of  this  confederation 
shall  be  inviolably  observed  by  every  state,  and  the  union  shall  be 
Derpetual;  nor  shall  anv  alteration  at  any  time  hereafter  be  made  in  any 
of  them;  unless  such  alteration  be  agreed  to  in  a  congress  of  the  united 
states,  and  be  afterward   confirmed  bv   the   legislatures   of   every   state. 

And  Whereas,  it  hath  pleased  the  Great  Governor  of  the  World  to 
incline  the  hearts  of  the  legislatures  we  respectively  represent  in  congress, 
to  approve  of,  and  to  authorize  us  to  ratify  the  said  articles  of  confed- 
eration and  perpetual  union,  Know  Ye  that  we  the  undersigned  delegates. 
by  virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  ,to  us  given  for  that  purpose,  do 
by  these  presents,  in  the  name  and  in  behalf  of  our  respective  constituents, 
fully  and  entirely  ratify  and  confirm  each  and  every  of  the  said  articles 
of  confederation  and  perpetual  union,  and  all  and  singular  the  matter  and 
things  therein  contained :  And  we  do  further  solemnly  plight  and  engage 
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the  faith  of  our  respective  constiuents,  that  they  shall  abide  by  the  deter- 
miiiatlou  of  the  united  states  in  congress  assembled,  on  all  questions,  which 
by  the  said  confederation  are  s.ubmitted  to  them.  And  that  the  articles 
thereof  shall  be  inviolably  observed  by  the  states  we  respectively  repre- 
sent and  that  the  union  shall  be  perpetual. 

In  Witness  whereof  we  have  hereunto  set  our  hands  in  congress. 
Done  at  Philadelphia  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  the  ninth  dav  of  July 
in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  one  Thousand  seven  Hundred  and  Seventy- 
eight,  and  in  the  third  year  of  the  independence  of  x\merica.

NOTE— Prior  to  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  and  on  the  12th  day  of  the  pretedin:: 
month,  a  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Continental  Congress,  '"to  prepare  and  diirest 
the  form  of  a  confederation  to  be  entered  into  between  these  colonies."  The  report  of 
the  committee  was  made  on  the  12th  of  .July,  and  printed  copies  placed  in  the  hands  of 
members  of  the  congress  for  their  secret  examination.  For  two  years  the  articles  were 
under  discussion  by  the  members  of  the  several  state  lejrislntures  to  whom  copies  were 
sent  by  the  new  irovernment.  and  on  the  9th  of  .Tuly,  1778,  the  representatives  in  congress 
of  the  States  of  New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts  Bay,  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plan- 
tations, Connecticut.  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Virdnia  and  South  Carolina,  signed  the. 
form  above  which  had  been  a^rreed  upon.  To  those  states  whose  delej^ates  bein^r  ab.^ont 
or  uncertain  of  their  power,  did  not  sit,'n  the  form  at  this  time.  Con.irress  addressed  a 
request  for  action  with  all  convenient  dispatch.  North  Carolina  ratitied  the  Act  on  the 
21st  of  July,  and  Georgia  on  the  24th  of  the  same  month,  thus  civini;  the  assent  of  ten 
states  to  the  instrument.  The  remaininj;  ratitications  were  given,  by  New  .Jersey,  November 
26,  1778;  by  Delaware.  May  5.  1779:  and  by  Maryland.  March  1,  17S1. 

Congress  assembled  under  the  Act  of  Confederation,  March  2,  1781,  the  day  following  the 
ratification  of  the  act  by  Maryland. 


WILLIAM  Mckinley.

William  McKinley,  President,  was  born  at  Niles,  Trumbull  County,  Ohio, 
January  29,  1843;  was  educated  in  the  public  schools,  Poland  Academy,  Allegheny 
College.;  before  attaining  his  majority  he  taught  in  the  public  schools;  enlisted 
as  a  private  in  the  Twenty-third  Ohio  Vollmteer  Infantry  June  11,  1861;  promoted 
to  commissary-sergeant  April  -15,  18G2,  to  second  lieutenant  September  23,  1862, 
to  first  lieutenant  February  7,  1863,  to  captain  July  25,  1864;  served  successively 
on  the  staffs  of  Generals  R.  B.  Hayes,  George  Crook  and  Winfield  S.  Hancock  and 
was  brevettcd  m^jcr  in  tiic  United  States  Volunteers  by  President  Lincoln  for  gal- 
lantry in  battle  March  13,  1865;  detailed  for  acting  adjutant-general  of  the  First 
Division,  First  Army  Corps,  on  the  staff  of  General  S.  S.  Carroll;  mustered  out 
of  service  July  26,  1865;  returning  to  civil  life,  he  studied  law  in  ^Mahoning 
County;  took  a  course  at  the  Albany  (N.  Y.)  Law  School,  and  in  1867  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  and  settled  at  Canton,  Ohio,  which  has  since  been  his  home;  in 
1869  he  was  elected  prosecuting  attorney  of  Stark  County,  and  served  a  term  in 
that  office;  in  1876  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  National  House  of  Representa- 
tives, and  for  fourteen  years  represented  the  congressional  district  of  which  his 
county  was  a  part;  as  chairman  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  he  reported 
the  tariff  law  of  1890,  but  in  November  following  was  defeated  for  Congress  in  a 
gerrymandered  district,  although  reducing  the  usual  adverse  majority  from  3,000 
to  300;  in  1891  was  elected  governor  of  Ohio  by  a  plurality  of  21,511,  and  1893 
was  re-elected  by  a  plurality  of  80,995;  in  1884  was  a  delegate-at-large  to  the 
Republican  national  convention  and  supported  James  G.  Blaine  for  president; 
was  a  member  of  the  committee  on  resolutions  and  read  the  platform  to  the  con- 
vention; in  1888  was  also  a  delegate-at-large  from  Ohio,  supporting  John  Sher-- 
man.  and  as  chairman  of  the  committee  on  resolutions  again  reported  the  plat- 
form; in  1892  was  again  a  delegate-at-large  from  Ohio,  and  supported  the  nomi- 
nation of  Benjamin  Harrison,  and  served  as  chairman  of  the  convention.  At  that 
convention  182  votes  were  cast  for  him  for  president,  although  he  had  persistently 
refused  to  have  his  name  conisdered.  On  June  18.  1896,  he  was  nominated  for 
president  at  St.  Louis,  receiving  661  out  of  905  votes.  He  was  elected  president 
"at. the  ensuing  November  election  by  a  popular  plurality  of  600,000  votes,  and 
received  271  electoral  votes  as  against  176  for  William  J.  Bryan,  of  Nebraska. 
He  was  again  elected  president  in  1900.  On  September  6.  1901.  at  the  Pan- 
American  Exposition  he  was  shot  by  an  anarchist,  and  died  of  his  wound  Sep- 
tember 14.     His  remains  were  buried  at  Canton,  Ohio.

THE  ORDINAXX'E  OF  1787.

.  AN   ORDINANCE   FOR  THE   GOVERNMENT   OF   THE   TERRITORY   OF  THE   UNITED 
STATES  NORTH   WEST   OF  THE  OHIO  RIVER. 

[Adopted  by  the  Confederate  Congress  July  13th,  1787.  The  Constitution  of 
the  United  States  was  adopted  by  the  Congress  the  2Sth  of  September  following. 
The  text  from  which  this  was  printed  was  found  in  a  volume  of  territorial 
laws  printed  in  Cincinnati  in  the  year  1796.  By  authority  W.  Maxwell,  Jr.,  and 
known  as  "Maxwell's  Code,  1796. "J 

BE  ?i  ordained  by  the   United  States  in  Cvngress  assembled,  That 
the  said  territory,  for  the  purpose  of  temporary  government,  be 
one  district;  subject,  however,  to  be  divided  into  two  districts, 
as  future  circumstances  may,  in  the  opinion  of  Congress,  make 
it  expedient. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  authority  aforesaid,'  that  the  estates  both  of 
resident  and  non-resident  proprietors,  in  the  said  territory,  dying  intes- 
tate, shall  descend  to,  and  be  distributed  among  their  children,  and  the 
descendants  of  a  deceased  child  in  equal  parts ;  the  descendants  of  a 
deceased  child  or  grandchild,  to  take  the  share  of  their  deceased  parent 
■  in  eqttal  parts  among  them ;  and  where  there  shall  be  no  children  or 
descendants,  then  in  eqtial  parts  to  the  next  of  kin,  in  equal  degree;  and 
among  collaterals,  the  children  of  a  deceased  brother  or  sister  of  the 
intestate  shall  have  in  eqtial  parts  among  them  their  deceased  parents 
share;  and  there  shall  in  no  case  be  a  distinction  between  kindred  of  the 
'whole  and  half  blood ;  saving  in  all  cases  to  the  widow  of  the  intestate, 
her  third  part  of  the  real  estate  for  life,  and  one-third  part  of  the  per- 
sonal estate;  and  this  law  relative  to  descents  and  dower,  shall  remain 
in  full  force  until  altered  by  the  legislature  of  the  district.  -  And  until 
the  governor-  and  judges  shall  ado])t  laws  as  hereinafter  mentioned, 
estates  in  the  said  territory  may  be  devised  or  bequeathed  by  wills  in 
writing,  signed  and  sealed  bv  him  or  her,  in  whom  the  estate  may  be  (being 
of  full  age)  and  attested  by  three  witnesses:  and  real  estates  may  be  con- 
veyed by  lease  and  release  or  bargain  and  sale  signed,  sealed  and  deliv- 
ered by  the  person,  being  of  full  age,  in  whom  the  estate  may  be.  and 
attested  by  two  witnesses,  provided  such  wills  be  duly  proved,  and  such 
conveyances  be  acknowledged,  or  the  execution  thereof  duly  proved,  and 
be  recorded  within  one  year  after  proper  magistrates,  courts,  and  regis- 
ters shall  be  appointed  for  that  purpose  :  and  personal  proj)erty  may  be 
transferred  by  delivery,  saving,  liowever.  to  the  French  and  Canadian 
inhabitants,  and  other  settlers  of  the  Kaskaskies,  Saint  \'incents,  and  the 
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neighboring  villages,  who  have  heretofore  professed  themselves  citizens 
of  Virginia,  their  laws  ana  customs  now  in  force  among  them,  relative 
to  the  descent  and  conveyance  of  property. 

Be  it  ordained  by.  the  authority  aforesaid,  that  there  shall  be  ap- 
pointed from  time  to  time,  by  Congress,  a  governor,  whose  commission 
shall  continue  in  force  for  the  term  of  three  years,  unless  sooner  revoked 
by  Congress ;  he  shall  reside  in  the  district,  and  have  a  freehold  estate 
therein,  in  one  thousand  acres  of  land,  while  in  the  exercise  of  his  office. 

There  shall  be  appointed  from  time  to  time,  by  Congress,  a  secre- 
tary, whose  commission  shall  continue  in  force  for  four  years,  unless 
sooner  revoked,  he  shall  reside  in  the  district,  and  have  a  freehold  estate 
uieielii,  in  nvc  huiKhcd  acres  of  land,  while  in  the  exercise  of  his  office; 
it  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  and  preserve  the  acts  and  laws  passed  by 
the  legislature,  and  the  public  records  of  the  district,  and  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  governor  in  liis  executive  department ;  and  transmit  authentic 
copies  of  such  acts  and  proceedings,  every  six  months,  to  the  Secretary 
of  Congress.  There  shall  also  be  appointed  a  court  to  consist  of  three 
judges,  any  two  of  whom  to  form  a  court,  who  shall  have  a  common- 
law  jurisdiction,  and  reside  in  the  district,  and  have  each  therein  a  free- 
hold estate  in  five  hundred  acres  of  land,  while  in  the  exercise  of  their 
offices;  and  their  commissions  shall  continue  in  force  during  good  be- 
havior. 

The  governor  and  judges,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  adopt  and 
publish  in  the  district  such  laws  of  the  original  States,  criminal  and  civil, 
as  may  be  necessary,  and  best  suited  to  the  circumstances  of  the  district, 
and  report  them  to  Congress,  from  time  to  time,  which  laws  shall  be 
'in  force  in  the  district  until  the  organization  of  the  general  assembly 
therein,  unless  disapproved  of  by  Congress  ;  but  afterwards  the  legisla- 
ture shall  have  authority  to  alter  them  as  they  shall  think  fit. 

The  governor,  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of 
the  militia,  appoint' and  commission  all  officers  in  the  same,  below  the 
rank  of  general  officers ;  all  general  officers  shall  be  appointed  and  com- 
missioned by  Congress. 

Previous  to  the  organization  of  the  general  assembly,  the  governor 
shall  appoint  such  magistrates  and  other  civil  officers,  in  each  county 
or  township,  as  he  shall  find  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  peace 
nnd  good  order  in  the  same.  After  the  general  assembly  shall  be  or- 
ganized, the  powers  and  duties  of  magistrates  and  other  civil  officers 
shall  be  regulated  and  defined  by  the  said  assembly;  but  all  magistrates 
and  other  civil  officers,  not  herein  (nherwise  directed,  shall,  during  the 
continuance  of  this  temporary  government,  be  appointed  by  the  governor. 

For  the  prevention  of  crimes  and  injuries,  the  laws  to  be  adopted 
or  made  shall  have  force  in  all  parts  of  the  district,  and  for  the  execution 
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of  process,  criminal  and  civil,  the  governor  shall  make  proper  divisions 
thereof — and  he  shall  proceed  from  time  to  time,  as  circumstances  may 
require,  to  lay  out  the  parts  of  the  district  in  which  the  Indian  titles 
shall  have  been  extinguished,  into  counties  and  townships,  subject,  how- 
ever, to  such  alterations  as  may  thereafter  be  macle  by  the  legislature. 

So  soon  as, there  shall  be  fiye  thousand  free  male  inhabitants,  of 
full  age,  in  the  district,  upon  giving  proof  thereof  to  the  governor,  they 
shall  receive  authority,  with  time  and  place,  to  elect  representatives 
from  their  counties  or  townships,  to  represent  them  in  the  general  assemb- 
ly: Provided,  That  for  every  five  hundred  free  male  inhabitants  there 
'shall  be  one  representative,  and  so  on,  progressively,  with  the  number  of 
free  male  inhabitants,  shall  the  right  of  representation  increase,  until  ihe 
number  of  representatives  shall  amount  to  twenty-five,  after  which  the 
number  and  proportion  of  representatives  shall  be  regulated  by  the  legis- 
lature ;  Provided,  That  no  person  be  eligible  or  qualified  to  act  as  a  repre- 
sentative unless  he  shall  have  been  a  citizen  of  one  of  the  United  States 
three  years,  and  be  a  resident  in  the  district,  or  unless  he  shall  have  re- 
sided in  the  district  three  years,  and  in  either  case,  shall  likewise  hold  in 
his^own  right,  in  fee  simple,  two  hundred  acres  of  land  within  the  same : 
— Provided  also,  that  a  freehold  in  fifty  acres  of  land  in  the  district,  hav- 
ing been  a  citizen  of  one  of  the  States,,  and  being  resident  in  the  district ; 
or  the  like  freehold  and  two  years'  f-esidence  in  the  district  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  qualify  a  man  as  an  elector  of  a  representative. 

The  representatives  thus  elected,  shall  serve  for  the  term  of  two 
years,  and  in  case  of  the  death  of  a  representative,  or  removal  from 
oflflce,  the  governor  shall  issue  a  writ  to  the  county  or  township  for  which 
he  was  a  member,  to  elect  another  in  his  stead,  to  serve  for  the  residue 
of  the  term.  The  general  assembly,  or  legislature,  shall  consist  of  the 
governor,  legislative  council,  and  a  house  of  representatives.  The  legis- 
lative council  shall  consist  -of  five  members,  to  continue  in  office  five 
years,  unless  sooner  removed  by  Congress,  any  three  of  whom  to  be  a 
quorum,  and  the  members  of  the  council  shall  be  nominated  and  appointed 
in  the  following  manner,  to-wit :  As  soon  as  representatives  shall  be 
elected,  the  governor  shall  appoint  a  time  and  place  for  them  to  meet  to- 
g-ejther,  and,  when  met,  they  shall  nominate  ten  persons,  resident  in  the 
d««trict,  and  each  possessed  of  a  freehold  in  five  hundred  acres  of  land. 
and  return  their  names  to  Congress ;  fiv^  of  whom  Congress  shall  ap- 
point and  commission  to  serve  as  aforesaid;  and  whenever  a  vacancy 
shj\ll  happen  in  the  council,  by  death  or  removal  from  office,  the  house 
of  representatives  shall  nominate  two  persons,  qualified  as  aforesaid,  for 
each  vacancy,  and  return  their  names  to  Congress ;  one  of  whom  Con- 
.  gress  shall  appoint  and  commission  for  the  residue  of  the  term;  and 
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every  five  years,  four  months  at  least  before  the  expiration  of  the  time 
of  service  of  tiie  uiembers  of  the  council,  the  said  house  shall  nominate 
ten  persons,  qualified  as  aforesaid,  and  return  their  narnes  to  Congress, 
five  of  whom  Congress  shall  appoint  and  commission  to  serve  as  mem- 
bers of  the-  council  five  years,  unless  sooner  removed.  And  the  governor, 
legislative  council,  and  house  of  representatives  shall  have  authority  to 
make  laws  in  all  cases  for  good  government  of  the  district,  not  repugnant 
to  the  principles  and  articles  in  this  ordinance  established  and  declared. 
And  all  bills  having  passed  by  a  majority  in  the  house,  and  by  a  majority 
in  the  council,  shall  be  referred  to  the  governor  for  his  assent;  but  no 
bills  or  legislative  act  whatever,  shall  be  of  any  force  without  his  assent. 
The  governor  shall  have  power  to  convene,  prorogue  and  diL-j-jivc  •.■fr 
general  assembly,  when  in  his  opinion,  it  shall  be  expedient. 

The  governor,  judges,  legisative  council,  secretary,  and  such  other 
officers  as  Congress  shall  appoint  in  the  district,  shall  take  an  oath  or 
affirmation  of  fidelity,,  and  of  office,  the  governor  before  the  President 
of  Congress,  and  all  other  officers  before  the  governor.  As  soon  as  a 
legislature  shall  be  formed  in  the  district,  the  council  and  house,  assembled 
in  one  room,  shall  have  authority  by  joint  ballot,  to  elect  a  delegate  to 
Congress,  who  shall  have  a  seat  in  Congress,  with  a  right  of  debating, 
but  not  of  voting,  during  this  temporary  government. 

And  for  extending  the  fundamental  principles  of  civil  aiid  religious 
liberty,  which  forms  the  basis  whereon  these  republics,  their  laws  and 
constitutions  are  erected;  to  fix  and  establish  those  principles  as  the 
basis  of  all  laws,  constitutions  and  governments,  which  forever  hereafter 
shall  be  formed  in  the  said  territory; — to  provide  also  for  the  establish- 
ment of  States,  and  permanent  government  therein,  and  for  their  admis- 
sion to  a  share  in  the  Federal  councils  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  orig- 
inal States,  at  as  early  periods  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  general 
interest.  .  • 

It  is  hereby  ordained  and  declared,  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  that 
the  following  articles  shall  be  considered  as  articles  of  compact  between 
the  original  States  and  the  people  and  State  in  the  said  territory,  and 
forever  remain  unalterable,  unless  by  common  consent,  to-wit : 

Article  I.  No  person,  demeaning  himself  in  a  peaceable  and 
orderly  manner,  shall  ever  be  molested  on  account  of  his  mode  of  worship 
or  religious  sentiments  in  the  said  territory. 

Article  II.  The  inhabitants  of  the  said  territory  shall  always  be 
entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  writs  of  habeas  corpus,  and  of  the  trial  by 
jury;  of  a  proportionate  representation  of  the  people  in  the  legislature. 
and  of  judicial  proceedings  according  to  the  course  of  the  common  law ; 
all  persons  shall  be  bailable  unless  for  capital  offenses  where  the  proof 
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shall  be  evident  or  the  presumption  great ;  all  fines  shall  be  moderate,  and 
no  cruel  or  unusual  puui^huient  shall  be  miiicted ;  no  man  shall  be  de- 
prived of  his  liberty  or  property,  but  by  the  judgment  of  his  peers,  or  the 
law  of  the  land;  and  should  the  public  exigencies  make  it  necessary  for 
the  common-  preserv^ation  to  take  any  person's  property,  or  to  demand  his 
particular  services,  full  compensation  shall  be  made  for  the  same; — and 
in  the  just  preservation  of  rights  and  property  it  is  understood  and  de- 
clared, that  no  law  ought  ever  to  be  made,  or  have  force  in  the  said  terri- 
tory, that  shall  in  any  manner  whatever  interfere  with,  or  affect  private 
contracts  or  engagements,  bona  fide  and  without  fraud  previously  formed. 

Article  III.  Reliirion.  moralitv.  ?,r!d  knowledge,  beins^  necessary 
to  good  government  and  the  happmess  ot  mankmd,  scnools  and  the 
means  of  education  shall  forever  be  encouraged.  The  utmost  good  faith 
shall  always  be  observed  towards  the  Indians ;  their  lands  and  property 
shall  never  be  taken  from  them  without  their  consent ;  and  in  their  prop- 
.erty,  rights  and  liberty,  they  never  shall  be  invaded  or  disturbed,  unless 
in  just  and  lawful  wars  authorized  by  Congress;  but  laws  founded  in 
•justice  and  humanity  shall  from  time  to  time  be  made  for  preventing 
wrongs  being  done  to  them,  and  for  preserving  peace  and  friendship  with 
them. 

Article  IV.  The  said  territory,  and  the  States  which  may  be 
formed  therein  shall  forever  remain  a  part  of  this  confederacy  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  subject  to  the  Articles  of  Confederation,  and 
to  such  altei-ations  therein  as  shall  be  constitutionally  made ;  and  to  all 
the  acts  and  ordinances  of  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  con- 
formable th(  reto.  The  inhabitants  and  settlers  in  the  said  territory,  shall 
be  subject  to  pay  a  part  of  the  Federal  debts,  contracted  or  to  be  con- 
tracted, and  a  proportional  part  of  the  expenses  of  government,  to  be  ap- 
portioned on  them  by  Congress,  according  to  the  same  common  rule  and 
measure  by  which  apportionments  thereof  shall  be  made  on  the  other 
states ;  and  the  taxes  for  paying  their  proportion,  shall  be  laid  and  levied 
by  the  authority  and  direction  of  the  legislatures  of  the  district  or  dis- 
tricts, or  new  states  as  in  the  original  states,  within  the  time  agreed  upon 
by  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled.  The  legislatures  of  those 
districts,  or  new  States,  shall  never  interfere  with  the  primary  disposal 
of  the  soil  by  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  nor  with  any 
regulations  Congress  may  find  necessary  for  securing  the  title  in  such  soil 
to  the  bona  fide  purchasers.  Xo  tax  shall  be  imposed  on  lands  the  prop- 
erty of  the  United  States ;  and  in  no  case  shall  non-resident  proprietors 
be  taxed  higher  than  residents.  The  navigable  waters  leading  into  the 
Mississippi  and  Saint  Lawrence,  and  carrying  places  between  the  same 
shall  be  common  highways,  and  forever  free,  as  well  as  to  the  inhabitant? 
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of  the  said  Territory  as  to  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  those 
of  any  other  slates  that  may  be  admitted  into  the  confederacy,  without 
any  tax,  impost,  or  duty  therefor. 

Article  V.  There  shall  be  formed  in  the  said  Territory,  not  less 
than  three  nor  more  than  five  States;  and  the  boundaries  of  the  States, 
as -soon  as  Virginia  shall  alter  her  act  of  cession  and  consent  to  the 
same,  shall  become  fixed  and  established  as  follows,  to-wit:  The  western 
State,  in  the  said  Territory,  shall  be  bounded  by  the  ]^lisslssippi,  the  Ohio, 
and  the  Wabash  rivers,  a  direct  line  drawn  from  the  Wabash  and  Post 
Vincents,  due  north,  to  the  territorial  line  between  the  United  States  and 
Canada:  and  hv  th^^  said  territorial  line  to  the  Lake  of  the  Woods  and 
Mississippi.  The  middle  State  shall  be  bounded  by  the  said  direct  line, 
the  Wabash  from  Post  Vincents  to  the  Ohio;  by  the  Ohio,  by  a  direct 
line  drawn  due  north  from  the  mouth  of  the  Great  ^liami  to  the  said 
territorial  line,  and  by  said  territorial  line.  The  eastern  State  -shall  be 
bounded  by  the  last  mentioned  direct  line,  the  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  and 
the  said  territorial  line :  Provided,  however,  and  it  is  further  understood 
and  declared,  that  the  boundaries  of  these  three  States  shall  be  subject 
so  far  to  be  altered,  that  if  Congress  shall  hereafter  find  it  expedient. 
they  shall  have  authority  to  fonn  one  or  two  States  in  that  part  of  the 
said  territory  which  lies  north  of  an  east  and  west  line  drawn  through 
the  southerly  bend  or  extreme  of  lake  Michigan;  and  whenever  any  of 
the  said  States  shall  have  sixty  thousand  free  inhabitants  therein,  such 
State  shall  be  admitted  by  its  delegates  into  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  states,  in  all  respects  what- 
soever and  shall  be  at  liberty  to  form  a  permanent  constitution  and  State 
government;  provided,  the  constitution  and  government  so  to  be  fornied 
shall  be  republican,  and  in  conformity  to  the  principles  contained  in 
these  articles,  and  so  far  as  it  can  be  consistent  with  the  general  interest 
of  the  confederacy,  such  admission  shall  be  allowed  at  an  earlier  period. 
and  when  there  may  be  a  less  number  of  free  inhabitants  in  the  State  than 
sixty  thousand. 

Article  VI.  There  shall  be  neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  servi- 
tude in  the  said  territory,  otherwise  than  in  the  punishment  of  crimes 
whereof  the  party  shall  have  been  duly  convicted ;  provided,  always,  that 
any  person  escaping  into  the  same,  from  whom  labor  or  service  is  law- 
fully claimed  in  any  one  of  the  original  states,  such  fugitive  may  be  law- 
fully reclaimicd  and  conveyed  to  the  person  claiming  his  or  her  labor  or 
services  as  aforesaid. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  that  the  resolutions  of  the 
23d  of  April,  1784,  relative  to  the  subject  of  this  ordinance,  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed  add  declared  null  and  void. 
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.  Done  by  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled, 'the  13th  day  of 
July,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1787,  and  of  their  sovereignty  and  uide- 
pendence  the  12th.

Who  was  the  Author  of  the  Ordinance  of  1787? — "There  has  been  some 
diversity  of  opinion  as  to  the  individual  to  whom  the  honor  of  the  paternity  of 
that  document  rightfully  belongs.  Some  have  claimed  it  for  Mr.  Jefferson, 
though  he  did  not  claim  it  himself.  The  honor  of  drafting  that  instrument,  on 
which  the  constitutions  of  all  the  northwestern  states  are  founded,  belongs  of 
right  to  Nathan  Dane,  a  revolutionary  patriot  of  Massachusetts.  He  was  its 
author, — he  reported  it  to  Congress  and  persevered  in  explaining,  and  impressing 
it  11  thc'r  r^t':'"!^'":?r,  *:ii  t^.?:*  occame  satisfied  of  its  merits  and  adopted  it  by  a 
unanimous  vote,  Mr.  Jefferson  being  in  France  at  the  time." — Burnett's  Notes  on 
the  'North-Western  Territory,  pp.  37-8. 
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RUTHERFORD  BIRCHARD  HAYES. 

Rutherford  Birchard  Hayes,  nineteenth  president  of  the  United  States,  wab 
born  at  Delaware,  Ohio,  October  4,  1S22;  graduated  at  Kenyon  College,  Ohio,  in 
1842,  and  at  Harvard  Law  School  in  1845;  began  the  practice  of  law  at  Fremont, 
Ohio;  removed  to  Cincinnati  in  1849:  was  city  solicitor  from  1858  to  1861;  was 
appointed,  Jun<^  27,  18<'n.  maior  Twenty-tblrrl  Ohio  Volunteers,  of  which  \V.  S. 
Rosecrans  was  the  lirst  cciorir.'  S-iil  t^''''7^1':y  ^T'^^^h^.Trrr-  .  -^ .  .^r'^r.^rrA^  ,iici.,.w  ,,  g. 
Supreme  Court)  lieutenant-colonel.  He  was  promoted  lieutenant-colonel  October 
24,  1861,  from  which  date  he  commanded  the  Twenty-third  until  December,  18G2. 
In  the  brilliant  action  of  South  Mountain  (1862)  he  received  a  severe  wound  in 
the  left  arm  which  compelled  him  to  leave  the  held.  After  the  battle  of  Antietam 
the  regiment  was  returned  to  West  Virginia,  where,  November  30,  1862.  he  re- 
joined it  as  colonel,  having  been  promoted  October  24.  He  was  commissioned 
brigadier-general  of  volunteers,  to  date  from  the  battle  of  Cedar  Creek,  at  the 
close  of  which  he  received  news  of  his  election  to  Congress  from  the  second  dis- 
trict of  Ohio;  was  made  brevet  major-general  for  gallant  services,  and  resigned 
from  the  army  June  1.  18G5.  In  December  he  took  his  seat  in  Congress;  was  re- 
elected in  1SG6.  but  left  his  seat  in  18G7,  having  been  nominated  for  governor  of 
Ohio,  to  which  office  he  was  elected  in  October  and  re-elected  in  1869.  In  1872 
he  suffered  his  first  defeat  for  Congress.  In  1875  he  reluctantly  consented  to 
allow  his  name  to  be  used  once  more  as  a  candidate  for  governor,  and  was  elected 
for  a  third  time,  an  honor  never  before  conferred  upon  a  citizen  of  Ohio.  On 
June  16,  1876,  he  was  nominated  at  Cincinnati  for  president  of  the  United  States, 
on  the  Republican  ticket,  on  tlie  seventh  ballot,  receiving  384  votes,  to  351  for  J. 
G.  Blaine,  and  21  for  B.  H.  Bristow.  The  ensuinj?  canvass,  which  was  bitter  and 
exciting,  w^as  closed  by  a  disputed  election,  the  electoral  votes  of  Florida,  South 
Carolina,  and  Louisiana,  and  one  of  those  of  Oregon  being  claimed  by  both 
parties.  The  Presidential  Electoral  Commission  announced,. March  2,  1877,  that 
he  had  be3n  duly  elected  president  of  the  Unired  States.  The  inauguration  cere- 
monies took  place  on  :March  5.  During  the  four  years  of  his  office  the  affairs 
of  the  government  were  conducted  in  a  manner  that  will  command  the  favorable 
judgment  of  history.     Died  at  Fremont,  Ohio,  January  17,  1893. 
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THE   CONSTITUTION   OF   THE   UNITED   STATES 
OF  AMERICA.* 

[Recommended  to  the  Congress  by  a  constitutional  convention,  of  which 
George  Washington  was  President,  on  the  17th  day  of  September,  1787,  and  trans- 
mitted to  the  several  states  for  ratification  on  the  28th  day  of  the  same  month. 
On  the  fourth  of  March,  1789,  the  day  which  had  been  fixed  for  commencing 
operations  of  Government  under  the  new  Constitution,  it  had  been  ratified  by 
the  conventions  chosen  in  ach  stat  to  considr  it,  as  follows:  Dlawar,  Decem- 
ber 7,  1787;  New  Jersey,  December  18,  1787;  Connecticut,  January  9,  1788;  Mary- 
land, April  28,  17S8;  Pennsylvania,  Der-omher  12,  1787:  Georsria,  January  2,  1788; 
Massachusetls,  ZJ'vuxu.l^i.j-  -3,  IToG,  CviaUv  Cwioliiiu,  LIu,^  23,  173G,  iNcw  xxai^y^lnire, 
June  21,  1788;  Virginia,  June  26,  1788;  and  New  York,  July  26,  1788. 

Rhode  Island  ratified  the  constitution  on  the  29th  of  May,  and  North  Caro- 
lina on  the  21st  of  November,  1789.  Vermont,  then  an  applicant  for  admission 
to  statehood,  ratified  the  constitution  on  the  10th  day  of  January,  1791,  and 
was  admitted  into  the  Union  on  the  18th  day  of  February  following.] 

WE  the  People  of  the  United  States,  in  Order  to  fonn  a  more 
perfect  Union,  establish  Justice,  insure  domestic  Tranquility, 
provide  for  the  common  defence,  promote  the  general  Wel- 
fare, and  secure  the  Blessings  of  Liberty  to  ourselves  and  our 
Posterity-,   do  ordain  and  establish  this   Constitution   for  the  United 
States  of  America. 

Article  I. 

Section  i.  All  legislative  Powers  herein  granted  shall  be  vested 
in  a  Corgress  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  consist  of  a  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives. 

Section  2.  (i)  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  con>- 
posed  of  Members  chosen  every  second  Year  by  the  People  of  the  several 
States,  and  the  Electors  in  each  State  shall  have  the  Qualifications  requisite 
for  Electors  of  the  most  numerous  Branch  of  State  Legislature. 

2.  No  Person  shall  be  a  Representative  who  shall  not  have  attained 
to  the  Age  of  twenty-five  Years,  and  been  seven  Years  a  Citizen  of  the 
United  States,  and  who  shall  not.  when  elected,  be  an  Inhabitant  of  that 
State  in  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

3.  t [Representatives  and  direct  Taxes  shall  be  apportioned  among 
the  several  States  which  may  be  included  v/ithin  this  Union,  according 
to  their  respective   Numbers,  Which  shall  be  determined  by  adding  to

Other  Persons.]  The  actual  Enumeration  shall  be  made  within  three 
Years  after  the  first  Meeting  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and 
within  ever>'  subsequent  Term  of  ten  Years,  in  such  Manner  as  they 
"shall  by  Law  direct.  The  Number  of  Representatives  shall  not  exceed 
one  for  every  Thirty  thousand,  but  each  State  shall  have  at  Least  one 
Representative ;  and  until  such  enumeration  shall  be  made,  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  shall  be  entitled  to  chuse  three,  Massachusetts  eight, 
Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations  one,  Connecticut  five.

5.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  chuse  their  Speaker  and  other 
Officers;  and  shall  have  the  sole  Power  of  Impeachment. 

Sec.  3.  (i)  The  Senate  of  th6  L^nited  States  shall  be  composed 
of  two  Senators  from  each  State,  chosen  by  the  Legislature  thereof,  for 
six  years ;  and  each  Senator  shall  have  one  Vote. 

2.  Immediately  after  they  shall  be  assembled  in  Consequence  of 
the  first  Election,  they  shall  be  divided  as  equally  as  may  be  into  three 
Classes.  The  Seats  of  the  Senators  of  the  first  Class  shall  be  vacated  at 
the  Expiration  of  the  second  Year,  of  the  second  Class  at  the  Expiration 
of  the  fourth  Year,  and  of  the  third  Class  at  the  Expiration  of  the  sixth 
Year',  so  that  one-third  may  be  chosen  every  second  Year ;  and  if  vacancies 
happen  by  Resignation,  or  otherwise,  during  the  Recess  of  the  Legislature 
of  any  State,  the  Executive  thereof  may  make  temiporary  Appointments 
until  the  next  Meeting  of  the  Legislature,  which  shall  then  fill  such 
Vacancies. 

3.  No  Person  shall  be  a  Senator  who  shall  not  have  attained  to 
the  Age  of  thirty  Years,  and  been  nine  Years  a  Citizen  of  the  United 
States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected,  be  an  Inhabitant  of  that  State 
for  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

4.  The  Vice  President  of  the  United  States  shall  be  President  of 
the  Senate,  but  shall  have  no  Vote,  unless  they  be  equally  divided. 

5.  The  Senate  shall  chuse  their  Ofticcrs,  and  also  a  President  pro 
tempore,  in  the  Absence  of  the  Vice  President,  or  when  he  shall  exercise 
the  Office  of  President  of  the  L-nited  States. 

6.  The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole  Power  to  try  all  Impeachments. 
When  sitting  for  that  Purpose,  they  shall  be  on   Oath  or  Affirmation. 
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When  the  President  of  the  United  States  is  tried,  the  Chief  Justice  shall 
preside:  And  no  Person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  Concurrence  of 
two-thirds  of  the  ?vlenibers  present. 

7.  Judgment  in  Cases  of  Impeachment  shall  not  extend  further 
than  to  removal  from  Office,  and  disqualification  to  hold  and  enjoy 
any  Office  of  honor,  Trust  or  Profit  under  the  United  States :  but  the 
Party  convicted  shall  nevertheless  be  liable  and  subject  to  Indictment, 
Trial,  Judgment  and  Punishment,  according  to  Law. 

Section  4.  (i)  The  Times,  Places  and  "Manner  of  holding  Slcc- 
tions  for  Senators  and  Representatives,  shall  be  prescribed  in  each  State 
by  the  Legislature  thereof  •  but  the  Co^igr^ss  mav  at  anv  time  bv  Law 
make  or  alter  such  Regulations,  except  as  to  tne  itiaces  01  cnusing 
Senators. 

2.  The  Congress  shall  assemble 'at  least  once  in  every  Year,  and 
such  Meeting  shall  be  on  the  first  ^londay  in  December,  unless  they  shall 
by  Law  appoint  a  dii¥erent  day. 

Section  5.  (i)  Each  House  shall  be  the  Judge  of  Elections, 
Returns,  and  Qualifications  of  its  own  Members,  and  a  ^lajority  of  each 
shall  constitute  a  Quorum  to  do  Business ;  but  a  smaller  Xumber  may 
adjourn  from  day  to  da}',  and  may  be  authorized  to  compel  the  Attendance 
of  absent  Members,  in  such  Manner,  and  under  such  Penalties,  as  each 
House  may  provide. 

2.  Each  House  may  determine  the  Rules  of  its  Proceedings,  punish 
its  Members  for  disorderly  Behavior,  and,  with  the  Concurrence  of  two- 
thirds,  expel  a  ^lember. 

3.  Each  House  shall  keep  a  Journal  of,  its  Proceedings,  and  from 
[  time  to  time  publish  the  same,  excepting  such  Parts  as  may  in  their  Judg- 
}  ment  require  Secrecy ;  and  the  Yeas  and  Nays  of  the  2^Iembers  of  either 
;             House  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  Desire  of  one  fifth  of  those  Present.

4.  Neither  House,  during  the  Session  of  Congress,  shall,  without 
I  the  Consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three  days,  nor  to  any 
!             other  Place  than  that  in  v/hich  the  two  Houses  shall  be  sitting. 

j  Section  6.      (i)     The   Senators  and   Representatives   shall   receive 

I  a  Compensation  for  their  Services,  to  be  ascertained  by  Law.  and  paid  out 

oi  the  Treasury  of  the  I'nited  States'.  They  shall  in  all  Cases,  except 
Treason,  Felony  and  Breach  of  the  Peace,  be  privileged  from  Arrest 
during  their  Attendance  at  the  Session  of  their  respective  Houses,  and  in 
going  to  and  returning  from  the  same  ;  and  for  any  Speech  or  Debate 
in  either  Llouse,  thev  shall  not  be  c[uestione(l  in  any  other  Place. 

2.  No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  dnring  the  Time  for  whicli 
he  was  elected,  be  appointed  to  any  civil  (  )ffice  under  the  Authority  of 
the   United   States,  which  shall  h.ave  been   created,   or   the   Emoluments 
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whereof  shall  have  been  encreased  diirin<^  such  time ;  and  no  Person  hold- 
ing any  Umce  under  the  Ignited  States,  shall  be  a  2\Icniber  of  either 
House  during  his  Continuance  in  Office. 

Section  7.  (i)  All  Bills  for  raising-  Revenue  shall  originate  in 
the  House  of  Representatives ;  but  the  Senate  may  propose  or  concur 
with  Amendments  as  on  other  Bills. 

2.  Every  Bill" which  shall  have  passed  the  House  of  Representatives 
and  the  Senate  shall,  before  it  becomes  a  Law,  be  presented  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States ;  -If  he  approves  he  shall  sign  it,  but  if  not  he 
shall  return  it,  with  his  Objections,  to  that  House  in  wdiich  it  shall  have 
orio-inated,  who  shall  enter  the  Objections  at  large  on  their  Journal,  and 
proceed  to  reconsider  n.  If,  after  such  Reconsideration,  two-thirds  of 
that  House  shall  agree  to  pass  the  Bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  together  with  the 
Objections,  to  the  other  House,  by  which  it  shall  likewise  be  reconsidered, 
and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  that  House,  it  shall  become  a  Law. 
But  in  all  such  Cases  the  Vote  of  both  Houses  shall  be  determined  by  Yeas 
and  Nays,  and  the  Names  of  the  Persons  voting  for  or  against  the 
Bill  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal  of  each  House  respectively.  If  any 
Bill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  President  within  ten  Days  (Sundays 
excepted)  after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him  the  Same  shall  be  a 
Law,  in  like  ]\Ianner  as  if  he  had  signed  it.  imless  the  Congress  by  their 
Adjournment  prevent  its  Return,  in  which  Case  it  shall  not  be  a  Law. 

3.  Every  Order,  Resolution  or  Vote,  to  wdiich  the  Concurrence  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  may  be  necessary  (except  on  a 
question  of  Adjournment),  shall  be  presented  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States :  and  before  the  Same  shall  take  Effect,  shall  be  approved 
by  him,  or  being  disapproved  b}'  him,  shall  be  re-passed  by  two-thirds 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  according  to  the  Rules  and 
Limitations  prescribed  in  the  Case  of  a  Bill. 

Section  8.  ( i )  The  Congress  shall  have  Power  To  lay  and  collect 
Taxes,  Duties,  Imposts  and  Excises  to  pay  the  Debts  and  provide  for 
the  common  Defence  and  general  Welfare  of  the  United  States;  but  all 
Duties,  Imposts  and  Excises  shall  be  uniform  throughout  the  United 
States ; 

2.     To  borrow-  oMoney  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States. 

,3.  To  regulate  Commerce  with  foreign  Nations,  and  among  the 
several  States,  and  with  the  Indian  Tribes  ; 

4.  To  establish  an  uniform  Rule  of  Naturalization,  and  uniform 
Laws  on  the  subject  of  Bankruptcies  throughout  the  United  States  ; 

5.  To  coin  money,  regulate  the  \'alue  thereof,  and  of  foreign  Coin, 
and  fix  the  Standard  of  Weights  and  ?v[easures: 

6.  To  provide  for  the  Punishment  of  counterfeiting  the  Securities 
and  current  Coin  of  the  L^nited  States ; 
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[  7:     To  establish  Post  Offices  and  post  Roads; 

i  8.     To  promote  the  Progress  of  Science  and  useful  Arts,  by  securing 

for   limited   Times   to   Authors   and   Inventors   the    exclusive    Right    to 

their. respective  Writings  and  Discoveries; 

9.     To  constitute  Tribunals  inferior  to  the  Supreme  Court; 

10.  To  define  and  punish  Piracies  and  Felonies  committed  on  the 
high  Seas  and  Offences  against  the  Law  of  Nations; 

11.  To  declare  War,  grant  letters  of  Marque  and  Reprisal,  and 
make  Rules  concerning  Captures  on  Land  and  Water ; 

12.  To  raise  and  support  Armies,  but  no  Appropriation  of  Money  to 
that  Use  shall  be  for  a  longer  Terms  than  two  Year? : 

13.  To  provide  and  maintain  a  Navy; 

14.  To  make  Rules  for  the  Government  and  Regulation  of  the 
land  and  naval  Forces; 

15.  To  provide  for  calling  forth  the  Militia  to  execute  the  Laws  of 
of  the  Union,  suppress  Insurrections  and  repel  Invasions. 

16.  To  provide  for  organizing,  arming  and  disciplining  the  Militia, 
and  for  governing  such  Part  of  them  as  may  be  employed  in  the  Service 
of  the  United  States,  reserving  to  the  States  respectively  the  Appoint- 
ment of  the  Officers,  and  the  Authority  of  training  the  MiHtia  according 
to  the  discipline  prescribed  by  Congress ; 

17.  To  exercise  exclusive  Legislation  in  all  Cases  whatsoever,  over 
such  District  (not  exceeding  ten  miles  square)  as  may,  by  Cession  of 
particular  States,  and  the  Acceptance  of  Congress,  become  the  Seat  of  the 
Government  of  the  L^nited  States,  and  to  exercise  like  Authority  over  all 
Places  purchased  by  the  Consent  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  in  which 
the  Same  shall  be  for  the  Erection  of  Forts,  ]\Iagazines,  Arsenals,  dock- 
Yards,  and  other  needful  buildings ; — x'Vnd 

18.  To  make  all  Laws  wdiich  shall  be  necessary  and  proper  for  car- 
rying into  Execution  the  foregoing  Powers,  and  all  other  Powers  vested 
by  this  Constitution  in  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any 
Department  or  Office  thereof. 

Section  9  (i)  The  Migration  or  Importation  of  such  Persons 
as  any  of  the  States  now  existing  shall  think  proper  to  admit,  shall  not 
be. prohibited  by  the  Congress  prior  to  the  Year  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  eight,  but  a  Tax  or  duty  may  be  imposed  on  such  ImportaLion,  not 
exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  Person. 

2.  The  Privilege  of  the  Writ  of  Flabeas  Corpus  shall  not  be  sus- 
pended unless  when  in  Case  of  Rebellion  or  Invasion  the  public  Safety 
may  require  it. 

3.  ,.No  Bill  of  Attainder  or  ex  post  facto  Law  shall  be  passed. 
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4.  No  Capitation,  or  other  direct,  tax  shall  be  laid,  unless  in  Pro- 
portion to  the  Census  or  Enumeration  herein  before  directed  to  be  taken. 

5.  No  Tax  or  Duty  shall  be  laid  on  Articles  exported  from  any- 
State. 

6.  No  Preference  shall  be  given  by  any  Regulation  of  Commerce  or 
Revenue  to  the  Ports  of  one  State  over  those  of  another;  nor  shall 
V^essels  bound  to,  or  from,  one  State,  be  obliged  to  enter,  clear,  or  pay 
Duties  in  another. 

7.  No  Money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury,  but  in  Conse- 
quence of  Appropriations  made  by  Law ;  and  a  regular  Statement  and 
Account  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures  of  all  public  Monev  shall  be 
published  from-  time  to  time. 

8.  No  Title  of  nobility 'shall  be  granted  by  the  United  vStates : 
And  no  Person  holding  any  Office  of  Profit  or  Trust  under  them,  shall, 
without  the  Consent  of  the  Congress,  accept  of  any  present,  Emolument, 
Office-,  or  Title,  of  any  kind  whatever,  from  any  King,  Prince,  or  foreign 
State. 

Section  to.  (i)  No  State  shall  enter  into  any  Treaty.  Alliance, 
or  Confederation ;  grant  Letters  of  IMarque  and  Reprisal ;  coin  IMoney ; 
emit  Bills  of  Credit ;  make  any  Thing  but  gold  and  silver  Coin  a  Tender 
in  Payment  of  Debts ;  pass  any  Bill  of  Attainder,  ex  post  facto  Law,  or 
Law  impairing  the  Obligation  of  Contracts,  or  grant  any  Title  of  Nobility. 

2.  •  No  State  shall,  without  the  Consent  of  the  Congress,  lay  any 
Imposts  or  Duties  or  Imports  or  Exports,  except  what  may  be  absolutely 
necessary  for  executing  its  inspection  Laws ;  and  the  net  Produce  of  all 
Duties,  and  Imports,  laid  by  any  State  on  Imports  or  Exports,  shall  be 
for  the  Use  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States ;  and  all  such  Laws 
shall  be  subject  to  the  Revision  and  Controul  of  the  Congress. 

3.  No  State  shall,  without  the  Consent  of  Congress,  lay  any  Duty 
of  Tonnage,  keep  Troops,  or  Ships  of  War  in  time  of  Peace  enter  into 
an  Agreement  or  Compact  with  another  State,  or  with  a  foreign  Power, 
or  engage  in  War,  unless  actually  invaded,  or  j.n  such  imminent  Danger 
as  will  not  admit  of  delay. 

Article  II. 

Section  i.  (i)  The  executive  Power  shall  be  vested  in  a  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  of  America.  lie  shall  hold  his  Office  during 
the  Term  of  four  Years,  and.  together  with  the  Vice  President,  chosen 
for  the  same  Term,  be  elected,  as  follows: 

2.  Each  State  shall  appoint  in  such  Manner  as  the  Legislature 
thereof  mav  direct,  a  Number  of  Electors,  equal  to  the  whole  Number 
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of  Senators  and  Representatives  to  which  the  State  may  be  entitled  in 
the  Con^rcsj;  but  nu  Senator  or  Representative,  or  I'erson  holding  an 
,  Office  of  Trust  or  Profit  under  the  United  States,  shall  be  appointed  dn 
Elector.  [The  remainder  of  this  clause  is  superseded  by  the  Xllth 
Amendment.] 

3.  The  Congress  may  determine  the  Time  of  chusing  the  Electors, 
and  the  Day  on  which  they  shall  give  their  Votes ;  which  Day  sliail  uc 
the  same  throughout  the  United  States. 

4.  No  Person  except  a  natural  born  Citizen,  or  a  Citizen  of  the 
United  States,  at  the  time  of  the  Adoption  of  thisi  Constitution,  shall  be 
eligible  to  tb*^  Offir^  of  "P'-^'^rdent ;  neither  shall  any  Person  be  eligible  to 
that  Orhce  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the  Age  of  thirty-five  Years, 
and  been  fourteen  Years  a  Resident  within  the  United  States. 

■  5.  In  Case  of  the  Removal  of  the  President  from  Office,  or  of  his 
Death,  Resignation,  or  Inability  to  discharge  the  Powers  and  Duties 
of  the  said  Office,  the  same  shall  devolve  on  the  Vice  President,  and  the 
.  Congress  may  by  Law  provide  for  the  Case  of  Removal,  Death,  Resigna- 
tion or  Inability,  both  of  the  President  and  Vice  President,  declaring  what 
Officer  shall  then  act  as  President,  and  such  Officer  shall  act  accordingly, 
until  the  Disability  be  removed,  or  a  President  shall  be  elected. 

6.     The  President  shall,  at  stated  Times,  receive  for  his   Services, 

j  a  Compensation,  which  shall  neither  be  increased  nor  diminished  during 

the  Period  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  and  he  shall  not  receive 

within  that  Period  any  other  Emolument  from  the  United  States,  or  any 

of  them. 

1  7.     Before  he  enters  on  the  Execution  of  -his  Office,  he  shall  take 

[  the  following  Oath  or  Affirmation: — 'T  do  solemnly  swear   (or  affirm) 

\  that  I  will  faithfully  execute  the  Office  of  President  of  the  United  States, 

[  and  will  to  the  best  of  my  Ability,  preserve,  protect  and  defend  the  Con- 

i  stituticn  of  the  United  States." 

Section  2.  (i)  The  President  shall  be  Commander-in-Chief  of 
the  x\rmy  and  Xavy  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  Militia  oi  the  several 
States  when  called  into  the  actual  Service  of  the  United  States  ;  he  mny 
require  the  Opinion,  in  writing,  of  the  principal  Officer  in  each  of  ib.e 
executive  Departments,  upon  any  subject  relating  to  the  Duties  of  their 
respective  Offices,  and  he  shall  have  power  to  grant  Reprieves  and  Pardons 
for  Offences  against  the  United  States,  except  in  Cases  of  Ipipeachment. 

2.  He  shall  have  Power,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of 
the  Senate,  to  make  Treaties,  provided  twc>-thirds  of  the  Senators  present 
concur;  and  he  shall  nominate,  and  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent 
of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint   Ambassadors,   other  public    2^[inisters   and 
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Consuls,  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  ,aud  all  other  Officers  of  the 
L' lined  States,  whose  Appointiiiciits  are  nut  hcreiu  otherwise  provided  for, 
and  which  shall  be  established  by  Law  ;  but  the  Congress  may  by  Law  vest 
the  Appointment  of  such  inferior  Officers  as  they  think  proper,  in  the 
President  alone,  in  the  Courts  of  Law,  or  in  the  Heads  of  Departments. 

3.  The  President  shall  have  Power  to  fill  up  all  Vacancies  that 
may  happen  during  the  Recess  of  the  Senate,  by  granting  Commissions 
which  shall  expire  at  the  End  of  their  next  Session. 

Section  3.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  to  the  Congress  Infor- 
mation of  the  State  of  the  Union,  and  recommend  to  their  consideration 
such  Measu^«^s  as  hf^  sh^P  h''^]cre  necessrry  and  exnedient :  he  mav,  on 
extraordinary  Occasions,  convene  both  Houses,  or  eitner  of  inem,  and 
in  Case  of  Disagreement  between  them,  with  Respect  to  the  Time  of 
Adjournment,  he  may  adjourn  them  to  such  Time  as  he  shall  think 
proper ;  he  shall  receive  Ambassadors  and  other  public  ^Ministers  ;  he 
shall  take  Care  that  the  Laws  be  faithfully  executed,  and  shall  Commission 
all  the  Officers  of  the  United  States. 

Section  4.  The  President,  Vice  President  and  all  civil  Officers  of 
the  United  States,  shall  be  removed  from  Office  on  Impeachment  for,  and 
Conviction  of.  Treason,  Bribery,  or  other  high  Crimes  and  ^lisdemeanors. 

Article  III.  • 

Section  i.  The  judicial  Power  of  the  L^nited  States,  shall  be  vested 
in  one  Supreme  Court,  and  in  such  inferior  Courts  as  the  Congress  may 
from  tine  to  time  ordain  and  establish.  The  Judges,  both  f)f  the  supreme 
and  inferior  Courts,  shall  hold  their  Offices  during  good  Behaviour,  and 
shall,  at  stated  Times,  receive  for  their  Services,  a  Compensation,  whicn 
shall  not  be  diminished  during  their  Continuance  in  Office. 

Section  2.  (i)  The  judicial  Power  shall  extend  to  all  Cases,  in 
Law  and  Equity,  arising  under  this  Constitution,  tlie  Laws  of  the 
United  States,  and  Treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be  made,  under  their 
Authority; — to  all  Cases  affecting  Ambassadors,  other  public  ministers 
and  Consuls ; — to  all  Cases  of  admiralty  and  maratime  Jurisdiction  ; — 
to  Controversies  to  which  tlie  United  States  shall  be  a  Party :— to 
Controversies  between  two  or  more  States  : — between  a  State  and  Citizen 
of  another  State ; — between  Citizens  of  different  States ; — between  Citi- 
zens of  the  same  State  claiming  Lands  under  Grants  of  different  States, 
^nd  betwTcn  a  State,  or  the  Citizen  diereof,  and  foreign  States,  Citizens 
or  Subjects. 

2.  In  all  Cases  affecting  Ambassadors,  other  public  Ministers  and 
Consuls,  and  those  in  wdiich  a  State  shall  be  Party,  the  supreme  Court 
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shall  have  original  jurisdiction.  In  all  the  other  Cases  before  mentioned, 
the  supreme  Court  shall  have  appellate  Jurisdiction,  both  as  to  Law  and 
Fact,  with  such  Exceptions,  and  under  such  Regulations  as  the  Congress 
'  shall  make. 

3.  The  Trial  of  all  Crimes,  except  in  Cases  of  Impeachment,  shall 
be  by  Jury;  and  such  Trial  shall  be  held  in  the  State  where  the  said 
Crimes  shall  have  been  committed;  but  when  not  committed  within  any 
State,  the  Trial  shall  be  at  such  Place  or  Places  as  the  Congress  may 
by  Law  have  directed. 

Section  3.  (i)  Treason  against  the  United  States,  shall  consist 
only  in  levying-  War  asrainst  them,  or  in  adhering  to  their  Enemies, 
giving  uiciii  Aid  axid  Cuiiiiort.  No  Person  shall  be  convicted  of  Treason 
unless  on  the  Testimony  of  two  Witnesses  to  the  same  overt  Act,  or  on 
Confession  in  open  Court. 

2.  The  Congress  shall  have  Power  to  declare  the  Punishment  of 
Treason,  but  no  Attainder  of  Treason  shall  work  Corruption  of  Blood, 
or  Forfeiture,  except  during  the  Life  of  the  Person  attained. 

Article  IV. 

S539|*&  I.  (i)  Full  faith  and  Credit  shall  be  given  in  each 
State  to  the  public  Acts.  Records,  and  judicial  Proceedings  of  every 
other  State.  And  the  Congress  may  by  general  Laws  prescribe  the  Man- 
ner in  which  such  Acts,  Records,  and  Proceedings  shall  be  proved,  and 
the  Effect  thereof. 

2.  A  person  charged  in  any  State  with  Treason,  Felony,  or  other 
Crime,  who  shall  flee  from  Justice,  and  be  found  in  another  State,  shall. 
on  Demand  of  the  executive  Authority  of  the  State  from  which  he  fled 
be  delivered  up,  to  be  removed  to  the  State  having  Jurisdiction  of  the 
Crime. 

3.  No  Person  held  to  Service  or  Labour  in  one  State,  under  the 
Laws  thereof,  escaping  into  another,  shall,  in  Consequence  of  any  Law 
or  Regulation  therein,  be  discharged  from  such  Service  or  Labour,  but 

[  shall  be  delivered  up  on  Claim  of  the  Party  to  whom  such  Service  or 

Labour  may  be  due. 

Section  3.  (i)  New  States  may  be  admitted  by  the  Congress 
into  this  Union;  but  no  new  State  shall  be  formed  or  erected  with  the 
Jurisdiction  of  any  other  State ;  nor  any  State  be  formed  by  the  Junction 
of  two  or  more  States,  or  Parts  of  States  without  the  Consent  of  the 
Legislatures  of  the  States  concerned  as  well  as  of  the  Congress. 

2.  The  Congress  shall  have  Power  to  dis'pose  of,  and  make  all 
needful  Rules  and  Regulations  respecting  the  Territory,  or  other  Property 
belonging  to  the  United  States;  and  nothing  in  this  Constitution  shall 
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be  so  construed  as  to  Prejudice  any  Claims  of  the  United  States,  or  of 
any  particular  State. 

Section  4.  The  United  States  shall  guarantee  to  every  State  in  this 
Union  a  Republican  Form  of  Government,  and  shall  protect  each  of 
them  against  Invasion ;  and  on  Application  of  the  Legislature,  or  of  the 
Executive  (when  the  Legislature  cannot  be  convened)  against  domestic 
Violence. 

Article  V. 

The  Congress,  whenever  two-thirds  of  both  Houses  shall  deem  it 
necessary,  shall  propose  Amendments  to  this  Constitution,  or,  on  the 
Application  of  the  Legislatures  of  two-thirds  of  the:  .".vcrr.!  Ct^itc:.  z\:,M 
call  a  Convention  for  proposing  Amendments,  which,  in  either  Case, 
shall  be  valid  to  all  Intents  and  Purposes,  as  Part  of  this  Constitution, 
v.'hen  ratified  by  the  Legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the  several  States, 
or  by  Conventions  iji  three-fourths  thereof,  as  the  one  or  the  othe^  Mode 
of  Ratification  may  be  proposed  by  the  Congress ;  Provided  that  no 
Amendment .  which  may  be  made  prior  to -the  Year  One  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eight  shall  in  any  Manner  affect  the  first  and  fourth  clauses 
of  the  Ninth  Section  of  the  first  article;  and  that  no  State  without  its 
Consent,  shall  be  deprived  Of  its  equal  Suffrage  in  the  Senate. 

Article  VI. 

All  Debts  contracted  and  Engagements'  entered  into,  before  the 
Adoption  of  this  Constitution,  shall  be  as  valid  against  the  United  States 
under  this  Constitution,  as  under  the  Confederation. 

2.  This  Constitution,  and  the  Laws  of  the  United  States  which 
shall  be  made  in  Pursuance  thereof;  and  all  Treaties  made,  or  which 
shall  be  made,  under  the  Authority  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  the 
supreme  Law  of  the  Land;  and  the  Judges  in  every  State  shall  be 
hound  thereby,  any  Thing  in  the  Constitution  or  Laws  of  any  State 
to  the  Contrary  notwithstanding. 

3.  The  Senators  and  Representatives  before  mentioned,  and  the 
Members  of  the  several  State  Legislatures,  and  all  executive  and  judicial 
Officers,  both  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  several  States,  shall  be 
lx>und  by  Oath  or  Affirmation,  to  support  this  Constitution;  but  no 
religious  Test  shall  ever  be  required  as  a  Qualification  to  any  Office  or 
public  Trust  under  the  United  States. 

Article  VII, 

The  Ratification  of  the  Conventions  of  nine  States,  shall  be  sufficient 
for  the  Establishment  of  this  Constitution  between  the  States  so  ratifying 
the  Same.

New  Hampshire,  ^lassachusetts,  Connecticut,  Mr.  Hamilton  from  New 
Vork,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Delaware,^  Maryland,  Virginia,  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina  and  Georgia. 

Resolved,  That  the  preceding  Constitution  be  laid  before  the  United 
J>tates  in  Congress  assembled,  and  that  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Conven- 
tion, tliat  it  should  afterwards  be  submitted  to  a  Convention  of  Delegates, 
clioscn  in  each  State  by  the  People  thereof,  under  the  Recommendation 
<  'I  its  Legislature,  for  their  Assent  and  Ratification ;  and  that  each  Con- 
vention assenting  to,  and  ratifying  the  Same,  should  give  Notice  thereof 
t^>  the  Cnited  States  in  Congress  assembled. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Convention,  that  a.--  soon 
•TS  the  Conventions  of  nine  States  shall  have  ratified  this  C')nstitution. 
tiic  United  States  in  Congress  assembled  should  fix  a  Day  on  which 
I'-!ectors  should  be  appointed  l)y  the  States  which  shall  have  ratified  the 
'^'iine,  and  a  Day, on  which  the  Electors  should  assemble  to  vote  for  tlie 
"resident,  and  the  Time  and   Place  for  commencing   Proceedings  under 
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this  Constitution.  That  after  such  Publication  the  Electors  should  be 
appointed,  and  the  Senators  and  Representatives  elected :  That  the 
El^tors  should  meet  on  the  Day  fixed  for  the  Election  of  the  President, 
and  should  transmit  their  Votes  certified,  signed,  sealed  and  directed, 
as  the  Constitution  requires,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  United  States  in 
Congress  assembled,  that  the  Senators  and  Representatives  should  con- 
vene at  the  Time  and  Place  assigned;  that  the  Senators  should  appoint 
a  President  of  the  Senate,  for  the  sole  Purpose  of  receiving,  opening  and 
counting  the  Votes  for  President ;  and,  that  after  he  shall  be  chosen,  the 
Congress,  together  with  the  President,  should,  without  Delay,  proceed 
to  execute  this  Constitution.

AMENDMENTS   TO  THE   CONSTITUTION   OF   THE    UNITED    STATES. 

ARTICLES  IN  ADDITION  TO,  AND  AMENDMENT  OF,  THE  CONSTITUTION 
OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA,  PROPOSED  BY  CONGRESS, 
AND  RATIFIED  BY  THE  LEGISLATURES  OF  THE  SEVERAL  STATES 
PURSUANT  TO  THE  FIFTH  ARTICLE  OF  THE  ORIGINAL  CONSTITU- 
TION. 

Article  I. 

Congress  shall  make  no  law  respecting  an  establishment  of  religion, 
or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof;  or  abridging  the  freedom  of 
speech,  or  of  the  press ;  or  the  right  of  the  people  peaceably  to  assemble, 
and  to  petition  the  Government  for  a  redress  of  grievances. 

Article  II. 

A  well  regulated  Militia,  being  necessary  to  the  security  of  a  free 
State,  the  right  of  the  people  to  keep  and  bear  Arms  shall  not  be  infringed. 


[♦The  first  ten  amenaments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  were 
proposed  to  the  legislatures  of  the  several  States  hy  the  First  Congress,  on  the 
25th  of  September,  1789.  They  were  ratified  by  the  following  States,  and  the  noti- 
fications of  ratification  by  the  governors  thereof  were  successively  communicatea 
by  the  President  to  Congress:  New  Jersey,  November  20,  1789;  Maryland,  De- 
cember 19,  1789,  North  Carolina,  December  22,  1789;  South  Carolina,  January 
19,  1790;  New  Hampshire,  January  25,  1790;  Delaware,  January  28,  1790:  Penn- 
sylvania, March  10,  1790;  New  York,  :March  27,  1790;  Rhode  Island,  June  15, 
1790;  Vermont,  November  3,  1791;  and  Virginia.  December  ]5,  1791.  There  is 
no  evidence  on  the  journals  of.  Congress  that  the  legislatures  of  Conencticut, 
Georgia  and  Massachusetts  ratified  them.]

Amendments  to  the   Constitution  of  the   United  States 

Article  III. 

No  Soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace  be  quartered  in  any  house,  without 
the  consent  of  the  Owner,  nor  in  time  of  war,  but  in  a  manner  to  be 
prescribed  by  law. 

Article  IV. 

The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses,  papers, 
and  effects,  against  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures,  shall  not  be 
violated;  and  no  Warrants  shall  issue  but  upon  probable  cause,  supportea 
by  Oath  or  affirmation,  and  particularly  describing  the  place  to  be  searched, 
and  the  person  or  things  to  be  seized. 

Article  V. 

No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  capital,  or  otherwise  infamous 
crime,  unless  on  a  presentment  or  indictment  of  a  Grand  Jury,  except 
in  cases  arising  in  the  land  or  naval  forces,  or  in  the  Militia,  when  in 
actual  service,  in  time  of  War  or  public  danger;  nor  shall  any  person 
be  subject  for  the  same  offence  to  be  put  twice  in  jeopardy  of  life  or 
Hmb;  nor  shall  be  compelled,  in  any  Criminal  Case,  to  be  a  witness 
against  himself;  nor  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty  or  property  without 
due  process  of  law;  nor  shall  private  property  be  taken  for  public  use 
without  just  compensation. 

Article  VI. 

In  all  criminal  prosecutions  the  accused  shall  enjoy  the  right  to 
a  speedy  and  public  trial,  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the  State  and  district 
wherein  the  crime  shall  have  been  committed,  which  district  shall  have 
been  previously  asecrtained  by  law,  and  to  be  informed  of  the  nature 
and  cause  of  the  accusation ;  to  be  confronted  with  the  witnesses  against 
him;  to  have  compulsory  process  for  obtaining  witnesses  in  his  favor, 
and  to  have  the  Assistance  of  Counsel  for  his  defence. 

Article  VII. 

•  In  suits  at  common  law,  where  the  value  in  controversy  shall  ex- 
ceed twenty  dollars,  the  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  be  preserved,  and  no 
fact  tried  by  jury  shall  be  otherwise  re-examined  in  any  Court  of  tlie 
United  States,  than  according  to  the  rules  of  the  common  law. 

Article  VIII. 

Excessive-  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  fines  imposed, 
nor  cruel  and  unusual  punishment  inflicted. 
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Article   IX. 

The  enimieration  in  the  Constitution,  of  certain  rights,  shall  not 
be  construed  to  deny  or  disparage  others  retained  by  the  people. 

Article  X. 

The  powers  not  delegated  to  the  United  States  by  the  Constitution, 
nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the  States,  are  reserved  to  the  States  respectively, 
or  to  the  people.  -  »     .

The  Judicial  power  of  the  United  States  shall  not  be  construed  to 
extend  to  any  suit  in  law  or  equity,  commenced  or  prosecuted  against 
one  of  the  United  States  by  Citizens  of  another  State,  or  by  Citizens  or 
Subjects  of  any  Foreign  State. 

Article  XII. 

The  Electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  states,  and  vote  by  ballot 
for  President  and  \'ice-President,  one  of  whom,  at  least,  shall  not  be  an 
inhabitant  of  the  same  state  with  themselves;  they  shall  name  in  their 
ballots  the  person  voted  for  as  President,  and  in  distinct  ballots  the  per- 
son voted  for  as  Vice-President,  and  they  shall  make  distinct  lists  of  all 
persons  voted  for  as  President,  and  of  all  persons  voted  for  as  Vice- 
President,  and  of  the  number  of  votes  for  each,  which  lists  they  shall 
sign  and  certify,  and  transmit  sealed  to  the  seat  of  government  of 
the  United  States,  directed  to  the  President  of  the  Senate; — The  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate  shall,  in  presence  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, open  all  the  certificates  and  the  votes  shall  then  be  counted ; 
the  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  President  shall  be 
the  President,  if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of 
electors  appointed ;  and  if  no  person  have  such  a  mafority,  then  from  the 
persons  having  the  highest  number,  not  exceeding  three,  on  the  list  of 
those  voted  for  as  President,  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  choose 
immediately  by  ballot  the  President.  But  in  choosing  the  President,  the 
vote  shall  be  taken  by  States,  the  representatives  from  each  State  ha\^ng 
one  vote;  a  quorum  for  this  purpose  shall  ccMisist  of  a  member  or  mem- 
bers from  two-thirds  of  the  States,  and  a  majority  of  all  the  States  shall 
be  necessary  to  a  choice.  And  if  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  not 
choose  a  President  whenever  the  right  of  choice  shall  devolve  npon  therv^, 
before  the  fourth  dav  of  March  next  following,  then  the  \'iee-President 
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shall  act  as  President,  as  'in  the  case  of  the  death  or  other   Constitu- 
liuiial   disability   of  the   President. 

The  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  as  Vice-President 
shall  be  the  \'ice-President,  if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole 
number  of  electors  appointed;  and  if  no  person  have  a  majority,  then 
from  the  two  highest  numbers  on  the  list,  the  Senate  shall  choose  the 
Vice-President;  a  quorum  for  the  purpose  shall  consist  of  two-thirds  of 
the  whole  number  of  Senators,  and  a  majority  of  the  whole  number 
shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice. 

■  But  no  person  Constitutionally  ineligible  to  the  office  of-  President 
shall  be  eligible  to  that  of  Vice-President  of  the  United  States. 

[The  twelfth  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  was  pro- 
posed to  the  legislatures  .of  the  several  States  by  the  Eighth  Congress,  on  the  12th 
of  December,  1803,  in  lieu  of  the  original  third  paragraph  of  the  first  section  of 
the  second  article;  and  was  declared  in  a  proclamation  of  the  Secretary  of  State, 
dated  the  25th  of  September,  1804,  to  have  been  ratified  by  the  legislatures  of 
three-fourths  of  the  States.] 

Article  XIII. 

Section  i.  Neither  slavery. nor  involuntary  servitude,  except  as  a 
punishment  for  crime  wdiereof  the  party  shall  have  been  duly  convicted, 
shall  exist  w^ithin  the  United  States,  or  any  place  subject  to  their  juris- 
diction. 

Section  2.  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article  by 
appropriate  legislation.  .- 

[The  thirteenth  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  was 
proposed  to  the  legislatures  .of  the  several  States  by  the  Thirty-eighth  Congress, 
on  the  1st  of  February,  1865,  and  was  declared,  in  a  proclamation  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  dated  the  18th  of  December,  1865,  to  have  been  ratified  by  the 
legislatures  of  twenty-seven  of  the  thirty-six  States,  viz.:  Illinois,  Rhode  Island, 
Michigan,  Maryland,  New  York,  West  Virginia,  Maine,  Kansas,  Massachusetts. 
Pennsylvania*  Virginia,  Ohio,  Missouri,  Nevada,  Indiana,  Louisiana,  Minnesota, 
Wisconsin,  Vermont,  Tennessee,  Arkansas,  Connecticut,  New  Hampshire,  South 
Carolina,  Alabama,  North  Carolina  and  Georgia.] 

Article  XIV. 

.  Section  i.  All  persons  born  or  naturalized  in  the  United  States. 
and  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  thereof,  are  citizens  of  the  United  States 
and  of  the  State  herein  they  reside.  No  State  shall  make  or  enforce 
any  law  which  shall  abridge  the  privileges  or  immunities  of  citizens  of 
the  United  States ;  nor  shall  any  State  deprive  any  person  of  life,  liberty. 
or  property,  without  due  process  of  law;  nor  deny  to  any  person  within 
its  jurisdiction  the  equal- protection  of  the  laws.

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Section  2.  Representatives  shall  be  ap'portionel  among  the  sev- 
eral States  accorciuig  10  Liicir  respective  numbers,  counting  the  whole 
•  number  of  persons  in  each  State,  excluding  Indians  not  taxed ;  but 
Whenever  the  right  to  vote  at  any  election  for  electors  of  President  and 
Vice-President,  or  United  States  Representatives  in  Congress,  executive 
and  judicial  officers,  or  the  members  of  the  Legislature  thereof,  is  denied 
to  any  of  the  male  inhabitants  of  such  State,  being  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  and  citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  way  abridge,  except 
for  participation  in  rebellion  or  other  crimes,  the  basis  of  representation 
therein  shall  .be  reduced  in  the  proportion  which  the  number  of  such 
male  citizens  shall  bear  to  the  whole  number  of  male  citizens  twenty- 
one  years  of  age  in  that  State. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  a  Senator  or  Representative  in 
Congress,  elector  of  President  and  Vice-President,  or  hold  any  office, 
civil  or  military,  under  the  United  States,  or  under  any  State,  who, 
having  previously  taken  an  oath  as  a  member  of  Congress,  or  as  an 
officer  of  the  United  States,  or  as  a  member  of  any  State  Legislature,  or 
as  an  executive  or  judicial  officer  of  any  State,  to  support  the  Constiu- 
tion^  of  the  United  States,  shall  have  engaged  in  insurrection  or  rebellion 
against  the  same,  or  given  aid  or  comfort  to  the  enemies  thereof;  but 
Congress,  may,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  each  House,  remove  such 
disability. 

Section  4.  The  validity  of  the  public  debt  of  the  United  States 
authorized  by  law,  including  debts  incurred  for  the  payment  of  pensions 
and  bounties  for  service  in  suppressmg  insurrection  or  rebellion,  shall 
not  be  questioned;  but  neither  the  United  States  nor  any  State  shall 
assume  to  pay  any  debt  or  obHgation  incurred  in  aid  of  insurrection  or 
rebellion  against  the  United  States,  or  any  claim  for  loss  or  emancipa- 
tion of  any  slave,  but  all  such  debts,  obligations  and  claims  shall  be 
illegal  and  void. 

Section  5.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce,  by  appro- 
priate  legislation,   the  provisions   of  this   article. 

[The  fourteenth  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Uuited  States  was 
proposed  to  the  legislatures  of  the  several  States  by  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress, 
on  the  16th  of  June,  1866.  On  the  21st  of  July,  1868,  Congress  adopted  and 
transmitted  to  the  Department  of  State  a  concurrent  resolution  declaring  that 
"the  legislatures  of  the  States  of  Connecticut,  Tennessee,  New  Jersey,  Oregon, 
Vermont,  New  York,  Ohio,  Illinois,  West  Virginia,  Kansas,  Maine,  Nevada,  Mis- 
souri, Indiana,  Minnesota,  New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts,  Nebraska,  Iowa, 
Arkansas,  Florida,  North  Carolina,  Alabama,  South  Carolina,  and  Louisiana, 
being  three-fourths  and  more  of  the  several  States  of  the  Union,  have  ratified 
the  fourteenth  article  of  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
duly  proposed  by  two-thirds  of  each  House  of  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress: 
Therefore,  Resolved,  That  said  fourteenth  article  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part 
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of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  it  shall  Fe  duly  promulgated  as 
such  by  the  Sefretary  of  State."  The  Secretary  of  State  accordingly  issued  a 
proclamation,  dated  the  28th  of  July,  1SG8,  declaring  that  the  proposed  fourteenth 
amendment  had  been  ratified,- in  the  manner  hereafter  mentioned,  by  the  legis- 
latures of  thirty  of  the  thirty-six  States,  viz.:  Connecticut,  June  30,  1866;  New

Article  XV. 

Section  i.  The  right  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  vote  shall 
not  be  denied  or  abridged  by  the  United  States  or  by  any  State  on 
account  of  race,  color,  or  previous  condition  of  servitude. 

Section  2.     The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article* 
by  appropriate  legislation. 

[The  fifteenth  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  was  pro- 
posed to  the  legislatures  of  the  several  States  by  the  Fortieth  Congress  on  the 
27th  of  February,  1869,  and  was  declared,  in  a  proclamation  of  the  Secretary  ot 
State,  dated  March  30,  1870,  to  have  been  ratified  by  the  legislatures  of  twenty- 
nine  of  the  thirty-seven  States.

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JAMES  A.  GARFIELD. 

James  Abraham  Garfield,  twentieth  president  of  the  United'  States,  was 
born  in  Orange,  Cuyahoga  County,  Ohio,  November  19,  1831;  he  graduated  ai 
Williams  College.  Massachusetts,  in  1856:  studied  and  practiced  law;  was  a 
rr>-r>^Kpf  ,>t  T.h-  i.tn-o  s.^,.-,,i»-  in  18o'>-1860.  In  the  Civil  War  he  entered  the  mili- 
tary service  as  colonel  of  the  Forty-second  Ohio  Volunteers;  and  served  in  south- 
eastern Kentucky,  where  (January,  1802),  in  command  of  a  brigade,  he  forced 
Humphrey  ^Marshall  and  his  command  to  evacuate  Kentucky,  and  for  this  service 
was  promoted  to  be  brigadier-general  of  volunteers,  January  11,  1862;  also  served 
at  Shiloh,  Corinth,  etc.  In  18Go  he  was  appointed  chief  of  staff  by  General  Ros- 
ecrans,  with  whom  he  continued  to  serve  until  December  5,  ISGo,  having  in  the 
meantime  (September  19,  1863)  been  promoted  to  be  major-general  of  volunteers 
for  gallantry  at  the  battle  of  Chickamauga.  when  he  resigned  to  take  his  seat  in 
the  Thirty-eighth  Congress,  to  vrhich  he  had  been  elected,  and  was  re-elected  to 
each  succeeding  Congress,  serving  as  chairman  of  the  committees  on  military  af- 
fairs, banking  and  appropriations:  elected  United  States  Senator  from  Ohio  Jan- 
uary 13,  1880;  nominated  for  president  by  the  Republicans  at  Chicago,  111.,  with 
Chester  A.  Arthur  for  vice-president,  June  8,  1S80-,  and  elected  November  2,  1880; 
shot  and  mortally  wounded  July  2,  1881,  by  Charles  J.  Guiteau,  who  was  lying  in 
wait  for  him  in  the  Baltimore  &  Potomac  Railroad  Station  in  Washington,  D. 
C,  as  the  presidential  party  was  about  leaving  for  an  extended  pleasure  trip 
through  New  England.  President  Garfield  was  removed  in  a  critical  condition 
September  6."  1881,  from  the  White  House  at  Washington  in  a. specially  arranged 
car  to  Long  Branch,  N.  J.,  where  he  died  September  19,  1881.  A  bronze  statue  of 
him  was  unveiled  at  Washington,  D.  C,  May  12,  1887.  The  city  of  Cleveland 
erected  a  beautiful  monument  to  his  memory  in  Lake  View  Park,  where  his  re- 
mains are  buried. 
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THE  ACT  OF  CONGRESS  DIVIDING  THE  NORTHWEST  TER- 
RITORY INTO  THE   NORTHWEST  TERRITORY    (OF 
OHIO)   AND  THE  TERRITORY  OF  INDIANA. 

(May  7,  1800.)  . 

AN  ACT  TO  DIVIDE  TPIE  TERRITORY  OF   THE   UNITED  STATES   NORTHWEST   OF 

THE  OHIO,.  INTO  TWO  SEPARATE  GOVERNMENTS. 
•  •  ■ 

SECTION  I-  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled, 
That  from  and  alter  llie  iOuj  lii  aav  uT  Julv  iicvi,  au  lIicil  part  of 
•the  territory  of  the  United  States  northwest  of  the  Ohio  river, 
which  hes  to  the  westward  of  a  hne  beginning  at  the  Ohio,  opposite  to 
the  mouth  of  Kentucky  river,  and  rujniing  thence  to  Fort  Recovery, 
and  thence  north  until  it  shall  intersect  the  territorial  line  between  the 
United  States  and  Canada,  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  temporary  govern- 
ment, constitute  a  separate  territory  and  be  called  the  Indian  Territory. 

Sec.  2.  And.be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  established 
within  the  said  territory  a  government  in  all  respects  similar  to  that 
provided  by  the  ordinance  of  Congress,  passed  on  the  thirteenth  day  of 
July  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  for  the  government 
of  the  territory  of  the  United  States  northwest  of  the  river  Ohio ;  and 
the  inhabitants  thereof  shall  be  entitled  to,  and  enjoy  all  and  singular 
the  rights,  privileges  and  advantages  granted  and  secured  to  the  people 
by  the  said  ordinance. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  officers  for  the  said 
territory,  who  by  virtue  of  this  act  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate, 
shall  respectively  exercise  the  same  powers,  perform  the  same  duties. 
and  receive  for  their  services  the  same  compensations  as  by  the  ordinance 
aforesaid  and  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  have  been  provided  and 
established  for  similar  officers  in  the  terNitory  of  the  United  States  north- 
west of  the  river  Ohio.  And  the  duties  and  emoluments  of  superintendent 
of  Indian  affairs  shall  be  united  with  those  of  governor:  Provided,  That 
the  President  of  the  United  States  shall  have  full  power,  in  the  recess  of 
Congress,  to  appoint  and  commission  all  officers  herein  authorized  ;  and 
their  commissions  shall  continue  in  force  until  the  end  of  the  next  session 
of  Congress. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  so  much  of  the  ordinance 
for  the  government  of  the  territory  of  the  United  States  northwest  of 
the  Ohio  river,  as  relates  to  the  organization  of  a  general  assembly 
therein,  and  prescribes  the  powers  thereof,  shall  be  in  force  and  operate 
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in  the  Indiana  territory,  whenever  satisfactory  evidence  shall  be  given 
to  the  governor  thcrcoi,  that  such  is  the  wish  of  the  majority  of  free- 
holders, notwithstanding  there  may  not  be  therein  five  thousand  free 
male  inhabitants  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  upwards :  Provided, 
that  until  there  shall  be  five  thousand  free  male  inhabitants  of  twenty- 
one  years  and  upward  in  said  territory,  the  whole  number  of  representa- 
tives to  the  general  assembly  shall  not  be  less  than  seven,. nor  more  than 
nine,  to  be  apportioned  by  the  governor  to  the  several  counties  in  the 
said  territory,  agreeably  to  the  number  of  free  males"  of  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years  and  upwards  which  they  may  respectively  contain. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  nothing  in  this  act  con- 
tamed  Miail  be  coxio'cxcicd  :o  as  in  any  manner  to  affect  the  government 
now  in  force  in  the  territory  of  the  United  States  northwest  of  the  Ohio 
river,  further  than  to  prohibit  the  exercise  thereof  within  the  Indiana 
territory,  from  and  after  the  aforesaid  fourth  day  of  July  next:  Pro- 
inded,  that  whenever  that  part  of  the  territory  of  the  United  States  which 
lies  to  the  eastward  of  a  line  beginning  at  the  mouth  of  the  Great  Miami 
river,  and  nmning.  thence  due  north  to  the  territorial  line  between  the 
United  States  and  Canada,  shall  be  erected  into  an  independent  state, 
and  admitted  into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  states, 
thenceforth  said  line  shall  become  and  remain  permanently  the  boundary 
line  between  such  state  and  the  Indiana  territory;  anything  in  this  act 
contained  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That. until  it  shall  be  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  legislatures  of  the  said  territories  respectively,  Chillicothe, 
on  Scioto  river,  shall  be  the  seat  of  the  government  of  the  territory  of  the 
United  States  northwest  of  the  Ohio  River ;  and  that  Saint  Vincennes.  on 
the  Wabash  river,  shall  be  the  seat  of  the  government  for  the  Indiana 
territory.

AN  ACT  TO  enable  THE  PEOPLE  OF  THE  EASTERN  DIVISION  OF  THE  TERRI- 
TORY NORTHWEST  OF  THE  RIVER  OHIO  TO  FORM  A  CONSTITUTION  AND 
STATE  GOVERNMENT,  AND  FOR  THE  ADMISSION  OF  SUCFI  STATE  INTO 
THE  UNION^  ON  AN  EQUAL  FOOTING  WITH  THE  ORIGINAL  STATES^  AND 
FOR  OTHER  PURPOSES. 

BE  //  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  in- 
habitants of  the  eastern  division  of  the  territory  northwest  of 
the  river  Ohio,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  form  for 
themselves  a  constitntion  and  state  government,  and  to  assume  such 
name  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  and  the  said  state,  when  formed,  shall 
be  admitted  into  the  Union,  upon  the  same  footing  with  the  original 
states,  in  all  respects  whatever. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  state  shall  con- 
sist of  all  the  territory  included  within  the  following  boundaries,  to-wit: 
Bounded  on  the  east  by  the  Pennsylvania  line,  on  the  south  by  the  Ohio 
river,  to  the  mouth  of  the  Great  ]\Iiami  river,  on  the  west  by  a  line  drawn 
due  north  from  the  mouth  of  the  Great  Miami,  aforesaid,  and  on  the 
►north  by  an  east  and  west  line,  drawn  through  the  southerly  extreme  of 
Lake  Michigan,  running  east  after  intersecting  the  due  north  line  afore- 
said from  the  mouth  of  the  Great  Miami,  until  it  shall  intersect  Lake  Erie, 
or  the  territorial  line,  and  thence  with  the  same  through  Lake  Eric  to 
the  Pennsylvania  line,  aforesaid :  Provided,  that  Congress  shall  be  at 
liberty  at  any  time  hereafter,  either  to  attach  all  the  territory  lying  east 
of  the  line  to  be  drawn  due  north  from  the  mouth  of  the  Miami,  afore- 
said, to  the  territorial  line,  and  north  of  an  east  and  west  line  drawn 
througfh  the  southerlv  extreme  of  Lake  ^Michigan,  running  east  as  afore- 
said  to  Lake  Erie,  to  the  aforesaid  state,  or  dispose  of  it  otherwise,  in 
conformity  to  the  fifth  article  of  compact  between  the  original  states, 
and  the  peoples  and  states  to  be  formed  in  the  territory  northwest  of  the 
river  Ohio. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  all  that  part  of  the  terri- 
tory of  the  United  States,  northwest  of  the  river  Ohio,  heretofore  in- 
cluded in  the  eastern  division  of  said  territory,  and  not  included  .within 
the  boundary  herein  prescribed  for  the  said  state,  is  hereby  attached  to 
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and  made  a  part  of  the  Indiana  territory,  from  and  after  the  formation 
of  the  said  siaie,  subject  nevertheless  to  be  disposed  of  by  Congress,, 
according  to  the  right  reserved  in  the  fifth  article  of  the  ordinance  afore- 
said, and  the  inhabitants  therein  shall  be-entitled  to  the  same  privileges 
and  immunities,  and  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations,  in  all 
respects  whatever,  with  all  other  citizens  residing  within  the  Indiana 
territory. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  all  male  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  who  shall  have  arrived  at  full  age,  and  resided  within 
the  said  territory  at  least  one  year  previous  to  the  day  of  election,,  and 
shall  have  paid  a  territorial  or  county  tax,  and  all  persons  having  in  other 
respect::,  tnc  leg::"  qua:iti-jr.trjiib  to  vote  for  representatives  in;the  general 
assembly  of  the  territor\',  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  choose 
representatives  to  form  a  convention,  who  shall  be  apportioned  amongst 
the  several  counties  within  the  eastern  division  aforesaid,  in  a  ratio  of  one 
representative  to  every  twelve  hundred  inhabitants  of  each  county,  ac- 
cording to  the  enumeration  taken  under  the  authority  of  the  United 
States,  as  near  as  may  be,  that  is  to  say:  from  the  county  of  TrvmibuU, 
two  representatives ;  from  the  county  of  Jeiterson,  seven  representatives, 
two  of  the  seven  to  be  elected  within  what  is  now  known  by  the  county 
of  Belmont,  taken  from  Jefferson  and  Washington  counties;  from  the 
county  of  Washington,  four  representatives;  from  the  county  of  Ross, 
seven  representatives,  two  -of  the  seven  to  be  elected  in  what  is  now 
known  by  Fairfield  county,  taken  from  Ross  and  Washington  counties ; 
from  the  county  of  Adams,  three  representatives ;  from  the  county  of 
Hamilton,  twelve  representatives,  two  of  the  twelve  to  be  elected  in  what 
is  now  known  by  Clermont  county,  taken  entirely  from  Hamilton  county ; 
and  the  elections  for  the  representatives  aforesaid,  shall  take  place  on 
tlie  second  Tuesday  of  October  next,  the  time  fixed  by  a  law  of  the  terri- 
tory, entitled  "An  act  to  ascertain  the  number  of  free  male  inhabitants 
of  the  aee  of  twentv-one,  in  the  territorv  of  the  United  States  north- 
west  of  the  river  C)hio,  and  to  regulate  the  elections  of  representatives  for 
the  same,"  for  electing  representatives  to  the  general  assembly,  and  shall 
be  held  and  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  by  the  afore- 
said act,  except  that  "the  qualifications  of  electors  shall  be  as  herein 
specified. 

Sec>  5.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  members  of  the  con- 
vention, thus  duly  elected,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  meet  at 
Chillicothe  on  the  first  ^londay  in  Xovember  next ;  which  convention, 
when  met,  shall  first  determine  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  number 
elected,  whether  it  be  or  be  not  expedient  at  that  time  to  form  a  consti- 
tution and  state  government  for  the  peoj)le,  within  the  said  territory. 
and  if  it  be  determined  to«  be  expedient,   the  convention   shall   be,  and 
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hereby  are  (is)  authorized  to  form  a>  constitution  and  state  government, 
or  if  it  be  deemed  more  expedient,  tiie  said  convention  siiall  provide  by 
ordinance  for  electing  representatives  to  form  a  constitution  or  frame  of 
government;  which  said  representatives  shall  be  chosen  in  such  manner, 
and  in  such  proportion,  and  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place,  as  shall 
be  prescribed  by  the  said  ordinance;  and  shall  form  for  the  people  of 
the  said  state,  a  constitution  and  state  government;- provided  the  same 
shall  be  republican,  and  not  repugnant  to  the  ordinance  of  the  thirteenth 
of  July,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-Seven,  between,  the 
original  states  and  the  people  and  states  of  the  territory  northwest  of 
the  river  Ohio.  « 

Sec.  6.  ^iia  oe  it  further  enacted,  That  until  the  next  general 
census  shall  be  taken,  the  said  state  shall  be  entitled  to  one  representa- 
tive in  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  enacted,. Thsit,  the  following  propositions 
be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  offered  to  the  convention  of  the  eastern  state 
of  the  said  territory,  when  formed,  for  their  free  acceptance  or  rejection, 
which,- if  accepted  by  the  convention,  shall  be  obligatory  upon  the  United 
States.  *  . 

First.  That  the  section  number  sixteen,  in  every  township,  and 
where  such  section  has  been  sold,  granted  or  disposed  of,  other  lands 
equivalent  thereto  and  most  contiguous  to  the  same,  shall  be  granted  to 
the  inhabitants  of  such  township,  for  the  use  of  schools. 

Second.  That  the  six  miles  reservation  including  the  salt  springs, 
commonly  called  the  Scioto  salt  springs,  the  salt  springs  near  the  Mus- 
kingum river,  and  in  the  military  tract,  with  the  sections  of  land  which 
include  the  same,  shall  be  granted  to  the  said  state  for  the  use  of  the 
people  thereof,  the  same  to  be  used  under  such  terms  and  conditions 
and  regulations  as  the  legislature  of  the  said  state  shall  direct :  Provided : 
the  said  legislature  shall  never  sell  nor  lease  the  same  for  a  longer  period 
than  ten  years. 

Third.  That  one  twentieth  part  of  the  net  proceeds  of  the  lands 
lying  within  the  said  state  sold  by  Congress,  from  and  after  the  thir- 
tieth day  of  June  next,  after  deducting  all  expenses  incident  to  the  same. 
shall  be  applied  to  the  laying  out  and  making  public  roads,  leading  from 
the  navigable  waters  emptying  into  the  Atlantic,  to  the  Ohio,  to  the  said 
state,  and  through  the  same,  such  roads  to  be  laid  out  under  the  authority 
of  Congress,  with  the  consent  of  the  several  states  through  which  the 
road  shall  pass:  Provided  akuays,  that  .the  three  foregoing  propositions 
herein  offered,  are  on  the  conditions  that  the  convention  of  the  state  shall 
provide,  by  an  ordinance  irrevocable,  without  the  consent  of  the  United 
States,  that  every  and  each  tract  of  land  sold  by  Congress,  from  and 
after  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  next,  shall  be  and  remain  exempt  from  any 
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tax  laid  by  order  or  under  authority  of  the  state,  whether  for  state,  county, 
township  or  any  other  purpose  whatever,  for  tiie  term  of  live  years  from 
and  after  the  day  of  sale.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  following 
several  tracts  of  land  in  the  state  of  Ohio,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby 
appropriated  for  the  use  of  schools  in  that  state,  and  -shall,  together  with 
all  the  tracts  of  land  heretofore  appropriated  for  that  purpose,  be  vested 
in  the  legislature  of  that  state,  in  trust  for  the  use  aforesaid,  and  for  no 
other  use,  intent  or  purpose  whatever,  that  is  to  say : 

First. — The  following  quarter  townships  in  that  tract  commonly 
called  the  ''United  States  military  tract,"  for  the  use  of  schools  within 
the  same,  viz. :  the  first  quarter  of  the  third  township  in  the  first  range, 
the  first  quarter  of  the  first  township  in  the  fourth  range,  the  fourth 
quarter  of  the  first  township  and  the  third  quarter  of  the  fifth  township 
in  the -fifth  range,  the  second  quarter  of  the  third  township  in  the  sixth 
range,  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  second  township  in  the  seventh  range, 
the  third  quarter  of  the  third  township  in  the  eighth  range,  the  first 
quarter  of  the  first  township  and  the  first  quarter  of  the  third  township 
in  the  ninth  range,  the  third  quarter  of  the  first  township  in  the  tenth 
range,  the  first  and  fourth  quarters  of  the  third  township  in  the  eleventh 
range,  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  fourth  township  in  the  twelfdi  range, 
the  second  and  third  quarters  of  the  fourth  township  in  the  fifteenth 
range,  the  third  quarter  of  the  seventh  township  in  the  sixteenth  range, 
and  the  first  quarter  of  the  sixth  township  and  third  quarter  of  the 
J^eventh  township  in  the  eighteenth  range,  being  the  one  thirty-sixth  part 
of  the  estimated  whole  amount  of  lands  within  that  tract. 

Secondly. — The  following  quarter  townships  in  the  same  tract  for 
the  use  of  schools  in  that  tract  commonly  called  the  Connecticut  reserve, 
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viz.:  the  third  quarter  of  the  ninth  township  and  the  fourth  quarter  of 
the  tenth  township  in  the  first  range,  the  hrst  and  second  quarters  of 
the  ninth  township  in  the  second  range,  the  second  and  third  quarters 
of  the  ninth  township  in  the  third  range,  the  first  quarter  of  the  ninth 
township  and  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  tenth  township  in  the  fourth 
range,  the  first  quarter  of  the  ninth  township  in  the  fifth  range,  the  first 
and  fourth  quarters  of  the  ninth  township  in  the  sixth  range,  the  first 
and  third  quarters  of  the  ninth  township  in  the  seventh  range,  and  the 
fourth  quarter  of  the  ninth  township  in  the  eighth  range. 

Thirdly. — So  much  of  that  tract,  commonly  called  the  "Virginia 
miUtary  reservation,"  as  will  amount  to  one  thirty-sixth  oart  of  the 
whole  tract,  for  the  use  of  schools  w^ithin  the  same,  and  to  be  seiecieci  [yy 
the  legislature  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  out  of  the  unlocated  lands  in  that 
tract  after  the  warrants  issued  from  the  state  of  Virginia  shall  have 
been  satisfied;  it  being  however  understood,  that  the  donation  is  not  to 
exceed  the  whole  amount  of  the  above-mentioned  residue  of  such  unlo- 
cated lands,  even  if  it  shall  fall  short  of  one  thirty-sixth  part  of  the  said 
tract. 

Fourthly. -^OrvQ  thirty-sixth  part  of  all  the  lands  of  the  United 
States  lying  in  the  state  of  Ohio,  to  which  the  Indian,  title  has  not  been 
extinguished,  which  may  hereafter  be  purchased  of  the  Indian  tribes  by 
the  United  States,  which  thirty-sixth  part  shall  consist  of  the  section 
No.  sixteen,  in  each  township,  if  the  said  lands  shall  be  surveyed  in 
townships  of  six  miles  square,  and  shall,  if  the  lands  be  surveyed  in  a 
different  manner,  be  designated  by  lot. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury shall,  from  ti^ne  to  time,  and  whenever  the  quarterly  accounts  of 
the  receivers  of  public  monies  of  the  several  land  offices  shall  be  set- 
tled, pay  three  per  cent,  of  the  net  proceeds  of  the  lands  of  the  United 
States,  lying  within  the  state  of  Ohio,  which  since  the  thirtieth  day  of 
Tune  last  have  been  or  hereafter  mav  be  sold  by  the  United  States,  after 
deducting  all  expenses  incidental  to  the  same,  to  such  person  or  persons 
as  may  be  authorized  by  the  legislature  of  the  said  state  to  receive  the 
same,  which  sums  thus  paid,  shall  be  applied  to  the  laying  out,  opening 
and  making  roads  within  the  said  state,  and  to  no  other  purpose  what- 
ever; and  an  annual  account  of  the  application  of  the  same  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  by  such  officer  of  the  state 
as  the  legislature  thereof  shall  direct ;  and  it  is  hereby  declared,  that  the 
payments  thus  to  be  made,  as  well  as  the  several  appropriations  for  schools 
made  by  the  preceding  section,  are  in  conformity  with,  and  in  considera- 
tion of  the  conditions  agreed  on  by  the  state  of  Ohio,  by  the  ordinance 
of  the  convention  of  said  state,  bearing  date  the  twenty-ninth  day  of 
November  last. 
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Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted",  That  the  sections  of  land  here- 
tofore proiniseu  for  the  use  of  schools,  in  heii  of  such  of  the  sections  No. 
16,  as  have  been  otherwise  disposed  of,  shall  be  selected  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury,  out  of  the  unappropriated  reserved  sections  in  the 
most  contiguous  townships. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  one  complete  township  in 
the  state  of  Qhio,  and  district  of  Cincinnati,  or  so  much  of  any  one 
complete  township  within  the  same,  as  may  then  remain  unsold,  together 
with  as  many  adjoining  sections  as  shall  have  been  sold  in  the  said  town- 
ship, so  as  to  make  in  the  whole  thirty-six  sections,  to  be  located  under 
the  direction  of  the  legislature  of  the  said  state,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  October  next,  with  the  register  of  the  land  oll.ce  m  '-^mcinna::, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  vested  in  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
for  the  puropse  of  establishing  an  academy,  in  lieu  of  the  township 
already  granted  for  the  same  purpose,  by  virtue  of  the  act  entitled  "An 
act  authorizing  the  grant  and  conveyance  of  certain  lands  to  John  Cleves 
Symmes  and  his  associates :"  Provided,  hozi'cver,  that  the  same  shall 
revert  to  the  United  States,  if,  within  five  years  after  the  passing  of  this 
act,  a  township  shall  have  been  secured  for  the  purpose,  wdthin  the 
l')Oundary  of  the  patent  granted  by  virtue  of  the  above-mentioned  act,  to 
John  Cleves  Symmes,  and  his  associates. 

Sec.  5.  And  be-  it  further  enacted,  That  the  attorney-general  for 
the  time  being,  be  directed  and  authorized  to  locate  and  accept  from  the 
said  John  Cleves  Symmes,  and  his  associates,  any  one  complete  town- 
ship within  the  boundaries  of  the  said  patent,  so  as  to  secure  the  same 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  an  academy,  in  conformity  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  said  patent,  and  in  case  of  noncompUance,  to  take,  or  direct 
to  be  taken,  such  measures  as  will  compel  an  execution  of  the  trust: 
Provided,  hozi'cver,  that  John  Cleves  Symmes  and  his  associates  shall 
be  released  from  the 'said  trust,  and  the  said  township  shall  vest  in  them, 
or  any  of  them,  in -fee  simple,  upon  payment  into  the  treasury  of  the 
United  States,  of  fifteen  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty  dollars,  with 
interest  from  the  date  of  the  above-mentioned  patent,  to  the  day  of  such 
payment.  •

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THE  ACT  OF  CONGRESS  RECOGNIZING  THE  STATE  OF 
OHIO  AS  A  MEMBER  OF  THE  UNION.  ' 

(February  19,  1803.) 

AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  DUE  EXECUTION  OF  THE  LAWS  OF  THE  UNITED 
STATES^  WITHIN  THE  STATE  OF  OHIO. 

TA   J'T'HEREAS,  The  people  of  the  eastern    division  of  the    territory 
XVy        northwest  of  the  river  Ohio,  did,  on  the  twenty-ninth  day  of 

^^  November,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  two,  form  for 

themselves  a  constitution  and  state  government,  and  did  ^ivc 
to  the  said  state  the  name  of  the  ''State  of  Ohio,"  in  pursuance  of  an  act 
of  Congress,  entitled  "An  act  to  enable  the  people  of  the  Eastern  division 
of  the  territory  northwest  of  the  river  Ohio,  to  form  a  constitution  and. 
state  government,  and  for  admission  of  such  state  into  the  Union  on 
an  equal  footing  with  the  original  states,  and  for  other  purposes,"  whereby 
the  said  state  has  become  one  of  the  United  States  of  America ;  in  order 
therefore  to  provide ,  for  the  due  execution  of  the  laws'  of  the  United 
States  within  the  said  state  of  Ohio : 

,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  all  the  laws  of 
the  United  States  which  are  not  locally  inapplicable,  shall  have  the  same 
force  and  effect  within  the  said  state  of  Ohio,  as  elsewhere  within  the 
United  States. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  state  shall  be  one  dis- 
trict, and  be  called  the  Ohio  district;  and  a  district  court  shall  be  held 
therein,  to  consist  of  one  judge,  who  shall  reside  in  the  said  district,  and 
be  called  a  district  judge.  He  shall  hold  at  the  seat  of  government  of 
the  said  state,*  three  sessions  annually,  the  first*  to  commence  on  the 
first  Monday  in  June  next,  and  the  two  other  sessions  progressively  on 
the  like  Monday  of  every  fourth  calendar  month  afterwards,  and  he  shall 
in  all  things  have  and  exercise  the  same  jurisdiction  and  powers  whicli 
are  by  law  given  to  the  judge  of  the  Kentucky  district:  he  shall  appoint 
a  clerk  for  the  said  district,  who,  shall  reside  and  keep  the  records  of  the 
court  at  the  place  of  holding  the  same,  and  shall  receive  for  the  services 
performed  by  him,  the  same  fees  to  whicli  the  clerk  of  the  Kentucky 
district  is  entitled  for  similar  services. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  allowed  to  the 
judge  of  the  said  district  court,  the  annual  compensation  of  one  thous-

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and  dollars,  to  commence  from  the  date  of  his  appointment,  to  be  paid 
tiuartcr-yearly  at  the  treasury  of  the  United  States. 

Sfx.  4.     Be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  appointed  in  the 

■paid  district,  a  person  learned  in  the  law,  to  act  as  attorney  for  the  United 

States,  who  shall,  in  addition  to  his  stated  fees,  be  paid  by  the  United 

States,  two  hundred  dollars  annually,  as  a  full  compensation  for  all  extra 

services. 

Sec. -5.     And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  a  marshal  shall  be  ap- 
pointed for  the  said  district,  who  shall  perform  the  same  duties,  be  sub- 
ject to  the  same  regulations  and  penalties,  and  be  entitled  to  the  same 
fees  as  are  prescribed  to  marshals  in  other  districts,  and  shall  moreover 
be  entitled  to  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollais  annurJ"-;'    ^s  ..  .  ...:r. ;..... ;...- 

tion  for  all  extra  services.

ACT  OF  CONGRESS  ORDERING  THE  DESIGNATION  BY  A

(May  20,  1812.) 

AN   ACT  TO   AUTHORIZE  THE    PRESIDENT   OF   THE   UNITED   STATES   TO    A.ScnR- 
TAIN    AND   DESIGNATE    CERTAIN    BOUNDARIES. 

BE  it  enacted' by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
veyor  general,  ulider  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  (as  soon  as 
the  consent  of  the  Indians  can  be  obtained),  to  cause  to  be  surveyed, 
marked  and  designated,  so  much  of  the  western  and  northern  boundaries 
of  the  state  of  Ohio,  which  have  not  already  been  ascertained,  as  divides 
said  state  from  the  territories  of  Indiana  and  Michigan,  agreeably  to 
the  boundaries  as  established  by  the  act  entitled,  "An  act  to  enable  the 
people  of  the  eastern  division  of  the  territory  northwest  of  the  river 
Ohio  to  form  a  constitution  and  state  government,  and  for  the  admission 
of  such  state  into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  states. 
and  for  other  purposes,"  passed  April  thirtieth,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  two;  and  to  cause  to  be  made  a  plat  or  plan  of  so  much  of 
the  boundary  line  as  runs  from  the  southerly  extreme  of  Lake  ^lichigan 
to  Lake  Erie,  particularly  noting  the  place  where  said  line  intersects  the 
margin  of  said  lake,  and  to  return  the  same  when  made  to  Congress : 
^Proi^ded,  that  the  whole  expense  of  surveying  and  marking  the  said 
boundary  lines  shall  not  exceed  five  dollars  for  every  mile  that  shall  be 
actually  surveyed  and  marked,  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  monies 
appropriated  for  defraying  the  expense  of  surveying  the  public  lands. 
Approved  May  20,  181 2.

JOSEPH  BENSON  FORAKER. 

Joseph  Benson  Foraker,  Republican,  of  Cincinnati,  was  born  July  5,  1846.  on 
a  farm  near  Rainsboro,  Highland  County,  Ohio;  .  :.listed  .Tc.lv  11.  1322.  -_  ^r: ._'.: 
in  Company  A,  Eighty-ninth  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  with  wnicn 
organization  he  served  until  the  close  of  the  war,  at  which  time  he  held  the 
rank  of  first  lieutenant  and  brevet  captain;  was  graduated  from  Cornell  Univer- 
sity, Ithaca,  N.  Y.,  July  1,  1869;  was  admitted  to  the  bar  and  entered  upon  the 
practice  of  the  law  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  October  14,  1869;  was  elected  judge  of  the 
superior  court  of  Cincinnati  in  April,  1879;  resigned  on  account  of  ill  health  May 
1,  1882;  was  the  Republican  candidate  for  governor  of  Ohio  in  1883,  but  was  de- 
feated; was  elected  to  the  ofSce  in  1885,  and  re-elected  in  1887;  was  again  nomi- 
nated for  governor  and  defeated  in  1889;  was  chairman  of  the  Republican  State 
Convention  of  Ohio  for  1886,  1890  and  1896,  and  was  a  delegate-at-large  from 
Ohio  to  the  national  Republican  conventions  of  1884,  1888,  1892,  and  1896;  was 
chairman  of  the  Ohio  delegation  in  the  convention  of  1884  and  1888,  and  pre- 
sented to  both  of  these  conventions  the  name  of  Hon.  John  Sherman  for  nomi- 
nation for  the  Presidency;  in  the  conventions  of  1892  and  1896  served  as  chair- 
man of  the  committee  on  resolutions;  and  as  such  reported  the  platform  each 
time  to  the  convention;  presented  the  name  of  William  McKinley  to  the  Con- 
vention of  1896  for  nomination  to  the  presidency;  was  elected  United  States 
Senator,  January  15,  1896,  to  succeed  Calvin  S.  Brice,  and  took  his  seat  March 
4,  1897.  He  was  re-elected  January  15,  1902,  for  the  term  beginning  March  4, 
1903,  and  ending  March  3,  1909. 
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THE  FIRST  CONSTITUTIONAL  CONVENTION  OF  THE 
STATE  OF  OHIO. 

(1802.) 

THE  people  of  that  part  of  the  Northwest  Territory  now  embraced 
in  the  boundaries  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  having  arrived  at  a 
numerical  strength  sufficient  under  the  Ordinance  of  1787  to 
give  them  a  separate  organization,  and  acting  under  the  Act  of 
Congress  of  May,  1802,  elected  representatives  to  a  Constitutional  Con- 
vention to  take  the  necessary  steps  for  admission  into  the  Union  of  States. 
The  representatives  so  elected,  met  in  Chillicothe  on  the  ist  of  Novemh^r 
1802,  and  completed  their  labors  by  the  ratification  on  the  29th  ot  that 
month  of  the  First  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Ohio.

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THE  FIRST  CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  STATE  OF  OHIO. 

(Done  in  Convention  at  Chillicothe,  Nov.  29,  1802.) 

T  ^  T'/'E  the  people  of    the  eastern     division  of  the  territory  of  the 
\y/        United  States  northwest  of  the  river  Ohio,  having  the  right 
^^  of  admission  into  the  general  government  as  a  member  of  the 

Union,  consistent  with  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
the  ordinance  of  Congress  of  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty- 
seven,  and  of  the  law  of  Congress  entitled  *'An  act  to  enable  the  people 
of  the  eastern  division  of  the  territory  of  the  United  States  northwest 
of  the  river  Ohio  to  form  a  constitution  and  state  governmenc,  auu  Ikj, 
the  admission  of  such  state  into  the  Union,  on  an  equal  footing  with  the 
original  States,  and  for  other  purposes;"  in  order  to  establish  justice, 
promote  the  welfare  and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty  to  ourselves  and 
our  posterity,  do  ordain  and  establish  the  following  constitution  or  form 
of  government;  and  do  mutually  agree  with  each  other  to  form  ourselves 
into  a  free  and  independent  State,  by  the  name  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Article  I. 

of  the  legislative' power. 

Section  i.  The  legislative  authority  of  this  State  shall  be  vested 
in^a  General  Assembly,  which  shall  consist  of  a  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives,  both  to  be  elected  by  the  peo]>le. 

Sec.  2.  Within  one  year  after  the  first  meeting  of  the  General 
Assembly,  and  within  every  subsequent  tenn  of  four  years,  an  enumer- 
ation of  all  the  white  male  inhabitants  above  twenty-one  years  of  age 
shall  be  made  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  law.  The  number 
of  Representatives  shall,  at  the  several  periods  of  making  such  enumer- 
ation, be  fixed  by  the  Legislature  and  apportioned  among  the  several 
Counties,  according  to  the  number  of  white  male  inhabitants  above 
twenty-one  years  of  age  in  each,  and  shall  never  be  less  than  twenty- 
four  nor  greater  than  thirty-six  until  the  number  of  white  male  inhabi- 
tants above  twenty-one  years  of  age  shall  be  twenty-two  thousand ;  ancl 
after  that  event,  at  such  ratio  that  the  whole  number  of  Representatives 
shall  never  be  less  than  thirty-six  nor  exceed  seventy-two. 

Sec.  3.  The  Representatives  shall  be  chosen  annually,  by  the  citi- 
zens of  each  County,  respectively,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  be  a  Representative  who  shall  not  have 
attained  the  age  of  twenty-five  years,  and  be  a  citizen  of  the  United 
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States  and  an  inhabitant  of  this  State;  shall  also  have  resided  within 
the  limits  of  the  County  in  which  he  shall  be  chosen  one  year  next  pre- 
ceding his  election,  unless  he  shall  have  been  absent  on  the  public  busi- 
ness of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State,  and  shall  have  paid  a  State 
or  County  tax. 

Sec.  5.  The  Senators  shall  be  chosen  biennially,  by  the  qualified 
voters  for  Representatives;  and  on  their  being  convened  in  consequence 
of  the  first  election,  they  shall  be  divided,  by  lot,  from  their  respective 
Counties  or  Districts,  as  near  as  can  be,  into  two  classes :  the  seats  of  the 
Senators  of  the  first  class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  first 
year,  and  of  the  second  class  at  the  expiration  of  the  ^^erond  y^^ar  ^r^  fVo^ 
one-half  thereof,  as  near  as  possible,  may  be  annually  chosen  forever 
thereafter. 

Sec.  6.  The  number  of  Senators  shall,  at  the  several  periods  of 
making  the  enumeration,  before  mentioned,  be  fixed  by  the  Legislature, 
and  apportioned  among  the  several  Counties  or  Districts,  to  be  estab- 
lished by  law,  according  to  the  number  of  white  male  inhabitants  of  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years  in  each,  and  shall  never  be  less  than  one-third 
nor  more  than  one-half  of  the  number  of  Representatives.  ^ 

Sec.  7.  No  person  shall  be  a  Senator  who  has  not  arrived  at  the 
age  of  thirty  years,  and  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States ;  shall  have  re- 
sided two  years  in  the  County  or  District  immediately  preceding  the 
election,  unless  he  shall  have  been  absent  on  the  public  business  of  the 
United  States,  or  of  this  State;  and  shall,  moreover,  have  paid  a  State 
or  County  tax. 

Sec.  8.  The  Senate  and  House  of  Represertatives,  when  assembled, 
shall  each  choose  a  Speaker  and  its  other  officers;  be  judges  of  the  quali- 
fications and  elections  of  its  members,  and  sit  upon  its  own  adjourn- 
ments ;  two-thirds  of  each  house  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business, 
but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  compel  the  at- 
tendance of  absent  members. 

Sec.  9.  Each  house  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and 
publish  them ;  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  on  any  question  shall, 
at  the  desire  of  any  two  of  them,  be  entered  on  the  journals. 

Sec.  10.  Any  two  members  of  either  house  shall  have  liberty  to 
dissent  from,  and  protest  against,  any  act  or  resolution  which  they  may 
think  injurious  to  the  public  or  any  individual,  and  have  the  reasons  of 
their  dissent  entered  on  the  journals. 

Sec.  II.  Each  house  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings, 
punish  its  members  for  disorderly  behavior,  and,  with  the  concurrence 
of  two-thirds,  expel  a  member,  but  not  a  second  time  for  the  same  cause ; 
and  shall  have  all  other  powers  necessary  for  a  branch  of  the  Legisla- 
ture of  a  free  and  independent  State. 
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Sec.  12.  When  vacancies  happen  in  either  house,  the  Goveraor, 
or  the  person  exercising  tlie  power  of  the  Governor,  shall  issue  writs  of 
election  to  fill  such  vacancies. 

Sec.  13.  Senators  and  Representatives  shall,  in  all  cases,  except 
treason,  felony,  or  breach  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest  during 
the  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  in  going  to  and  returning  from 
the  same;  and  for  any  speech  or  debate  in  either  house,  they  shall  not  be 
questioned  in  any  other  place. 

Sec.  14.  Each  house  may  punish,  by  imprisonment,  during  their 
session,  any  person  not  a  member  who  shall  be  guilty  of  disrespect  to  the 
house  by  any  disorderly  or  contemptuous  behavior  in  their  presence ;  pro- 
vided such  imprisonment  shall  not,  at  any  ou^;  time,  ^^.\...:!  Lv.cnt,  ^-ui' 
hours. 

Sec.  15.  The  doors  of  each  house,  and  of  committee  of  the  whole, 
shall  be  kept  open,  except  in  such  cases  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  house, 
require  secrecy.  Neither  house  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other, 
adjourn  for  more  than  two  days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in 
which  the  two  houses  shall  be  sitting. 

Sec.  16.  Bills  may  originate  in  either  house,  but  may  be  altered, 
amended,  or  rejected  by  the  other. 

Sec.  17.  Every  bill  shall  be  read  on  three  different  days  in  each 
house,  unless,  in  case  of  urgency,  three-fourths  of  the  house  where  such 
bill  is  pending  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  dispense  with  this  rule;  and 
every  bill  having  passed  both  houses,  shall  be  signed  by  the  speakers  of 
their  respective  houses. 

Sec.  18.  The  style  of  the  laws  of  this  State  shall  be:  "Be  it  enacted 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio." 

Sec  19.  The  Legislature  of  this  State  shall  not  allow  the  fol- 
lowing officers  of  government  greater  annual  salaries  than  as  follows, 
until  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight,  to-wit:  The  Gov- 
ernor, not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars ;  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  each;  the  President  of  the 
Courts  of  Common  Pleas,  not  more  than  eight  hundred  dollars  each ;  the 
Secretary  of  State,  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars;  the  Auditor 
of  Public  Accounts,  not  more  than  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars ;  the 
Treasurer,  not  more  than  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars ;  no  member  of 
the  Legislature  shall  receive  more  than  two  dollars  per  day  during  his 
attendance  on  the  Legislature,  npr  more  than  two  dollars  for  every  twen- 
ty-five miles  he  shall  travel  in  going  to  and  returning  from,  the  General 
Assembly. 

Sec  20.  No  Senator  or  Representative  shall  during  the  time  for 
which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  be  appointed  to  any  civil  office  under 
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this  State  which  shall  have  been  created  or  the  emoluments  of  which 
shall  have  been  increased  during  such  time. 

Sec  21.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  but  in  con- 
sequence of  appropriations  made  by  law. 

Sep  22.  An  accurate  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
of  the  public  money  shall  be  attached  to,  and  pubHshed  with,  the  laws 
annually.  - 

Sec.  23.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  have  the  sole  power 
of  impeaching,  but  a  majority  of  all  the  members  must  concur  in  an 
impeachment ;  all  impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  Senate ;  and  when 
sitting  for  that  purpose,  the  Senators  shall  be  upon  oath  or  affirmation 
to  dc  jiiouwc  ci^LOidliig  tu  law  and  evidence;  no  person  shall  be  con- 
victed without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  Senators. 

Sec.  24.  The  Governor,  and  all  other  civil  officers  under  this  State, 
shall  be  liable  to  impeachment  for  any  misdemeanor  in  office ;  but  judg- 
ment in  such  case  shall  not  extend  further  than  removal  from  office  and 
disqualification  to  hold  any  office  of  honor,  profit,  or  trust  under  this 
State.  The  party,  whether  convicted  or  acquitted,  shall,  nevertheless,  be 
liable  to  indictment,  trial,  judgment,  and  punishment,  according  to  law. 

Sec.  25.  The  first  session  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  commence 
on  the  first  Tuesday  of  March  next ;  and  forever  after,  the  General 
Assembly  shall  meet  on  the  first  Monday  of  December  in  every  year,  and 
at  no  other  period,  unless  directed  by  law  or  provided  for  by  this  Consti- 
tution. 

■  Sec.  26.  No  judge  of  any  court  of  law  or  equity.  Secretary  of 
State,  Attorney-General,  register,  clerk  of  any  court  of  record.  Sheriff 
or  collector,  member  of  either  House  of  Congress,  or  person  holding 
any  office  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  or  any  lucrative 
office  under  the  authority  of  this  State  (provided  that  appointments  in 
the  militia  or  justices  of  the  peace  shall  not  he  considered  lucrative  offices, 
shall  be  eligible  as  a  candidate  for,  or  have  a  seat  in,  the  General 
Assembly. 

Sec.  2y.  No  person  r^-  W  be  appointed  to  any  office  within  any 
,County  who  shall  not  have  been  a  citizen  and  inhabitant  therein  one 
year  next  before  his  appointment,  if  the  County  shall  have  been  so  long 
erected,  but  if  the  County  shall  not  have  been  so  long  erected,  then 
within  the  limits  of  the  County  or  Counties  out  of  which  it  shall  have 
been  taken. 

Sec.  28.  No  person  v/ho  heretofore  hath  been,  or  hereafter  may 
be,  a  collector  or  holder  of  public  moneys,  shall  have  a  seat  in  either 
house  of  the  General  Assembly  until  such  person  shall  have  accounted 
for,  and  paid  into  the  treasury,  all  sums  for  which  he  may  be  accountable 
or  liable. 
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Article  II.

OF  THE  EXECUTIVE. 

Section  i.  The  supreme  executive  power  of  this  State  shall  be 
vested  in  a  Governor. 

Sec.  2.  The  Governor  shall  be  chosen  by  the  electors  of  the  mem- 
bgxs  of  the  General  Assembly,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October,  at 
the  same  places  and  in  the  same  manner  that  they  shall  respectively  vote 
for  members  thereof.  The  returns  of  every  election  for  Governor  shall 
h/> 'Sealed  up  and  transmitted  to  the  seat  of  government  by  the  returning 
orticerb,  directed  tu  ilic  Cps^cikcr  of  the  Senate,  who  shall  open  and  pub- 
lish them  in  the  presence  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  each  house 
of  the  General  Assembly :  the  person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes 
shall  be  governor;  but  if  two  or  more  shall  be  equal  and  highest  in  votes, 
one  of  them  shall  be  chosen  Governor  by  joint  ballot  of  both  houses  of  the 
General  Assembly.  Contested  elections  for  Governor  shall  be  determined 
by  both  houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  law. 

Sec.  3.  The  first  Governor  shall  hold  his  office  until  the  first  Mon- 
day of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  five,  and  until  another 
Governor  shall  be  elected  and  qualified  to  office;  and  forever  after,  the 
Governor  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  until  an- 
other Governor  shall  be  elected  and  qualified ;  but  he  shall  not  be  eligible 
more  than  six  years  in  any  term  of  eight  years.  He  shall  be  at  least 
thirty  years  of  age,  and  have  been  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  twelve 
years,  and  an  inhabitant  of  this  State  four  years  next  preceding  his  elec- 
tion. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  to  the  General  Assembly 
information  of  the  state  of  the  government,  and  recommend  to  their 
consideration  such  measures  as  he  shall  deem  expedient. 

Sec.  5.  He  shall  have  the  power  to  grant  reprieves  and  pardons, 
after  conviction,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment. 

Sec.  6.  The  Governor  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  his  services 
a  compensation,  which  shall  neither  be  increased  nor  diminished  during 
tlie  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected. 

Sec.  7.  He  may  require  information,  in  writing,  from  the  officers 
in  the  executive  department,  upon  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices,  and  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully 
executed. 

Sec.  8.  When  any  officer,  the  right  of  whose  appointment  is,  by 
this  Constitution,  vested  in  the  General  Assembly,  shall  during  tlie  recess, 
die,  or  his  office  by  any  means  become  vacant,  the  Governor  shall  have 
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power  to  fill  such  vacancy,  by  granting  a  commission,  which  shall  ex- 
pire at  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature. 

Sec.  9.  He  may,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene  the  General 
Assembly,  by  proclamation,  and  shall  state  to  them,  when  assembled,  the 
purposes  for  which  they  shall  have  been  convened. 

.  Sec.  10.  He  shall  be  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  army  and  navy 
of  this'  State,  and  of  the  militia,  except  when  they  shall  be  called  into 
the  service  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  II.  In  case  of  disagreement  between  the  two  houses  with 
respect -to  t^^  +imf^  '^^  ^dioumment,  the  Governor  shall  have  the  power 
to  adjourn  the  General  Assembly  to  such  a  time  as  he  thinks  proper; 
provided  it  be  not  a  period  beyond  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Legis- 
-lature. 

Sec.  12.  In  case  of  the  death,  impeachment,  resignation,  or  removal 
of  the  Governor  from  office,  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate,  shall  exercise 
the  office  of  Governor  until  he  be  acquitted  or  another  Governor  shall 
be  duly  qualified.  In  case  of  the  impeachment  of  the  Speaker  of  the 
Senate,  or  his  death,  removal  from  office,  resignation,  or  absence  from 
the  State,  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  succeed  to 
the  office,  and  exercise  the  duties  thereof,  until  a  Governor  shall  be 
elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  13.  No  member  of  Congress,  or  person  holding  any  office 
under  the  United  States,  or  this  State,  shall  execute  the  office  of  Gov- 
ernor. 

Sec.  14.  There  shall  be  a  seal  of  this  State,  which  shall  be  kept 
by  the  Governor,  and  used  by  him  officially,  and  shall  be  called  "The 
Great  Seal  of  the  State  of  Ohio." 

Sec.  15.  All  grants  and  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  and  by 
the  authority  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  sealed  with  the  seal,  signed  by  the 
Grovemor  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary. 

secretary  of  state. 

Sec.  16.  A  Secretary  of  State  shall  be  appointed  by  a  joint  ballot 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  who  shall  continue  in  office 
three  years,  if  he  shall  so  long  behave  himself  well :  he  shall  keep  a  fair 
register  of  the  official  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  Governor;  and  shall, 
when  required,  lay  the  same,  and  all  papers,  minutes,  and  vouchers  rela- 
tive thereto,  before  either  branch  of  the  Legislature;  and  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  shall  be  assigned  him  by  law. 
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Article  III. 

OF  THE  JUDICIARY. 

SECTION' I.  The  judicial  power  of  this  State,  both  as  to  matters 
of  law  and  equity,  shall  be  vested  in  a  Supreme  Court,  in  Courts  of  Com- 
mon Pleas  for  each  County,  in  Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  in  such  other 
courts  as  the  Legislature  may,  from  time  to  time,  establish. 

Sec.  2.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  consist  of  three  Judges,  any 
two  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum.  They  shall  have  original  and  appellate 
junsdiction.  both  in  common  law  and  chancery,  in  such  cases  as  shall 
be  directed  oy  law;  providing  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  pre- 
vent the  General  Assembly  from  adding  another  Judge  to  the  Supreme 
Court  after  the  term  of  five  years,  in  which  case  the  Judges  may  divide 
the  State  into  two  circuits,  within  which  any  two  of  the  Judges  may 
hold  a  court. 

Sec.  3.  The  several  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  shall  consist  of  a 
President  and  Associate  Judges.  The  State  shall  be  divided,  by  law, 
into  three  circuits:  there  shall  be  appointed  in  each  circuit  a  President 
of  the  courts,  who,  during  his  continuance  in  office,  shall  reside  there- 
in. There  shall  be  appointed  in  each  County  not  more  than  three  nor 
less  than  two  Associate  Judges,  who,  during  their  continuance  in  office, 
shall  reside  therein.  The  President  and  Associate  Judges,  in  their 
respective  Counties,  any  three  of  whom  shall  be-  a  quorum,  shall  com- 
pose the  Court  of  Common  Pleas;  which  court  shall  have  common  law 
and  chancery  jurisdiction  in  all  such  cases  as  shall  be  directed  by  law: 
provided,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the 
Legislature  from  increasing  the  number  of  circuits  and  Presidents  after 
the  term  of  five  years. 

Sec.  4.  The  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  Courts  of  Common 
Pleas  shall  have  complete  criminal  jurisdiction  in  such  cases  and  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  pointed  out  by  law. 

Sec.  5.  The  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in  each  County  shall  have 
jurisdiction  of  all  probate  and  testamentary  matters,  granting  adminis- 
tration, the  appointment  of  guardians,  and  such  other  cases  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  6.  The  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  shall,  within 
their  respective  Counties,  have  the  same  powers  with  the  Judges  of  the 
Supreme  Court  to  issue  writs  of  certiorari  to  the  Justices  of  the  Peace, 
and  to  cause  their  proceedings  to  be  brought  before  them,  and  the  like 
I'ight  and  justice  to  be  done. 

Sec.  7.  The  Judges  cf  the  Supreme  Court  shall,  by  virtue  of  offices, 
l>e  conservators  of  the  peace  in  their  respective  circuits;  and  Presidents 
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of  the  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  shall,  by  virtue  of  their  offices,  be  con- 
servators of  the  peace  in  their  respective  circuits ;  and  the  Judges  of  the 
Courts  of  Common  Pleas  shall,  by  virtue  of  their  offices,  be  conservators 
of  the  peace  in  their  respective  Counties. 

Sfx.  '8.  The  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  the  Presidents  and  the 
Associate  Judges  of  the  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  shall  be  appointed  by 
a  joint  ballot  of  both  houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  shall  hold 
their  offices  for  the  term  of  seven  years,  if  so  long  they  behave  well.  The 
Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  the  Presidents  of  the  Courts  of  Com- 
mon Pleas  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  their  services  an  adequate 
compen<;p+ion  ^^^  b^  fr^^A  by  law,  which  shall  not  be  diminished  during 
their  continuance  in  office;  but  they  shall  receive  no  fees  or  perquisites 
of  office,  nor  hold  any  other  office  of  profit  or  trust  under  the  authority 
of  this  State  or  the  United  States. 

Sec.  9.  Each  court  shall  appoint  its  own  clerk,  for  the  term  of 
seven  years;  but  no  person  shall  be  appointed  clerk,  except  pro  tempore, 
who  shall  not  produce  to  the  court  appointing  him  a  certificate  from  a 
majority  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  that  they  judge  him  to  be 
well  qualified  to  execute  the  duties  of  the  office  of  clerk  to  any  court  of 
the  same  dignity  with  that  for  which  he  offers  iiimself.  They  shall  be 
removable  for  breach  of  good  behavior  at  any  time  by  the  Judges  of  the 
respective  courts. 

Sec.  10.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  be  held  once  a  year  in  each 
County,  and  the  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  shall  be  holden  in  each  County 
at  such  times  and  places  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  II.  A  competent  number  of  Justices  of  th^  Peace  shall  be 
elected  by  the  qualified  electors  in  each  township  in  the  several  counties, 
and  shall  continue  in  office  three  years,  whose  powers  and  duties  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  be  regulated  and  defined  by  law. 

Sec.  12.  The  style  of  all  process  shall  be,  "The  State  of  Ohio;" 
all  prosecutions  shall  be  carried  on  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  State  of  Ohio;  and  all  indictments  shall  conclude,  "against  the 
peace  and  dignity  of  the  same.'' 

Article  IV. 

OF  elections   AND  ELECTORS. 


Section  i.  In  all  elections,  all  white  male  inhabitants  above  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years,  having  resided  in  the  State  one  year  next  pre- 
ceding the  election,  and  who  have  paid  or  are  charged  with  a  State  or 
County  tax,  shall  enjoy  the  right  of  an  elector;  but  no  person  shall  be 
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entitled  to  vote  except  in  the  County  or  District  in  which  he  shall  actually 
reside  at  the  time  of  the  election. 

Sec.  2.    All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot. 

Sec.  3.  Electors  shall,  in  all  cases  except  treason,  felony,  or  breach 
of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest  during  their  attendance  at  elec- 
tions, and  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  The  Legislature  shall  have  full  power  to  exclude  from  the 
privilege  of  electing,  or  being  elected,  any  person  convicted  of  bribery, 
perjury,  or  any  other  infamous  crime. 

Sec.  5.  Nothing  contained  in  this  article  shall  be  so  construed  as 
to  prevent  white  male  persons  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  who  are 
compeiied  to  labor  uii  tho  roanc  cf  t^"'»'  -^-sp^rtt^'-f^  -.-w-umui^^  i,x  Cv^u.:ti::, 
and  A^ho  have  resided  one  year  in  the  State,  from  having  the  right  of  an 
elector. 

Article  V. 

OiF  the  MILITIA  OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  Captains  and  Subalterns  in  the  militia  shall  be  elected 
by  those  persons,  in  their  respective  company  districts,  subject  to* military- 
duty. 

Sec.  2.  Majors  shall  be  elected  by  the  Captains  and  Subalterns  of 
the  battalion. 

Sec.  3.  Colonels  shall  be  elected  by  the  Majors,  Captains,  and  Sub- 
alterns of  the  regiment. 

Sec.  4.  Brigadiers-General  shall  be  elected  by  the  commissioned 
officers  of  their  respective  brigades. 

Sec.  5.  Majors-General  and  Quartermasters-General  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  joint  ballot  of  both  houses  of  the  Legislature. 

Sec.  6.  The  Governor  shall  appoint  the  Adjutant-General.  The 
Majors-General  shall  appoint  their  aids  and  other  division  staff  officers. 
The  Brigadiers-General  shall  appoint  their  Brigade  Majors  and  other 
brigade  staff  officers.  The  commanding  officers  of  regiments  shall  ap- 
point their  Adjutants^  Quartermasters,  and  other  regimental  staff  officers; 
and  the  Captains  and  Subalterns  shall  appoint  their  non-commissioned 
officers  and  musicians. 

Sec.  7.  The  Captains  and  Subalterns  of  the  artillery  and  cavalr>' 
5hall  be  elected  by  the  persons  enrolled  in  their  respective  corps ;  and  the 
Majors  and  Colonels  shall  be  appointed  in  such  a  manner  as  shall  be 
directed  by  lav/.  The  Colonels  shall  appoint  their  regimental  staff;  and 
the  Captains  and  Subalterns  their  non-commissioned  officers  and 
musicians. 
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Article  VI.  . 

OUR  CIVIL  OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  elected  in  each  County  one  Sheriff  and 
one  Coroner  by  the  citizens  thereof  who  are  qualified  to  vote  for  mem- 
bers of  the  Assembly ;  they  shall  be  elected  at  the  time  and  place  of  hold- 
ing elections  for  members  of  Assembly ;  they  shall  continue  in  office  two 
years,  if  they  shall  so  long  behave  well,  and  until  successors  be  chosen 
and  duly  qualified;  provided,  that  no  person  shall  be  eligible  as  Sheriff 
for  a  longer  term  than  four  vears  in  any  term  of  six  years. 

Sec.  2..  Tile  ^tacc  iica^Uici  emu  nLuuiLui  Miaii  uc  li iciuiia-ily  ap* 
pointed  by  a  joint  ballot  of  both  houses  of  the  Legislature. 

Sec.  3.  All  town  and  township  officers  shall  be  chosen  annually  by 
the  inhabitants  thereof  duly  qualified  to  vote  for  members  of  Assembly, 
at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  directed  by  law. 

Sec.  4.  The  appointment  of  all  civil  officers  not  otherwise  directed 
by  this  Constitution,  shall  be  made  in  such  manner  as  may  be  directed 
by  law. 

Article  VII. 

Official  Oaths. 

Section  i.  Every  person  who  shall  be  chosen  or  appointed  to 
any  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  authority  of  this  State,  shall, 
before  the  entering  on  the  execution  thereof,  take  an  oath)  or  affirmation 
to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State,  and 
also  an  oath  of  office. 

Bribery  at  Elections. 

Sec.  2.  Any  elector  who  shall  receive  any  gift  or  reward  for  his 
vote,  in  meat,  drink,  money,  or  otherwise,  shall  suffer  such  punish- 
ment as  the  law  shall  direct;  and  any  person  who  shall,  directly  or 
indirectly,  give,  promise,  or  bestow  any  such^ reward  to  be  elected,  shall 
thereby  be  rendered  incapable  for  two  years  to  serve  in  the  office  for 
which  he  was  elected,  and  be  subject  to  such  other  punishment  as  shall 
be  directed  by  law.  ,        . 

OF  new   counties.  I 

Sec.  3.  No  new  County  shall  be  established  by  the  General  As- 
j^embly  which  shall  reduce  the  County  or  Counties  or  either  of  them, 
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from  which  it  shall  be  taken  to  less  contents  than  four  hundred  square 
nulcs;  nor  shall  any  County  be  laid  off  of  less  contents.  Every  new 
County,  as  to  the  right  of  suffrage  and  representation,  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  a  part  of  the  County  or  Counties  from  which  it  was  taken 
until  entitled  by  numbers  to  the  right  of  representation. 

ON  THE  SEAT  OF  GOVERNMENT. 

Sec.  4.  Chillicothe  shall  be  the  seat  of  government  until  the  year 
one  thousand  eight  himdred  and  eight.  No  money  shall  be  raised  until 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  nine  by  the  Legislature  of  this 
State  W  the  p^-'^pose  nf  er^rtin^"  p'lbJiV  bnildins-s  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  the  Legislature. 

OF  THE  amendments  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

Sec.  5.  That  after  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  six, 
whenever  two-thirds  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  think  it  necessary 
to  amend  or  change  this  Constitution,  they  shall  recommend  to  the 
electors,  at  the  next  election  for  members  to  the  General  Assembly,  to 
vote  for  or  against  a  convention;  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority 
of  the  citizens  of  the  State  voting  for  Representative  have  voted  for  a 
convention,  the  General  Assembly  shall,  at  their  next  session,  call  a 
convention,  to  consist  of  as  many  members  as  there  be  in  the  General 
Assembly,  to  be  chosen  in  the  same  manner,  at  the  same  place,  and 
by  the  same  electors  that  choose  the  General  Assembly ;  who  shall  meet 
within  three  months  after  the  said  election,  for  the  purpose  of  revising, 
amending,  or  changing  the  Constitution.  But  no  alteration  of  this 
Constitution  shall  ever  take  place  so  as  to  introduce  slavery  or  involun- 
tary servitude  into  this  State. 

BOUNDARIES    OF    THE    STATE. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  limits  and  boundaries  of  this  State  be  ascer- 
tained, it  is.  declared  that  they  are  as  hereafter  mentioned;  that  is  to 
say :  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  Pennsylvania  line ;  on  the  south  by  the 
Ohio  River  to  the  mouth  of  the  Great  Miami  River;  on  the  west  by 
the  line  drawn  due  north  from  the  mouth  of  the  Great  Miami  aforesaid ; 
and  on  the  north  by  an  east  and  west  line  drawn  through  the  southerly 
extreme  of  Lake  Michigan,  running  east,  after  intersecting  the  due 
north  line  aforesaid  from  the  mouth  of  the  Great  Miami,  until  it 
shall  intersect  Lake  Erie,  or  the  territorial  line,  and  thence  with  the 
same,  through  Lake  Erie,  to  the  Pennsylvania  line  aforesaid ;  provided, 
always,  and  it  is  hereby  fully  understood  and  declared  by  this  con- 
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vention,  that  if  the  southerly  bend  or  extreme  of  Lake  Michigan 
should  extend  so  far  south  that  a  Hne  drawn  due  east  from  it  should 
not  intersect  Lake  Erie,  or  if  it  should  intersect  the  said  Lake  Erie 
east  of  the  mouth  of  the  Miami  River  of  the  lake,  then  and  in  that 
case  with  the  assent  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  the  northcvii 
boundary  of  this  State  shall  be  established  by,  and  extend  to,  a  direct 
line  running  from  the  southern  extremity  of  Lake  Michigan  to  the 
most  northerly  cape  of  the  Miami  Bay,  after  intersecting  the  due  north 
line  from  the  mouth  of  the  Great  Miami  River  as  aforesaid,  thence 
northeast  to  the  territorial  line,  and,  by  said  territorial  line,  to  the 
Pennsylvania  line. 

Article  VIII. 

BILL  OF  RIGHTS. 

That  the  general  great  and  essential  principles  of  liberty  and  free 
government  may  be  recognized  and  forever  unalterably  established,  we 
declare — 

Section  i.  That  all  men  are  born  equally  free  and  independent, 
and  have  certain  natural  inherent  and  unalienable  rights,  amongst  which 
are  theenjoying  and  efending  life  and  liberty,  acquiring,  possessing, 
and  protecting  property,  and  pursuing  and  obtained  happiness  and 
safety;  and  every  free  republican  government  being  founded  on  their 
sole  authority,  and  organized  for  the  great  purpose  of  protecting  their 
rights  and  liberties,  and  securing  their  independence — to  effect  these 
ends,  they  have  at  all  times  a  complete  powder  to  alter,  reform  or 
aboli  '.h  their  government  whenever  they  may  deem  it  necessary. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  servitude 
in  this  State,  otherwise  than  for  the  punishment  of  crimes,  whereof 
the  party  shall  have  been  duly  convicted;  nor  shall  any  male  person 
arrived  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  or  female  person  arrived  at  the 
age  of  eighteen  years,  be  held  to  serve  any  person  as  a  servant  under 
the  pretense  of  indenture  or  otherwise,  unless  such  person  shall  enter 
into  such  indenture  while  in  a  state  of  perfect  freedom,  and  on  condition 
of  a  bona  Me  consideration  received,  or  to  be  received  for  their  service, 
except  as  before  excepted.  Nor  shall  any  indenture  of  any  negro  or 
mulatto  hereafter  made  and  executed  out  of  the  State,  or,  if  made 
in  the  State  where  the  term  of  servitude  exceeds  one  year,  be  of  the 
least  validity,  except  those  given  in  the  case  of  apprenticeships. 

Sec.  3.  That  all  men  have  a  natural  and  indefeasible  right  to 
worship  Almighty  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  conscience;  that  no 
human  authority  can,  in  any  case  whatever,  control  or  interfere  with  the 
rights  of  conscience ;  that  no  man  shall  be  compelled  to  attend,  erect,  or 


■^  ^n  ^a^'*.: 
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support  any  place  of  worship,  or  to  maintain  any  ministry  against  his 
coli^cnt;  and  that  no  preference  shall  ever  be  given  by  law  to  any  reHgious 
society  or  mode  of  worship,  and  no  religious  test  shall  be  required  as  a 
qualification  to  any  office  of  trust  or  profit.  But  religion,  morality,  and 
knowledge  being  essentially  necessary  to  good  government  and  the  happi- 
ness of  mankind,  schools  and  the  means  of  instruction  shall  forever  be 
encouraged  by  legislative  provision  not  inconsistent  with  the  rights  of 
conscience. 

Sec.  4.  Private  property  ought,  and  shall  ever  be  held  inviolate, 
but  always  subservient  to  the  public  welfare,  provided  a  compensation 
in  money  be  made  to  the  owner.  •      ^ 

Sec.  ^.  Tliiv  •■^:  ^^r-^^.*^  ^Lnli  ne  secure  In  thul."  pcr^cn:,  ^■•'^•i^es, 
papers  and  possessions  from  unwarrantable  searches  and  seizures  and 
that  general  warrants,  whereby  an  officer  may  be  commanded  to  search 
suspected  places  without  probable  evidence  of  the  fact  committed,  or  to 
seize  any  person  or  persons  not  named  whose  offenses  are  not  particularly 
described,  and  without  oath  or  affirmation,  are  dangerous  to  liberty,  and 
shall  not  be  granted. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  printing  presses  shall  be  open  and  free  to  every 
citizen  who  wishes  to  examine  the  proceedings  of  any  branch  of  govern- 
ment, or  the  conduct  of  any  public  officer ;  and  no  law  shall  ever  restrain 
the  right  thereof.  Every  citizen  has  an  indisputable  right  to  speak,  write 
or  print  upon  any  subject  as  he  thinks  proper,  being  liable  for  the  abuse 
of  that  liberty.  In  prosecutions  for  any  publication  respecting  the  official 
conduct  of  men  in  a  public  capacity,  or  where  the  matter  published  is 
proper  for  public  information  the  truth  thereof  may  always  be  given  in 
evidence;  and  in  all  indictments  for  libels  the  jury  shall  have  the  right 
to  determine  the  law  and  the  facts  under  the  direction  of  the  court,  as  in 
other  cases. 

Sec.  7.  That  all  courts  shall  be  open,  and  every  person,  for  an 
injury  done  him  in  his  lands,  goods,  person,  or  reputation,  shall  have 
remedy  by  the  due  course  of  law,  and  right  and  justice  administered 
without  denial  or  delay. 

Sec.  8.     That  the  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  be  inviolate. 

Sec.  9.  That  no  power  of  suspending  laws  shall  be  exercised  unless 
by  the  Legislature. 

Sec.  10.  That  no  person  arrested  or  confined  in  jail  shall  be  treated 
w-ith  unnecessary  rigor  or  be  put  to  answer  any  criminal  charge  but  by 
presentment,  indictment,  or  impeachment. 

Sec.  II.  That  in  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  hath  a  right 
to  be  heard  by  himself  and  counsel ;  to  demand  the  nature  and  cause  of 
the  accusations  against  him  and  to  have  a  copy  thereof;  to  meet  the 
witnesses  face  to  face ;  to  have  compulsory  process  for  obtaining  witnesses

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in  his  favor;  and  in  prosecutions  by  indictment  or  presentment  a  speedy 
public  trial  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the  County  or  District  in  which  the 
offense  shall  have  been  committed;  and  shall  not  be  compelled  to  give 
evidence  against  himself,  nor  shall  he  be  twice  put  in  jeopardy  for  the 
same  offense. 

•  Sec.  12.  That  all  persons  shall  be  bailable  'by  sufficient  sureties, 
unless  for  capital  offenses  where  the  proof  is  evident  or  the  presumption 
great;  and  the  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not  be  sus- 
pended, unless,  when  in  case  of  rebellion  or  invasion,  the  public  safety 
may  require  it. 

Sec.  13.  Excessive  bail  sh^l^  not  be  required:  excessive  fines  shall 
not  be  imposed;  nor  cruel  ana  unusual  punismneni  nmicted. 

Sec.  14.  All  penalties  shall  be  proportioned  to  the  nature  of  the 
offense.  No  wise  Legislature  will  affix  the  same  punishment  to  the 
crimes  of  theft,  forgery,  and  the  like,  which  they  do  to  those  of  murder 
and  treason.  When  the  same  undisguised  severity  is  exerted  against  all 
offenses,  the  people  are  led'  to  forget  the  real  distinction  in  the  crimes 
themselves,  and  to  commit  the  most  flagrant  with  as  little  compunction 
as  they  do  the  slightest  offenses.  For  the  same  reasons,  a  multitude  of 
sanguinary  laws  are  both  impolitic  and  unjust;  the  true  design  of  all 
punishments  being  to  reform,  not  to  exterminate,  mankind. 

Sec.  15.  The  person  of  a  debtor,  where  there  is  not  strong  pre- 
sumption of  fraud,  shall  not  be  continued  in  prison  after  delivering  up 
his  estate  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditor  or  creditors,  in  such  manner  as 
shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  16.  No  ex  post  facto  law,  nor  any  law  impairing  the  validity 
of  contracts,  shall  ever  be  made ;  and  no  conviction  shall  work  corruption 
of  blood  or  forfeiture  of  estate.  '  * 

Sec.  17.  That  no  person  shall  be  liable  to  be  transported  out  of 
this  State  for  any  offense  committed  within  the  State. 

Sec.  18.  That  a  frequent  recurrence  to  the  fundamental  principles 
of  civil  government  is  absolutely  necessary  to  preserve  the  blessings  of 
liberty. 

Sec.  19.  That  the  people  have  a  right  to  assemble  together  in  a 
peaceable  manner  to  consult  for  their  common  good  to  instruct  their 
Representatives,  and  to  apply  to  the  Legislature  for  a  redress  of  griev- 
ances. 

Sec.  20.  That  the  people  have  a  right  to  bear  arms  for  the  defence 
of  themselves  and  the  State ;  and  as  standing  armies  in  time  of  peace  are 
dangerous  to  liberty,  they  shall  not  be  kept  up ;  and  that  the  military  shall 
be  kept  under  strict  subordination  to  the  civil  power. 

Sec.  21.  That  no  person  in  this  State,  except  such  as  are  employed 
in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States,  or  militia  in  actual  service, 
shall  be  subject  to  corporal  punishment  under  the  military  law. 
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Sec.  22.  That  no  soldier,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any  house 
without  the  consent  of  the  owner ;  nor  in  time  of  war,  but  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  law.       .  . 

Sec.  23.  That  the  levying  of  taxes  by  the  poll  is  grievous  and 
oppressive;  therefore  the  Legislature  shall  never  levy  a  poll  tax  for 
County  or  State  purposes. 

Sec.  24.  That  no  hereditary  emoluments,  privileges,  or  honors  shall 
ever  be  granted  or  conferred  by  this  State. 

Sec.  25.  That  no  law  shall  be  passed  to  prevent  the  poor  in  the 
several  Counties  and  townships  within  this  State  from  an  equal  participa- 
tion in  the  schools,  academies.  coUeg<"<5^  ?ind  univprsii-i>c  T,-i'4^v,jr.  i-h^z  ^tate 
which  are  endowed,  m  vvnoie  or  m  part,  irom  the  revenue  arising  from 
donations  made  by  the  United  States  for  the  support  of  schools  and 
colleges;  and  the  doors  of  the  said  schools,  academies,  and  universities 
shall  be  open  for  the  reception  of  scholars,  students,  and  teachers  of  every 
grade  without  any  distinction  or  preference  whatever  contrary  to  the 
intent  for  which  said  donations  w^ere  made. 

Sec.  26.  That  laws  shall  be  passed  by  the  Legislature  which  shall 
secure  to  each  and  every  denomination  of  religious  societies  in  each  sur- 
veyed township,  which  now  is  or  may  hereafter  be  formed  in  the  State, 
an  equal  participation,  according  to  their  number  of  adherents,  of  the 
profits,  arising  from  the  land  granted  by  Congress  for  the  support  of 
religion,  agreeably  to  the  ordinance  or  act  of  Congress  making  the  appro- 
priation. 

Sec.  27.  That  every  association  of  persons,  when  regularly  formed, 
within  this  State,  and  having  given  themselves  a  name,  m.ay,  on  applica- 
tion to  the  Legislature,  be  entitled  to  receive  letters  of  incorporation,  to 
enable  them  to  hold  estates,  real  and  personal,,  for  the  support  of  their 
schools,  academies,  colleges,  universities,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Sec.  28.  To  guard  against  the  transgression  of  the  high  powers 
which  v^e  have  delegated,  we  declare  that  all  powers  not  hereby  delegated 
remain  with  the  people.  '^ 

schedule. 

Section  i.  That  no  evils  or  inconveniences  may  arise  from  the 
change  of  a  territorial  government  to  a  permanent  State  governnient,  it 
is  declared  by  this  convention  that  all  rights,  suits,  actions,  prosecutions, 
claims,  and  contracts,  both  as  it  respects  individuals  and  bodies  corporate, 
shall  continue  as  if  no  change  had  taken  place  in  this  governnient. 

Sec.  2.     All  fines,  penalties,  and  forfeitures,  due  and  owing  to  the' 
territory  of  the  United  States  northwest  of  the  River  Ohio,  shall  inure 
to  the  use  of  the  State.     All  bonds  executed  to  the  Governor,  or  any 
<^ther  officer  in  his  official  capacity  in  the  territory,  shall  pass  over  to  the

Governor  or  the  other  officers  of  the  State,  and  their  successors  in  office 
for  the  use  of  the  State,  or  by  him  or  them  to  be  respectively  assigned 
over  to  the  use  of  those  concerned,  as  the  case  may  he. 

Sec.  3.  The  Governor,  Secretary,  and  Judges,  and  all  other  officers 
under  the  territorial  government  shall  continue  in  the  exercise  of  the 
duties  of  their  respective  departments  until  the  said  officers  are  super- 
sJeded  under  the  authority  of  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  4.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  now  in  force  in  this  territory, 
not  inconsistent  with  this  Constitution,  shall  continue  and  remain  in  full 
effect  until  repealed  by  the  Legislature,  except  so  much  of  the  act  entitled 
"an  act  rc,:::!!^^!^;^  th^  :idii:ii.::cn  and  pidcticc  -f  -^^'irnr,:  -^izl  ^---^selors- 
at-law,"  and  of  the  act  inade  amendatory  thereto,  as  relates  to  the  term 
of  time  which  the  applicant  shall  have  studied  law,  his  residence  within 
the  territory  and  the  term  of  time  which  he  shall  have  practiced  as  an 
attorney-at-law  before  he  can  be  admitted  to  the  degree  of  a  counselor- 
at-law. 

Sec.  5.  The  Governor  of  the  State  shall  make  use  of  his  private 
seal  until  a  State  seal  be  procured. 

Sec.  6.  The  President  of  the  convention  shall  issue  writs  of  election 
to  the  Sheriffs  of  the  several  Counties,  requiring  them  to  proceed  to  the 
election  of  a  Governor,  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  Sheriffs  and 
Coroners,  at  the  respective  election  districts!  in  each  County,  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  January  next ;  which  election  shall  be  conducted  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  the  existing  election  laws  of  this  territory ;  and  the 
members  of  the  General  Assembly  then  elected  shall  continue  to  exercise 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  until  the  next  annual  or  biennial 
election  thereafter,  as  prescribed  in  this  Constitution,  and  no  longer. 

Sec.  7.  Until  the  first  enumeration  shall  be  made,  as  directed  in 
the  second  section  of  the  first  article  of  this  Constitution,  the  County 
of  Hamilton  shall  be  entitled  to  four  Senators  and  eight  Representatives ; 
the  County  of  Qermont,  one  Senator  and  two  Representatives ;  the  County 
of  Adams,  one  Senator  and  three  Representatives ;  the  County  of-  Ross, 
two  Senators  and  four  Representatives;  the  County  of  Fairfield,  one 
Senator  and  two  Representatives ;  the  County  of  Washington,  two  Sen- 
ators and  three  Representatives ;  the  County  of  Belmont,  one  Senator  and 
two  Representatives;  the  County  of  Jefferson,  two  Senators  and  four 
Representatives ;  and  the  County  of  Trumbull,  one  Senator  and  two  Rep- 
resentatives. 

Done  in  convention  at  Chillicothe,  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  No- 
vember, in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  two, 
and  of  the  independence  of  the  United  States  of  America,  the  twenty- 
seventh. 


MARCUS  A.   HANNA. 
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MARCUS  A.  HANNA. 

Marcus  Alonzo  Hanna,  Republican,  of  Cleveland,  was  born  in  New  Lisbon 
(now  Lisbon),  Columbiana  County,  Ohio,  September  24,  1837;  removed  with  his 
father's  family  to  Cleveland  in  1852;  was  educated  in  the  common  schools  of 
that  city  and  the  Western  Reserve  College,  Hudson,  Ohio;  was  engaged  as  an 
employee  in  the  wholesale  grocery  house  of  Hanna,  Garretson  &  Co.,  his  father 
being  senior  member  of  the  firm;  his  father  died  in  1862,  and  he  represented 
that  interest  in  the  firm  until  1867,  when  the  business  was  closed  up;  then  be- 
came a  member  of  the  firm  of  Rhodes  &  Co.,  engaged  in  the  iron  and  coal  busi- 
ness; at  the  expiration  of  ten  years  the  title  of  •Lis  firi-..  «....  :::.^,,^^Z.  ^v.  2;Z.  xi. 
Hanna  &  Co.,  which  still  exists;  has  been  identified  with  lake  carrying  business, 
being  interested  in  vessels  on  the  lakes,  and  in  the  construction  of  such  vessels; 
was  president  of  the  Union  National  Bank  of  Cleveland;  president  of  the  Cleve- 
land City  Railway  Company;  was  director  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railway  Com- 
pany in  1885,  by  appointment  of  President  Cleveland;  was  a  delegate  to  the 
national  Republican  conventions  in  1884.  1888,  and  1896;  was  elected  chairman 
of  the  national  Republican  committee  in  1896  and  1900;  was  appointed  to  the 
United  States  Senate  by  Governor  Bushnell,  March  5,  1897,  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  retirement  of  Hon.  John  Sherman,  who  resigned  to  accept  the 
position  of  Secretary  of  State  in  President  McKinley's  cabinet;  took  his  seat 
March  5,  1897;  in  January,  1898,  he  was  elected  for  the  short  term  ending  March 
4,  1899,  and  also  for  the  succeeding  full  term.  Senator  Hanna  occupied  a  very 
prominent  place  among  the  leaders  of  the  Senate.  His  advocacy  of  the  Panama 
route  for  the  isthmian  canal,  after  the  House  of  Representatives  had  by  an  over- 
whelming vote  chosen  the  Nicaraguan  route,  resulted  in  a  complete  reversal  of 
the  program  and  the  .final  choice  of  Panama;  this  is  said  to  be  one  of  the  most 
remarkable  legislative  feats  in  the  history  of  the  United  States  Congress,  and 
was  the  result  alone  of  Senator  Hanna's  masterful  presentation  of  the  claims 
of  Panama  as  compared  with  those  of  Nicaragua.  Senator  Hanna  was  chosen 
in  January,  1904,  to  succeed  himself  in  the  United  States  Senate  for  the  term 
commencing  March  4,  1905,  by  the  largest  majority  ever  accorded  a  senatorial 
candidate  by  the  legislature  of  Ohio.  His  speech  of  acceptance  delivered  to  the 
General  Assembly  was  looked  upon  as  the  benediction  of  one  about  to  lay  down 
the  burdens  of  life,  as  indeed  it  proved  to  be,  for  his  death  followed  one  month 
later.  Senator  Hanna  died  February  15,  1904,  in  the  city  of  Washington,  and 
the  funeral  was  held  in  Cleveland.  His  remains  were  deposited  in  the  Wade 
mausoleum.  Lake  View  Cemetery. 
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NOTES  ON  THE  CONSTITUTIONAL  CONVENTION  OF  1802. 

THE  Constitutional  Convention    of  1802  forms  a  connecting-link  be- 
tween the  Territorial  and  State  Government  which  seems  to  find 
its  proper  consideration  at  this  point.     The  first  session  of  the 
Second  (and  last)  Territorial  Legislature,  was  adjourned  by  Gov- 
ernor St.  Clair  in  January,   1802,  to  meet  in  Cincinnati,   November  29. 
The  Congress,  by  an  act  of  April  30,  1802,  provided  for  the  election  of 
members  of  a  convention  which  should : 

First.     Decide  on  the  deMrabiluy  of  forming  a  scate  governmcnr,  and 
Second.     Frame  the  constitution  for  the  state  should  the  convention 
decide  the  first  question  affinnatively. 

This  convention  met  in  Chillicothe  on  IMonday,  November  i,  four 
weeks  prior  to  the  time  set  for  the  convening  of  the  Second  Territorial 
Legislature  in  its  second  session,  and  on  the  day  appointed  for  the  leg'isla- 
ture  to  meet,  promulgated  the  First  Constitution  of  the  State  of 
Ohio. 

Many  members  of  the  territorial  legislature  were  members  of  this 
•first  constitutional  convention,  and  the  following  notes  from  the  Journal 
of  that  convention  are  republished  as  matters  of  history :

Edward  Tiffin  was  chosen  president  of  the  Convention. 

William  Goforth  was  elected  president  pro  tempore. 

Thomas  Scott  was  elected  secretary  at  $3  per  day. 

William  McFarland  was  elected  assistant  secretary,  and  ordered  to 
attend  the  Committee  on  Preamble  and  First  Article. 

Adam  Betz  aws  elected  door-keepe  rat  $1.50  per  day. 

Upon  the  question  whether  it  would  be  expedient  to  form  a  consti- 
tution and  state  government  for  the  people  of  the  Territory,  at  this  time, 
the  question  carried  in  the  affirmative  by  a  vote  of  32  to  i.  Mr.  Cutler 
voted  in  the  negative.  - 

Note. — "Although  more  than  a  fourth  of  the  members  comprising  the  body 
had  expressed  their  opinion  in  very  decided  terms  against  the  expediency  of  the 
measure,  and  against  the  manner  of  its  accomplishment,  yet  the  resolution  was 
<*arried.  *  ♦  *  Judge  Cutler,  an  indomitable  Whig,  of  Washington  County,  voting 
in  the  negative,  solitary  and  alone."  (Burnett's  Notes  on  the  Northwest  Terri- 
tory p.  352-3.) 

A  resolution  was  adopted  requesting  the  governor  to  prorogue  the 
territorial  legislature  which  had  adjou'-ned  in  January  last,  to  meet  in 
Cincinnati  on  the  fourth  Monday  of  the  present  month.  But  this  was 
not  done,  as  the  members  of  the  legislature,  many  of  whom  were  in  con- 
vention, manifested  no  disposition  to  interfere  with  the  progress  of  the 
Territory  toward  statehood.     (See  Burnett  quoted.)- 
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Nathaniel  Willis  was  elected  printer  to  the  Convention,  on  the 
terms  of  his  proposition  to  print  700  copies  of  the  Journal  of  Convention, 
and  1,000  copies  of  the  constitution  then  being  framed. 

A  resolution  to  submit  the  proposed  constitution  to  the  people  is 
found  on  page  iq  of  the  Journal.  It  was  disagreed  to  by  the  vote  of  27 
to  7,  and  the  constitution  was  not  submitted  to  the  people,  but  was  put 
in  operation  by  the  act  of  the  delegates  to  the  convention  in  formally 
signing  the  instrument  in  their  representative  capacity. 

A  proposition  to  have  the  members  of  the  Senate  chosen  annually 
instead  of  biennially  w^as  defeated  by  a  vote  of  15  to  18. 

A  pror^^sition  to  incprf  '^  ^lOviso  in  Se^^'^''^"  '^'^  '^^  \^*-'^r^  t  ^^.^^ 
hibiting  ,any  member  of  the  Convention  from  holding  any  omce  under 
the  constitution  so  framed,  unless  elective,  for  the  term  of  one  year  after 
its  adoption,  was  defeated— yeas  3,  nays  31. 

A  proposition  to  strike  out  of  the  bill  of  rights  that  part  of  the 
second  section  relating  to  servitude  of  adult  persons  not  negroes  or 
mulattoes  was  defeated  by  a  vote  of  12  to  21. 

A  proposition  to  strike  out  that  part  of  the  same  section  which 
forbids  slavery  or  involuntary  servitude  in  this  state,  was  defeated  over- 
whelmingly, by  a  vote  of  yeas  2,  nays  31. 

Messrs.  Paul  and  Reily,  of  Hamilton  County,  voted  in  favor  of  tlie 
proposition.     (See  Journal,  p.  26;  November  20,  1802.) 

A  proposition  to  amend  the  third  section  of  the  bill  of  rights  by 
striking  out  the  words  "no  religious  test  shall  be  required,"  etc.,  and 
inserting  words  to  the  effect  that  no  person  who  denies  the  being  of  a 
God,  o*  a  place  of  future  rewards  and  punishments,  shall  hold  office  in 
the  civil  government,  was  lost — yeas  3,  nays.  30. 

In  considering  Article  4.  on  the  twenty-second  of  November,  the 
Convention  voted — yeas  19,  nays  15 — to  add  these  words  to  the  end  of 
the  article: 

"Provided,  that  all  male  negroes  and  mulattoes,  now  residing  in 
this  territory,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  rights  of  suffrage,  if  they  shall 
within  twelve  months  make  a  record  of  their  citizenship." 

As  this  is'  one  of  the  earliest  records  of  an  attempt  to  give  the 
right  of  suffrage  to  the  negro  in  America,  the  vote  on  ihat  proposition 
is  interesting.  Those  who  voted  aye  were :  Abbot,  Byrd,  Cutler,  Darlin- 
ton,  Dunlavy,  Gatch,  Gilman,  Goforth,  Grubb,  Kitchel,  Morrow,  Paul, 
Putnam,  Reily,  Sargent,  Smith,  Updegraft',  Wells  and  Wilson— 10.  Those 
who  voted  in  the  negative  were :  Abrams,  Baldwin,  Bair,  Browne,  Cald- 
well, Capenter,  Donaldson,  Humphrey,  Huntington.  Kirker,  Mclntire, 
Massie,  Milligan,  Woods  and  Worthingtou — 15. 

At  the  same  time  the  Convention  refused,  by  a  vote  of  17  to  16,  to 
extend  the  right  of  suffrage  to  the  male  descendants  of  such  negro 
residents. 
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A  motion  was  made  to  add  to  the  seventh  article  of  the  constitution  a 
new  section,  as  follows : 

"Section  7.  No  negro  or  mulatto  shall  ever  be  eligible  to  any  office, 
civil,  or  military,  or  give  their  oath  in  any  court  of  justice  against  a  white 
person,  be  subject  to  do  military  duty  or  pay  a  poll  tax  in  this  state; 
provided  always,  and  it  is  fully  understood  and  declared,  that. all  negroes 
and  mulattoes,  jiow  in,  or  who  may  hereafter  reside  in  this  state,  shall 
be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  citizens  of  this  state,  not  excepted  by 
this  constitution." 

This  was  agreed  to  by  a  vote  of — yeas  19,  nays  16 — as  follows :

Nays — Abbot,  Browne,  Cutler,  Gatch,  Gilman,  Goforth,  Huntington, 
Kitchel,  Paul,  Putnam,  Reily,  Sargent,  Updegraff,  Wells  and  Wilson — 15. 

On  Friday,  November  26,  in  considering  Article  IV,  a  motion  was 
made  to  strike  out  the  provision  which  had  been  inserted  on  the  twenty- 
second,  giving  right  of  suffrage  to  negroes  and  mulattoes  who  would 
prove  their  residence  within  twelve  months.  On  this  motion  the  yeas  and 
nays  were  taken  and  resulted,  17  to  17.  There  being  a  tie  vote,  the 
president  of  the  Convention  (Edward  Tiffin,  afterward  governor  of  the 
State)  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  the  proposition  was  stricken  from  the 
first  constitution  of  the  state.  The  change  of  front  was  brought  about 
by  the  vote  of  the  president  and  of  the  ]\Iessrs.  Darlinton,  Grubb  and 
Smith,  who  had  previously  voted  to  add  this  provision  to  the  constitution. 
On  the  other  hand,  Mr.  Browne,  who  had  voted  against  the  proposition 
in  the  fir  ,t  instance  now  voted  to  retain  it  as  a  part  of  the  organic  law  of 
the  state.  (P.  34.)  Mr.  Donaldson,  who  had  opposed  the  proposition 
on  the  twenty-second,  refrained  from  voting  on  the  question  as  now 
presented. 

A  proposition  was  made  to  strike  out  the  fifth  section  of  Article  IV, 
relating  to  labor  on  roads  and  its  relation  to  an  elector's  qualifications, 
Hhich  was  defeated  by  a  vote  of  13  to  21. 

A  provision  in  Article  VII,  Section  3,  that  "no  new  county  shall  be 
established  by  the  legislature,  which  is  not  entitled  by  its  numbers  to  a 
representative,"  was  stricken  out  by  a  vote  of  22  to  12. 

An  eflfort  to  make  the  minimum  number  of  square  miles  in  a  county 
five  hundred  instead  of  four  hundred  was  defeated,  11  to  23. 

A  motion  to  strike  out  the  section  (y)  added  to  Article  VII  on  the 
twenty-second,  in  relation  to  the  bar  to  negroes  in  office,  etc.,  was  carried 
V  a  vote  of  17  to  16. 

On  this  vote  Messrs.  Dunlavy  (who  had  not  voted  on  this  proposition 
*>cfore),  and  Milligan  (who  had  voted  to  incorporate  it  in  the  article), 
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voted  with  the  friends  of  the  neg^ro,  and  caused  the  amendment  to  be 
made.  President  Tiffin,  who  had  voted  for  the  incorporation  of  the 
section  on  the  twenty-second,  is  not  recorded  on  this  later  vote.  The 
friends  of  the  restriction  tried  to  have  it  inserted  in  an  amended  form, 
but  on  a  demand  for  the  previous  question  were  outgeneralled,  and 
defeated.     (P.  36.) 

By  a  vote  of  20  to  13,  the  convention  inserted  a  provision  in  Section 
2,  Article  VIII,  prohibitng  in  this  state  the  indenture  of  any  negro  or 
mulatto. 

Early  in  the  sitting  of  the  convention  the  following  message  was 
adGpt-^d  -^-yl  crd'^'-cd  *:o  V  officially  transmitted  to  the  representatives 
of  the  United  States : 

To  THE  President  and  Both  Houses  of  Congress  : 

The  Convention  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  November  27,  1802,  duly  appreciating 
the  importance  of  a  free  and  independent  state  government  and  impressed  with 
sentiments  of  gratitude  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  for  the  prompt  and 
decisive  measures  taken  at  their  last  session,  to  enable  the  people  of  the  north- 
western territory,  to  immerge  from  their  colonial  government,  and  to  assume  a 
bank  among  the  sister  states,  beg  leave  to  take  the  earliest  opportunity  of  an- 
nouncing to  you  this  important  event:  on  this  occasion  the  Convention  can  not 
help  expressing  their  unequivocal  approbation  of  the  measures  pursued  by  the 
present  administration  of  the  general  government  ,and  both  Houses  of  Congress, 
in  diminishing  the  public  burthens,  cultivating  peace  with  all  nations,  and 
producing  the  happiness  and  prosperity  of  our  country. 


CHARLES  DICK. 
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Charles  dick. 

Charles  Dick,  Republican,  of  Akron,  was  born  at  Akron  November  3,  1858; 
educated  in  public  schools;  was  store  clerk,  bank  bookkeeper  and  teller;  later 
grain  commission  merchant;  served  two  terms  as  auditor,  Summit  County;  in 
1894  '^as  au'j'f'iv-^  t>.  r,;i;*,  i.^,  ,  w>..b  Icns  maloi  tiuvx  ll:^o^i^_xib  v.uloxxv.1  ^Z  the 
Eighth  Regiment,  Ohio  National  Guard,  being  subsequently  elected  brigadier- 
general,  and  now  serving  as  major-general;  was  several  years  member  and  three 
times  chairman  Republican  County  Executive  Committee;  served  as  chairman 
of  Ohio  Republican  State- Executive  Committee  in  campaigns  of  1892,  1893,  1894, 
1899,  1900,  1901,  1902  and  1903;  was  closely  associated  with  Senator  Hanna  m 
preliminary  canvass  for  McKinley's  nomination,  serving  as  secretary  at  Chi- 
cago headquarters  of  the  Republican  National  Committee  during  subsequent 
campaign;  secretary  Republican  National  Committee  from  March,  1897,  to  July, 
1900;  was  chosen  delegate  to  represent  Nineteenth  Ohio  district  in  Republican 
National  conventions  of  1892  and  1896,  and  one  of  the  delegates-at-large  to  rep- 
resent Ohio  in  the  Republican  National  conventions  of  1900  and  1904;  was  en- 
paged  in  active  service  with  his  regiment  during  Spanish-American  war;  re- 
turning from  Cuba,  upon  the  death  of  Hon.  S.  A.  Northway  in  1898,  was  elected 
to  Congress  from  the  Nineteenth  Ohio  district  for  the  short  and  long  terms;  was 
twice  re-elected,  serving  in  the  Fifty-fifth,  Fifty-sixth,  Fifty-seventh  and  Fifty- 
eighth  Congresses;  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Militia  and  member  of 
the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs,  secured  enactment  of  what  is  known  as  the 
Dick  Militia  Law;  is  President  of  Interstate  National  Guard  Association;  v/as 
unanimously  chosen  United  States  Senator  by  the  Republicans  of  the  Seventy- 
sixth  Ohio  General  Assembly  for  the  short  and  long  terms,  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  death  of  Senator  M.  A.  Hanna,  February  15,  1904.  Address,  Akron,

OF  OHIO.

(done  IN  CONVENTION  AT  CINCINNATI.   MARCH    10,    185I.) 

As  Amended  and  in  force  July,   1904. 

E  the  people  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  grateful  to  Almighty  God 
for  our  freedom,  J:o  secure  its  blessings  and  promote  our 
common  welfare,  do  establish  this  constitution. 

Bill  of  Rights. 

Sec  I.  All  men  are,  by  nature,  free  and  independent,  and  have 
certain  inalienable  rights,  among  which  are  those  of  enjoying  and  defend- 
ing life  and  liberty,  acquiring,  possessing,  and  protecting  property,  and 
seeking  and  obtaining  happiness  and  safety. 

Sec  2.  All  political  power  is  inherent  in  the  people.  Govern- 
ment is  instituted  for  their  equal  protection  and  benefit,  and  they  have 
the  right  to  alter,  reform,  or  abolish  the  same,  whenever  they  may  deem 
it  necessary ;  and  no  special  privileges  or  immunities  shall  ever  be  granted, 
that  may  not  be  altered,  revoked,  or  repealed  by  the  General  Assem.bly. 

Sec  3.  The  people  have  the  right  to  assemble  together,  in  a  peace- 
able manner,  to  consult  for  their  common  good ;  to  instruct  their  represen- 
tatives ;  snd  to  petition  the  General  Assembly  for  the  redress  of  grievances. 

Sec  4.  The  people  have  the  right  to  bear  arms  for  their  defense 
and  security;  but  standing  armies,  in  time  of  peace,  are  dangerous  to 
liberty,  and  shall  not  be  kept  up;  and  the  military  shall  be  in  strict  sub- 
ordination to  the  civil  power. 

Sec  5.     The  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  be  inviolate. 

Sec  6.  There  shall  be  no  slavery  in  this  state,  nor  involuntary 
servitude,  unless  for  the  punishment  of  crime. 

Sec  7.  AH  men  have  a  natural  and  indefeasible  right,  to  worship 
Almighty  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  their  own  conscience.  No 
person  shall  be  compelled  to  attend,  erect,  or  support  any  place  of  worship, 
<^r  maintain  any  form  of  worship,  against  his  consent ;  and  no  preference 
shall  be  given,  by  law,  to.  any  religious  society ;  nor  shall  any  interference 
"\V!th  the  rights  of  conscience  be  perinitted.  No  religious  test  shall 
be  required,  as  a  qualification  for  office,  nor  shall  any  person  be  incompe- 
tent to  be  a  witness  on  account  of  his  religious  belief;  but  nothing  herein 
shall  be  construed  to  dispense  with  oaths  and  affirmations.  ReHgion, 
morality,  and  knowledge,  however,  being  essential  to  good  government, 
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it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly  to  pass  suitable  laws  to  protect 
every  religious  denomination  in  the  peaceable  enjoyment  of  its  own  mode 
of  public  worship,  and  to  encourage  schools,  and  the  means  of  instruction. 

Sec.  8.  The  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not  be 
suspended,  unless,  in  cases  of  rebellion  or  invasion,  the  public  safety 
require  it.  , 

Sec.  9.  All  persons  shall  be  bailable  by  sufficient  sureties,  except 
for  capital  offenses  where  the  proof  is  evident,  or  the  presumption  great. 
Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required;  nor  excessive  fines  imposed;  nor 
cruel  and  unusual  punishment  inflicted. 

Sec.  id.  Except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  and  cases  arising  in^  the 
army  and  navy,  or  iii  ine  nuiiLid,  wiicii  m  ctCuUdi  0^1  m-^^^  ±13.  -.xmo  v^x  .,u.i  or 
public  danger,  and  in  cases  of  petit  larceny  and  other  inferior  offenses,  no 
person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  capital,  or  otherwise  infamous  crime, 
unless  on  presentment  or  indictment  of  a  grand  jury.  In  any  trial,  in 
any  court,  the  party  accused  shall  be  allowed  to  appear  and  defend  in 
person,  and  with  counsel ;  to  demand  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  accusa- 
tion against  him,  and  to  have  a  copy  thereof ;  to  meet  the  witnesses  face 
to  face,  and  to  have  compulsory  process  to  procure  the  attendance  of 
witnesses  in  his  behalf,  and  a  speedy  public  trial  by  an  impar«tial  jury  of 
the  county  or  district,  in  which  the  offense  is  alleged  to  have  been  com- 
mitted; nor  shall  any  person  be  compelled,  in  any  criminal  case,  to  be  a 
witness  against  himself,  or  be  twice  put  in  jeopardy  for  the  same  offense. 
.  Sec.  II.  Every  citizen  may  freely  speak,  write,  and  publish  his 
sentiments  on  all  subjects,  being  responsible  for  the  abuse  of  the  right; 
and  no  law  shall  be  passed  to  restrain  or  abridge  the  liberty  of  speech, 
or  of  the  press.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions  for  libel  the  truth  may  be 
given  in  evidence  to  the  jury,  and  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  jury,  that  the 
matter  as  charged  as  libelous  is  true,  and  was  published  with  good 
motives,  and  for  justifiable  ends,  the  party  shall  be  acquitted. 

Sec.  12.  No  person  shall  be  transported  out  of  the  state,  for  any 
offense  committed  within  the  same ;  and  no  conviction  shall  work  corrup- 
tion of  blood,  or  forfeiture  of  estate. 

.  Sec.  13.  No  soldier  shall,  in  time-  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any 
house,  'without  the  consent  of  the  owner ;  nor,  in  time  of  war,  except  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  14.  The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons,  bouses, 
'papers,  and  possessions,  against  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures  shall 
not  be  violated;  and  no  warrant  shall  isrue.  but  upon  probable  cause,  sup- 
ported by  oath  or  affirmation,  particularly  describing  the  place  to  be 
searched  and  the  person  and  things  to  be  seized. 

•     Sec.  15.     No  person  shall  be  imprisoned  for  debt  in  any  civil  action, 
oa  mesne  or  final. process,  unless  in  cases  of  fraud. 
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Sec.  i6.  All  courts  shall  be  open,  and  every  person,  for  an  injury 
tlone  him  in  his  land,  goods,  person,  or  reputation,  shall  have  remedy  by 
due  course  of  law;  and  justice  administered  without  denial  or  delay. 

Sec.  17.  No  hereditary  emoluments,  honors,  or  privileges,  shall  ever 
be  granted  or  conferred  by  this  state. 

Sec.  18.  No  power  of  suspending  laws  shall  ever  be  exercised,  except 
by  the  General  Assembly. 

Sec  19.  Private  property  shall  ever  be  held  inviolate  but  sub- 
servient to  the  public, welfare.  When  taken  in  time  of  war,  or  other 
public  exigency,  imperatively  requiring  its:  immediate  seizure  or  for 
the  purp':^s^  o^  rr-^i-iTr^  ^r  r^p-ijiln^  roads,  "'^^''-^>  :^-'^il  h^^  -p«-^  to  the 
public,  without  charge,  a  compensation  shall  be  made  to  the  owner,  in 
money,  and  in  all  other  cases,  where  private  property  shall  be  taken  for 
public  use,  a  compensation  therefor  shall  first  be  made  in  money,  or 
first  secured  by  a  deposit  of  mioney,  and  such  compensation  shall  be 
assessed  by  a  jury,  v/ithout  deduction  for  benefits  to  any  property 
of  the  owner. 

Sec.  20.  This  enumeration  of  rights  shall  not  be  construed  to 
impair  or  deny  others  retained  by  the  people;  and  all  powers,  not  herein 
'delegated,  remain  with  the  people. 

Article  XL 

.  legislative. 

'Sec.  I.  The  legislative  power  of  this  state  shall  be  vested  in  a 
General  Assembly,  which  shall  consist  of  a  Senate,  and  House  o'f 
Representatives.  ' 

Sec  2.  Senators  and  representatives  shall  be  elected  biennially 
by  the  electors  of  the  respective  counties  or  districts,  on  the  first  Tues- 
day after  the  first  Monday  in  November ;  their  tenn  of  office  shall  com.- 
mence  on  the  first  day  of  January  next  thereafter,  and  continue  two 
years.     [As  amended  October   13,   1885,  82  v.  446.] 

Sec  3.  Senators  and  representatives  shall  have  resided  in  their 
respective  counties,  or  districts,  one  year  next  preceding  their  election, 
unless  they  shall  have  been  absent  on  the  public  business  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  state. 

Sec  4.     No  person  holding  office  under  the  authority  of  the  United 

States,  or  any  lucrative  office  under  the  authority  of  this  state,  shall  be 

eligible  to,  or  have  a  seat  in,  the  General  Assembly;  but  this  provision 

shall   not   extend   to   township   officers,    justices   of   the   peace,    notaries 

•  public,  or  officers  of  the  militia. 

Sec  5.  No  person  hereafter  convicted  of  an  embezzlement  of 
the  public  funds,  shall  hold  any  office  in  this  state ;  nor  shall  any  person, 
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Iiolding-  public  money  for  disbursement,  or  otherwise,  have  a  seat  in  the 
General  Assembly,  until  he  shall  have  accounted  for,  and  paid  such 
money  into  the  treasury. 

Sec.  6.  Each  house  shall  be  judge  of  the  election,  returns,  and 
qualifications  of  its  own  members ;  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected 
to  each  house  shall  be  a  quorum  to  do  business ;  but  a  less  number 
may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent 
members,  in  such  manner,  and  under  such  penalties,  as  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  law. 

Sec.  7.  The  mode  of  organizing  the  house  of  representativ^es,  at 
the  commencement  of  each  regular  session,  shall  be  ::r^::r-^^:'I  ^y  '--v.. 

Sec.  8.  Each  house,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  con- 
stitution, shall  choose  its  own  officers,  may  determine  its  own  rules  of 
proceeding,  punish  its  members  for  disorderly  conduct;  and,  with  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds,  expel  a  member,  but  not  the  second  time, 
for  the  same  cause;  and  shall  have  all  other  powers,  necessary  to  pro- 
vide for  its  safety,  and  the  undisturbed  transaction  of  its  business. 

Sec.  9.  Each  house  shall  keep  a  correct  journal  of  its  proceed- 
ings, which  shall  be  published.  At  the  desire  of  any  two  m.embers,  the 
yeas  and  nays  shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal;  and,  on  the  passage 
of  every  bill,  in  either  house,  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays, 
and  entered  upon  the  journal ;  and  no  law  shall  be  passed  in  either 
house  without  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected 
thereto. 

Sec.  10.  Any  member  of  either  house  shall  have  the  right  to 
protest  against  any  act,  or  resolution  thereof;  and  such  protest,  and 
the  reasons  therefor,  shall,  without  alteration,  commitment,  or  delay,  be 
entered  upon  the  journal. 

Sec.  II.  All  vacancies  which  may  happen  in  either  house  shall, 
for  the  unexpired  term,  be  filled  by  election,  as  shall  be  directed  by  law. 

Sec.  12.  Senators  and  Representatives,  during  the  session  ,of  the 
General  Assembly,  and  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  same,  shall 
be  privileged  from  arrest,  in  all  cases,  except  treason,  felony,  or  breach 
of  the  peace;  and  for  any  speech,  or  debate,  in  either  house,  they  shall 
not  be  questioned  elsewhere. 

Sec.  13.  The  proceedings  of  both  houses  shall  be  public,  except 
in  casfes  which,  in  the  opinion  of  two-thirds  of  those  present,  require 
secrecy. 

Sec.  14.  Neither  house  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other, 
adjourn  for  more  than  two  days,  Sundays  excluded;  nor  to  any  other 
place  than  that,  in  which  the  two  houses  shall  be  in  session. 

Sec.  15.  Bills  may  originate  in  either  house;  but  may  be  altered, 
amended,  or  rejected  in  the  other. 
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Sec.  i6.  Every  bill  shall  be  fully  and  distinctly  read  three  different 
iiays,  unless  in  case  of  urgency  three-fourths  of  the  house  in  which  it 
shall  be  pending",  shall  dispense  with  the  rule.  No  bill  shall  contain 
more  than  one  subject,  which  shall  be  clearly  expressed  in  its  title,  and 
no  law  shall  be  revived  or  amended  unless  the  new  act  contain  the  entire 
act  revived,  or  the  section  or  sections  amended,  and  th^  section  or  sections 
so  amended  shall  be  repealed.  j 

Every  bill  passed  by  both  houses  of  the  General  Assembly  shall, 
before  said  bill  can  become  law,  be  presented  to  the  governor.  If 
he  approves  he  shall  sign  said  bill  and  thereupon  said  bill  shall  be  law. 
If  he  object  he  shall  not  sign  and  shall'  return  said  bill,  together  with  is 
objection  thereto  in  "writing,  to  the  house  wiierem  adid  uil]  on^iiuiL^J, 
which  house  shall  enter  at  large  upon  its  journal  said  objection  and 
shall  proceed  to  reconsider  said  bill.  If,  after  said  reconsideration,  at 
least  two-thirds  of  the  members-elect  of  that  house  vote  to  repass  said 
bill  it  shall  be  sent,  together  with  said  objection,  to  the  other  house, 
which  shall  enter  at  large  upon  its.'  journal  said  objection  and  shall 
proceed  to  to  reconsider  said  bill.  If,  after  said  reconsideration,  at 
least  two-thirds  of  the  members-elect  of  that  house  vote  to  pass  said 
bill  it  shall  be  law,  otherwise  it  shall  not  be  law.  The  votes  for  the 
repassage  of  said  bill  shall  in  each  house  respectively  be  no  less  than 
those  given  on  the  original  passage.  If  any  bill  passed  by  both  houses 
of  the  General  Assembly  and  presented  to  the  governor  is  not  signed 
and  is  not  returned  to  the  house  wherein  it  originated  and  within  ten 
days  after  being  so  presented,  exclusive  of  Sunday  and  the  day  said  bill 
was  presented,  said  bill  shall  be  law  as  in  like  manner  as  if  signed,  unless 
final  adjournment  of  the  General  Assembly  prevents  such  return,  n  which 
case,  shall  be  law,  unless  objected  to  by  the  Governor  and  filed,  together 
with  is  objection  thereto  in  writing,  by  him  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  within  the  prescribed  ten  days ;  and  the  Secretary  of  State  shall 
at  once  make  public  said  fact  and  shall  return  ^aid  bill,  together  with 
said  objection,  upon  the  opening  of  the  next  following  session  of  the 
General  Assembly,  to  the  house  wherein  said  bill  originated,  where  it  shall 
he  treated  in  like  manner  as  if  returned  within  the  prescribed  ten  days. 

If  any  bill  passed  by  both  houses  of  the  General  Assembly  and  pre- 
sented to  the  Governor  contains  two  or  more  sections,  or  two  or  more 
items  of  appropriation  of  money,  he  may  object  to  one  or  more  of  said 
sections  or  to  one  or  more  of  said  items  of  appropriation  oof  mney,  and 
•approve  the  other  portion  f  said  bill,  in  which  case  said  approved  portion 
may  be  signed  and  then  shall  be  law ;  and  such  section  or  sections,  item 
or  items  of  appropriation  of  money  objected  to  shall  be  returned  within 
the  time  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  for,  and  shall  be  separately 
reconsidered  as  in  the  case  of,  a  whole  bill ;  but  if  final  adjournment  of 
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the  General  Assembly  prevents  such  return  the  Governor  shall  file  said 
section  or  sections,  item  or  items  of  appropriation  of  money,  together 
with  his  objection  thereto  in  writing,  with  the  Secretary  of  State  as  in  the 
case  of  a  whole  bill,  and  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  then  make  public 
said  fact  but  shall  not  further  act  as  in  the  case  of  a  whole  bill.  [As 
amended  November,  1903.] 

Sec.  17.  The  presiding  officer  of  each  house  shall  sign,  publicly 
in  the  presence  of  the  house  over  which  he  presides,  while  the  same  is 
in  session  and  capable  of  transacting  business  all  bills  and  joint  reso- 
lutions passed  by  the  General  Assembly. 

Sec.  18.  The  style  of  the  laws  of  this  s^^te  sh?!!  ^'-/"'P.'  ">  :-r:'^d 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio." 

Sec.  19.  No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the  term  for 
which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  or  for  one  year  thereafter,  be  appointed 
to  any  civil  office  under  this  state,  which  shall  be  created  or  the  emoluments 
of  which  shall  have  been  increased,  during  the  term  for  which  he  shall 
have  been  elected. 

Sec.  20.  The  General  Assembly,  in  cases  not  provided  for  in  this 
constitution,  shall  fix  the  term  of  office  and  the  compensation  of  all  officers ; 
but  no  change  therein  shall  affect  the  salary  of  any  officer  during  his 
existing  term,  unless  the  office  be  abolished. 

Sec.  21.  The  General  Assembly  shall  determine,  by  law,  before 
what  authority,  and  in  what  manner,  the  trial  of  contested  elections  shall 
be  conducted. 

Sec.  22.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury,  except  in 
pursuance  of  a  specific  appropriation,  made  by  la-'vr;  and  no  appropriation 
shall  be  made  for  a  longer  period  than  two  years. 

Sec.  23.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  have  the  sole  power 
of  impeachment,  but  a  majority  of  the  members  elected  must  concur 
therein.  Impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  Senate;  and  the  senators, 
when  sitting  for  that  purpose,  shall  be  upon  oath  or  affirmation  to  do 
justice  according  to  law  and  evidence.  No  person  shall  be  convicted 
without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  senators. 
Sec.  24.  The  governor,  judges,  and  all  state  officers,  may  be 
impeached  for  any  misdemeanor  in  office;  but  judgment 'shall  not  extend 
further  than  the  removal  from  office,  and  disqualification  to  hold  an> 
office,  under  the  authority  of  this  state.  The  party  impeached,  whether 
convicted  or  not,  shall  be  liable  to  indictment,  trial  and  judgment,  accord- 
ing to  law. 

Sec.  25.  All  regular  sessions  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  com- 
mence on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  biennially.  The  first  session. 
under  this  constitution,  shall  commence  on  the  first  Monday  of  January, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-two. 
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Sec.  26.  All  -laws,  of  a  general  nature,  shall  have  a  uniform  opera- 
tion throughout  the  state;  nor,  shall  any  act,  except  such  as  relates  to 
public  schools,  be  passed,  to  take  effect  upon  the  approval  of  any  other 
authority  than  the  General  Assembly,  except,  as  otherwise  provided  in 
this  constitution. 

Sec.  27.  The  election  and  appointment  of  all  officers,  and  the  filling 
of  all  vacancies,  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  this  constitution,  or  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  made  in  such  manner  as  may 
be  directed  by  law;  but  no  appointing  power  shall  be  exercised  by  the 
General  Assembly,  except  as  prescribed  in  this  constiution,  and  in  the 
election  of  the  United  States  senators ;  and  in  these  cases  the  vote  shall 
be  taken    viva  voce.' 

Sec.  28.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  no  power  to  pass 
retroactive  laws,  or  law^s  impairing  the  obligation  of  contracts ;  but  may, 
by  general  laws,  authorize  courts  to  carry  into  effect,  upon  such  terms 
as  shall  be  just  and  equitable,  the  manifest  intention  of  parties,  and  offi- 
cers, by  curing  omissions,  defects,  and  errors,  in  instruments  and  pro- 
ceedings, arising  out  of  their  want  of  conformity  with  the  laws  of  this 
state. 

Sec.  29.  No  extra  compensation  shall  be  made  to  any  officer,  pub- 
lic agent,  or  contractor,  after  the  service  shall  have  been  rendered,  or  the 
contract  entered  into;  nor  shall  any  money  be  paid,  on  any  claim,  the 
subject  matter  of  which  shall  not  have  been  provided  for  by  pre-existing 
law,  unless  such  compensation,  or  claim,  be  allowed  by  two-thirds  of 
the  members  elected  to  each  branch  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Sec.  30.  No  new  county  shall  contain  less  than  four  hundred 
square  miles  of  territory,  nor  shall  any  county  be  reduced  below  that 
amount;  and  all  laws  creating  new  counties,  changing  county  lines,  or 
removing  county  seats,  shall,  before  taking  effect,  be  submitted  to  the 
electors  of  the  several  counties  to  be  affected  thereby,  at  the  next 
general  election  after  the  passage  thereof,  and  be  adopted  by  a  majority  of 
all  the  electors  voting  at  such  election,  in  each  of  said  counties:  but 
'my  'county  now  or  hereafter  containing  one  hundred  tliousand  inhabi- 
tants, may  be  divided,  whenever  a  majority  of  the  voters  residing  in 
each  of  the  proposed  divisions  shall  approve  of  the  law  passed  for  that 
purpose;  but  no  town  or  city  w^ithin  the  same  shall  be  divided,  nor 
shall  either  of  the  divisions  contain  less  than  twenty  thousand  inhabitants. 

Sec.  31.  The  members  and  officers  of  the  General  Assembly  shall 
receive  a  fixed  compensation,  to  be  prescribed  by  law,  and  no  other 
allowance  or  perquisites,  either  in  the  payment  of  postage  or  otherwise ; 
and  no  change  in  their  *  compensation  shall  take  eft'ect  during  their 
term  of  office. 
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Sec.  32.  The  General  Assembly  shall  grant  no  divorce,  nor  exercise 
any  judicial  power  not  herein  expressly  conferred. 

Article  III.    , 

EXECUTIVE. 

Sec.  i.  The  executive  department  shall  consist  of  a  governor, 
lieutenant  governor,  secretary  of  state,  auditor  of  state,  treasurer  of 
state,  and  an  attorney-general,  who  shall  be  elected  on  the  £rst  Tuesday 
after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  by  the  electors  of  the  state,  and 
at  the  places  of  voting  for  members  of  the  General  AssembW.  [A- 
amended  October  13,  1885;  82  v.  446.] 

Sec.  2.  The  governor,  lieutenant  governor,  secretary  of  state, 
treasurer,  and  attorney-general  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years ; 
and  the  auditor  for  four  years.  Their  term  of  office  shall  commence  on 
the  second  Monday  of  January  next  after  their  election,  and  continue 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  3.  The  returns  for  every  election  for  the  officers  nam.ed  in  the 
foregoing  election  shall  be  sealed  up  and  transmitted  to  the  seat  of  gov- 
ernment, by  the  returning  officers,  directed  to  the  president  of  the  senate, 
who,  during  the  first  week  of  the  session,  shall  open  and  publish  them, 
and  declare  the  result,  in  the  presence  of  a  majorit}^  of  the  members 
of  each  house  of  the  General  Assembly.  The  person  having  the  highest 
number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  duly  elected ;  but  if  any  two  or 
more  shall  be  highest,  and  equal  in  votes,  for  the  same  office,  one  of 
them  shall  be  chosen  by  the  joint  vote  of  both  houses. 

Sec.  4.  Should  there  be  no  session  of  che  General  Assembly  in 
January  next  after  an  election  for  any  of  the  officers  aforesaid,  the 
returns  of  such  election  shall  be  made  to  the  secretary  of  state,  and 
opened,  and  the  result  declared  by  the  governor,  in  such  manner  as 
may  be  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  5.  The  supreme  executive  power  of  this  state  shall  be  vested 
in  the  governor. 

Sec.  6.  He  may  require  information,  in  writing,  from  the  officers 
in  the  executive  department,  upon  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices,  and  shall  see  that  the  laws  are  faithfully  executed. 

Sec.  7.  He  shall  communicate  at  every  session,  by  message,  to 
the  General  Assembly,  the  condition  of  the  state,  and  recommend  such 
measures  as  he  shall  deem  expedient. 

Sec.  8.  He  may,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene  the  General 
Assembly  by  proclamation,  and  shall  state  to  'both  houses,  when  assem- 
bled, the  purpose  for  which  they  have  been  convened. 
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Sec.  9.  In  case  of  a  disagreement  between  the  two  houses,  in 
respect  to  the  time  of  adjournment,  he  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  the 
General  Assembly  to  such  time  as  he  may  think  proper,  but  not  beyond 
llic  regular  meetings  thereof. 

Sec.  10.  He  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  military  and  naval 
forces  of  the  state,  except  when  they  shall  be  called  into  the  service  of 
the  United  States. 

Sec.  II.  He  shall  have  power,  after  conviction,  to  grant  reprieves, 
commutations,  and  pardons,  for  all  crimes  and  offenses,  except  treason 
and  cases  of  impeachment,  upon  such  conditions  as  he  may  think  proper ; 
subject,  however,  to  such  regulations,  as  to  the  manner  of  for  applying 
pardons,  as  niay  be  piehCiil^cJ  Ly  la-^v.  Upon  convicticn  Irr  wzzzor,,  he 
niay  suspend  the  execution  of  the  sentence,  and  report  the  case  to  the 
General  Assembly,  at  its  next  meeting,  when  the  General  Assembly  shall 
cither  pardon,  commute  the  sentence,  direct  its  execution,  or  grant  a 
further  reprieve.  He  shall  communicate  to  the  General  Assembly,  at 
every  regular  session  each  case  of  reprieve,  commutation,  or  pardon 
g^ranted,  stating  the  name  and  crime  of  convict,  the  sentence,  its  date, 
and  the  date  of  the  communtation,  pardon,  or  reprieve,  with  his  reason 
therefor. 

Sec.  12.  There  shall  be  a  seal  of  the  state,  which  shall  be  kept 
by  the  governor,  and  used  by  him  officially;  and  shall  be  called  "The 
Great  Seal  of  the  State  of  Ohio." 

Sec.  13.  All  grants  and  commissions  shall  be  issued  in  the  name, 
and  by  the  authority,  of  the  state  of  Ohio;  sealed  with  the  great  seal; 
signed  by  the  governor,  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  of  state. 

Sec  14.  No  member  of  Congress,  or  other  person  holding  office 
under  the  authority  of  this  state,  or  of  the  United  States,  shall  execute 
Ihc  office  of  governor,  except  as  herein  provided. 

Sec  15.  In  case  of  the  death,  impeachment,  resignation,  removal, 
*"*r  other  disability  of  the  governor,  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  office, 
for  the  residue  of  the  term,  or  until  he  shall  be  acquitted,  or  the  disability 
removed,  shall  devolve  upon  the  lieutenant  governor. 

■  Sec  16.  The  lieutenant  governor  shall  be  president  of  the  senate, 
^Hit  shall  vote  only  when  the  senate  is  equally  divided;  and  in  case  of 
^^is  absence,  or  impeachment,  or  when  he  shall  exercise  the  office  of 
JTovcrnor,  the  senate  shall  choose  a  president  pro  tempore. 

Sec  17.  If  the  lieutenant  governor,  while  executing  the  office  of 
iCovernor,  shall  be  impeached,  displaced,  resign  or  die,  or  otherwise 
^•come  incapable  of  performing  the  duties  of  the  office,  the  president  of 
the  senate  shall  act  as  governor  until  the  vacancy  is  filled,  or  the  dis- 
ability removed ;  and  if  the  president  of  the  senate,  for  any  of  the  above 
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causes,  shall  be  rendered"  incapable  of  performing  the  duties  pertaining 
to  the  office  of  governor,  the  same  shall  devolve  upon  the  speaker  of 
the  house  of  representatives. 

Sec.  1 8.  Should  the  office  of  auditor,  treasurer,  secretary,  or  attor- 
ney-general, become  vacant,  for  any  of  the  causes  specified  in  the  fifteenth 
section  of  this  article,  the  governor  shall  fill  the  vacancy  until  the 
disability  is  removed,  or  a  successor  elected  and  qualified.  Every  such 
vacancy  shall  be  fielled  by  election,  at  the  first  general  election  that  occurs 
more  than  thirty  days  after  it  shall  have  happened ;  and  the  person 
chosen  shall  hold  the  office  for  the  full  term  fixed  in  the  second  section 
of  this  article. 

Sec.  19.  The  officers  mentioned  in  this  article  shall,  at  stated 
times,  receive  for  their  services,  a  compensation  to  be  established  by  law, 
which  shall  neither  be  increased  nor  diminished  during  the  period  tor 
which  they  shall  have  been  elected. 

Sec.  20.  The  officers  of  the  executive  department,  and  of  the  public 
state  institutions  shall,  at  least  five  days  preceding  each  regular  session 
of  the  General  Assembly,  severally  report  to  the  governor,  who  shall 
transmit  such  reports,  with  his  message,  to  the  General  Assembly. 

Article  IV. 

JUDICIAL. 

Sec.  I.  The  judicial  power  of  the  state  is  vested  in  a  supreme 
court,  circuit  courts,  courts  of  common  pleas,  courts  of  probate,  justices 
of  the  peace,  and  such  other  courts  inferior  to  the  supreme  court,  as  the 
General  Assembly  may,  fro  mtime  to  time  establish.

Sec.  2.  The  supreme  court  shall,  until  otherwise  provided  by 
law,  consist  of  five  judges,  a  majority  of  whom  competent  to  sit  shall 
be  necessary,  to  form  a  quorum  or  to  pronounce  a  decision,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided.  It  shall  have  original  jurisdiction  in  quo  war- 
ranto, mandamus,  habeas  corpus  and  procedendo,  and  such  appellate 
jurisdiction  as  may  be  provided  by  law\  It  shall  hold  at  least  one  term 
^n  each  year  at  the  seat  of  government,  and  such  other  terms,  there  or 
elsewhere,  as  may  be  provided  by  law.  Tlie  judges  of  the  supreme 
court  shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  of  the  state  at  large,  for  such  term. 
not  less  than  five  years,  as  the  General  Assembly  may  prescribe,  and 
they  shall  be  elected  and  their  official  term  shall  begin  at  such  time  as 
may  be  fixed  by  law.  In  case  the  General  Assembly  shall  increase  the 
number  of  such  judges,  the  first  term  of  each  of  such  additional  judges 
shall  be  such,  that  in  each  year  after  their  first  election,  an  equal  num- 
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l<r  of  judges  of  the  supreme  court  shall  be  elected,  except  in  elections 
:j  fill  vacancies;  and  whenever  the  number  of  such  judges  shall  be  in- 
creased, the  General  Assembly  may  authorize  such  court  to  organize

Sec.  3.  The  state  shall  be  divided  into  nine  common  pleas  dis- 
tricts, of  which  the  county  of  Hamilton  shall  constitute  one,  of  compact  . 
territory,  and  bounded  by  county  lines;  and  each  of  said  districts,  con- 
sisting of  three  or  more  counties,  shall  be  subdivided  into  three  parts, 
oi  compact  territory,  bounded  by  county  lines,  and  as  nearly  equal  in 
population  as  practicable;  in  each  of  which,  one  judge  of  the  court  of 
common  pleas  for  said  district,  and  residing  therein,  shall  be  elected  by 
the  electors  of  said  subdivision.  Courts  of  common  pleas  shall  be  held, 
by  one  or  more  of  these  judges,  in  every  county  in  the  district,  as  often 
as  may  be  provided  by  law ;  and  more  than  one  court,  or  sitting  thereof, 
nuy  be  held  at  the  same  time  in  each  district. 

Sec.  4.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  courts  of  common  pleas,  and  of 
the  judges  thereof,  shall  be  fixed  by  law.

Sec.  6.  The  circuit  court  shall  have  like  original  jurisdiction  with

niay  be  provided  by  law,  and  shall  be  held  in  each  county,  at  least  once

90unties,  and  be  proceeded  in  as  though  said  district  courts  had  not  been 
abolished,  and  the  district  courts  shall  continue  in  existence  until  the 
election  and  qualification  of  the  judges  of  the  circuit  court.  [As  amended

Sec.  7.  There  shall  be  established  in  each  county,  a  probate  court, 
which  shall  be  a  court  of  record,  open  at  all  times,  and  holden  by  one 
judge,  elected  by  the  voters  of  the  county,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for 
the  term  of  three  years,  and  shall  receive  such  compensation,  payable 
out  of  the  county  treasury,  or  by  fees,  or  both,  as  shall  be  provided  by 
law. 

Sec.  8.  The  probate  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  probate  and 
ttstamentcii y  irititlcis,  the  d-ppOiiitiiicnc  ol  duiiiinianaLuib  ana  guardians, 
the  settlement  of  accounts  of  executors, .  administrators,  and  guardians, 
and  such  jurisdiction  in  habeas  corpus,  the  issuing  of  marriage  licenses, 
and  for  the  sale  of  land  by  executors,  administrators,  and  guardians, 
and  such  other  jurisdiction,  in  any  county  or  counties,  as  may  be  pro- 
vided by  law. 

Sec.  9.  A  competent  number  of  justices  of  the  peace  shall  be 
elected,  by  the  electors,  in  each  township  in  the  several  counties.  Their 
term  of  office  shall  be  three  years,  and  their  powers  and  duties  shall  be 
regelated  by  law. 

Sec.  id.  All  judges,  other  than  those  provided  for  in  this  con- 
stitution, shall  be  elected,  by  the  electors  of  the  judicial  district  for  which 
they  may  be  created,  but  not  for  a  longer  term  of  office  than  five  years.

Sec.  12.  The  judges  of  the  courts  of  common  pleas  shall,  while 
in  ofiice,  reside  in  the  district  for  which  they  are  elected;  and  their  term 
of  office  shall  be  for  five  years. 

Sec.  13.  In  case  the  office  of  any  judge  shall  become  vacant,  be- 
fore the  expiration  of  the  regular  term  for  which  he  was  elected,  the

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Sec  15.  The  General  Assembly  may  increase,  or  diminish,  the 
liuuibcr  of  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court,  the  number  of  the  districts 
of  the  court  of  common  pleas,  the  number  of  judges  in  any  district, 
change  the  districts,  or  the  subdivisions  thereof,  or  estabUsh  other  courts, 
whenever  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  each  house  shall  concur 
therein ;  but  no  such  change,  addition,  or  diminution,  shall  vacate  the  office 
of  any  judge.  » 

Sec.  16.  There  shall  be  elected  in  each  county,  by  the  electors 
thereof,  one  clerk  of  the  court  of  common  pleas,  who  shall  hold  his  office 
for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  and 
qualified.  He  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  be  clerk  of  all  other  courts

regulations  as  may  be  directed  by  law.  Clerks  of  courts  shall  be  re- 
movable for  such  cause  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by- 
law. 

Sec.  17.  Judges  may  be  removed  from  office,  by  concurrent  reso- 
lution'of  both  houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  if  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers, elected  to  each  house,  concur  therein;  but  no  such  removal  shall 
be  made,  except  upon  complaint,  the  substance  of  which  shall  be  en- 
tered on  the  journal,  nor,  until  the  party  charged  shall  have  had  notice 
thereof,  and  an  opportunity  to  be  heard. 

Sec.  18.  The  several  judges  of  the  supreme  court,  of  the  common 
pleas,  and  of  such  other  courts  as  may  be  created,  shall,  respectively,. 
have  ard  exercise  such  power  and  jurisdiction,  at  chambers,  or  other- 
wise, as  may  be  directed  by  law. 

Sec.  19.  The  General  Assembly  may  establish  courts  of  concilia- 
tion, and  prescribe  their  powers  and  duties ;  but  such  courts  shall  not 
render  final  judgment  in  any  case,  except  upon  submission,  by  the  par- 
ses, of  the  matter  in  dispute,  and  their  agreement  to  abide  such  judg- 
ment. 

Sec.  20.  The  style  of  all  process  shall  be,  "The  State  of  Ohio;" 
all  prosecutions  shall  be. carried  on,  in  the  name,  and  by  the  authority, 
<^f  the  State  of  Ohio;  and  all  indictments  shall  conclude,  ''against  the 
p<'ace  and  dignity  of  the  State  of  Ohio." 

Sec.  22.  (21)  A  commission,  which  shall  consist  .of  five  mem- 
»^rs,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
^^  the  Senate,  the  members  of  which  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of 
three  years  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  February,  1876,  to  dispose  of 
such  part  of  the  business  then  on  the  dockets  of  the  supreme  court,  as 
*hall,  by  arrangement  between  said  commission  and  said  court,  be  trans- 
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ferred  to  such  commission;  and  said  commission  shall  have  like  juris- 
diction and  power  in  respect  to  such  business  as  are  or  may  be  vested  in 
said  court;  and  the  members  of  said  commission  shall  receive  a  like 
compensation  for  the  time  being  with  the  judges  of  said  court.  A  ma- 
jority of  the  members  of  said  commission  shall  be  necessary  to  form  a 
quorum  or  pronounce  a  decision,  and  its  decision  shall  be  certified,  en- 
tered, and  enforced  as  the  judgments  of  the  supreme  court,  and  at  the 
expiration  of  the  term  of  said  commission,  all  business  undisposed  of, 
shall  by  it  be  certified  to  the  supreme  court  and  disposed  of  as  if  said 
commission  had  never  existed.  The  clerk  and  reporter  of  said  court 
shall  be  the  clerk  and  reporter  of  said  commission,  and  the  commis- 
f^k^n  sha.ii  hnvv,  ziu,h  ^ui^i  attendants  not  exceeding  in  number  those 
provided  by  law  for  said  court,  which  attendants  said  commission  may 
appoint  and  remove  at  its  pleasure.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  said 
corftmission,  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  of  the  governor,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  if  the  senate  be  in  session,  and  if  the 
genate  be  not  in  session,  by  the  governor,  but  in  such  last  case,  such  ap- 
pointment shall  expire  at  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  the  General  As- 
.sembly.  The  General  Assembly  may,  on  application  of  the  suprem.e 
court  duly  entered  on  the  journal  of  the  court  and  certified,  provide 
by  law,  W'henever  two-thirds  of  such  [each]  house  shall  concur  therein, 
from  time  to  time,  for  the  appointment,  in  like  manner,  of  a  like  com- 
mission with  like  powders,  jurisdiction  and  duties ;  provided,  that  the  term 
of  any  such  commission  shall  not  exceed  two  years,  nor  shall  it  be  created 
oftener  than  once  in  ten  years.

Article  V. 

.  ELECTIVE  FRANCHISE. 

Sec.  I  Every  white  male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  of  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years,  who  shall  have  been  a  resident  of  the  state  one 
year  next  preceding  the  election,  and  of  the  county,  township,  or  ward, 
in  which  he  resides,  such  time  as  may  be  provided  by  law^,  shall  have  the 
qualifications  of  an  elector,  and  be  entitled  to  vote  at  all  elections. 

Sec.  2.     All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot, 
'    Sec.  3.     Electors,  during  their  attendance  at  elections,  and  in  going 
to,  and  returning  therefrom,  shall  be  privileged  from  arrest,  in  all  cases, 
except  treason,  felony,  and  breach  of  the  peace. 

Sec.  4.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  power  to  exclude  from 
the  privilege  of  voting,  or  of  being  eligible  to  office,  any  person  con- 
victed of  bribery,  perjury,  or  other  infamous  crime. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  in  the  military,  naval,  or  marine  serv'ice  of  the 
United  States,  shall,  by  being  stationed  in  any  garrison,  or  military,  or 
naval  station,  within  the  state,  be  considered  a  resident  of  this  state. 
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Sec.  6.  No  idiot,  or  insane  person,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  privileges 
of  an  elector. 

Article  VI. 

EDUCATION. 

Sec.  I.  The  principal  of  all  funds,  arising  from  the  sale,  or  other 
disposition  of  lands,  or  other  property,  granted  or  entrusted  to  this  state 
for  educational  or  religious  purposes,  shall  forever  be  preserved  invio- 
late, and  undiminished ;  and,  the  income  arising  therefrom,  shall  be  faith- 
fully applied  to  the  specific  objects  of  the  original  grants,  or  appropria- 
tion <= 

Sec.  2.  The  General  Assembly  shall  make  such  provisions,  by 
taxation,  or  otherwise,  as,  with  the  income  arising  from  the  school  trust 
fund,  will  secure  a  thorough  and  efficient  system  of  common  schools 
throughout  the  state;  but  no  religious  or  other  sect,  or  sects,  shall  ever 
have  any  exclusive  right  to,  or  control  of,  any  part  of  the  school  funds 
of  this  state. 

Article  VII. 

public  institutions. 

Sec.  I.  Institutions  for  the  benefit  of  the  insane,  blind,  and  deaf 
and  dumb,  shall  always  be  fostered  and  supported  by  the  state;  and 
be  subject  to  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  General  As- 
sembly. 

Sec.  2.  The  directors  of  the  penitentiary  shall  be  appointed  or 
elected  n  such  manner  as  the  General  Assembly  may  direct;  and  the 
trustees  of  the  benevolent,  and  other  state  institutions,  now  elected  by  the 
General  Assembly,  and  of  such  other  state  institutions,  as  may  be  here- 
after created,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  senate;  and  upon  all  nominations  made  by  th^ 
governor,  the  question  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  entered 
upon  the  journals  of  the  senate. 

Sec.  3.  The  governor  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that 
may  occur  in  the  offices  aforesaid,  until  the  next  session  of  the  General 
Assembly,  and,  until  a  successor  to  his  appointee  shall  be  confirmed  and 
qualified. 

Article  VIII. 

public  debt  and  public  works. 

Sec.  I.  The  state  may  contract  debts  to  supply  casual  deficits  or 
failures  in  revenues,  or  to  meet  expenses  not  otherwise  provided  for ;  but 
the  aggregate  amount  of  such  debts,  direct  or  contingent,  whether  con- 
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tracted  by  virtue  of  one  or  more  acts  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  at 
different  periods  of  tniie,  shall  never  exceed  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars ;  and  the  money,  arising  from  the  creation  of  such  debts, 
shall  be  applied  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  obtained,  or  to  repay 
the  debts  so  contracted,  and  to  no  other  purpose  whatever. 

Sec.  2.  In  addition  to  the  above  limited  power,  the  state  may  con- 
tract debts  to  repel  invasion,  suppress  insurrection,  defend  the  state  in 
war,  or  to  redeem  the  present  outstanding  indebtedness  of  the  state ;  but 
the  money,  arising  from  the  contracting  of  such  debts,  shall  be  applied 
to  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  raised,  or  to  repay  such  debts,  and  to  no 
other  purpose  whatever;  and  all  debts,  incurred  to  redeem  the  present 
outstanding  indebt<;dness  oi  uie  alale,  iiictil  be  au  <^uiiLici-wccu  dS  uj  ue  pay- 
able by  the  sinking  fund,  hereinafter  provided  for,  as  the  same  shall 
accumulate. 

Sec.  3.  Except  the  debts  above  specified  in  sections  one  and  two 
of  this  article,  no  debt  whatever  shall  hereafter  be  created  by  or  on  be- 
half of  the  state. 

Sec.  4.  The  credit  of  the  state  shall  not,  in  any  manner  be  given 
or  loaned  to,  or  in  aid  of,  any  individual  association  or  corporation  what- 
ever; nor  shall  the  state  ever  hereafter  become  a  joint  owner,  or  stock- 
holder, in  any  company  or  association  in  this  state,  or  elsewhere,  formed 
for  any  purpose  whatever. 

Sec.  5.  The  state  shall  never  assume  the  debts  of  any  county,  city, 
town,  or  -townshipj  or  of  any  corporation  whatever,  unless  such  debt 
shall  have  been  created  to  repel  invasion,  suppress  insurrection,  or  defend 
the  state  in  war. 

Sec.  6.  The  General  Assembly  shall  never  authorize  any  county, 
city,  town,  or  township,  by  vote  of  its  citizens,  or  otherwise,  to  become  a 
stockholder  in  any  joint  stock  company,  corporation,  or  association  what- 
ever; or  to  raise  money  for,  or  loan  its  credit  to,  or  in  aid  of,  any  such 
company,  corporation,  or  association. 

Sec.  7.  The  faith  of  the  state  being  pledged  for  the  payment  of 
its  public  debt,  in  order  to  provide  therefor,  there  shall  be  created  a 
sinking  fund,  which  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  accruing  interest  on 
such  debt,  and,  annually,  to  reduce  the  principal  thereof,  by  a  sum  not 
less  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  increased  yearly,  and  each  and 
every  year,  by  compounding,  at  the  rate  of  six  percent  per  annum.  The 
said  sinking  fund  shall  consist,  of  the  net  annual  income  of  the  public 
works  and  stocks  owned  by  the  state,  of  any  other  funds  or  resources 
that  are,  or  may  be,  provided  by  law,  and  of  such  further  sum,  to  be 
raised  by  taxation,  as  may  be  required  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

Sec.  8.  The  auditor  of  state,  secretary  of  state,  and  attorney-gen- 
eral, are  hereby  created  a  board  of  commissioners,  to  be  styled,  "The 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund." 
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Sec.  9.  The  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  shall,  immediately 
preceding  each  regular  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  make  an  estimate 
of  the  probable  amount  of  the  fund,  provided  for  in, the  seventh  section 
of  this  article,  from  all  sources  except  from  taxation,  and  report  the 
same,  together  with  all  their  proceedings  relative  to  said  fund  and  the 
public  debt,  to  the  governor,  who  shall  transmit  the  same  with  his  regular 
message,  to  the  General  Assembly ;  and  the  General  Assembly  shall  make 
all  necessary  provision  for  raising  and  disbursing  said  sinking  fund,  in 
pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners  faithfully 
to  apply  said  fund,  together  with  all  moneys  that  may  be,  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  apprcpnatcn  tc  that  object,  tc  tnc  payment  zt  tnc  in- 
terest, as  it  becomes  due,  and  the  redemption  of  the  principal  of  the 
public  debt  of  the  state,  excepting  only,  the  school  and  trust  funds  held 
by  the  state. 

Sec.  II.  The  said  commissioners  shall,  semi-annually,  make  a  full 
and  detailed  report  of  their  proceedings  to  the  governor,  who  shall  im- 
mediately, cause  the  same  to  be  published,  and  shall  also  communicate 
the  same  to  the  General  Assembly,  forthyith,  if  it  be  in  session,  and  if 
not,  then  at  its  first  session  after  such  report  shall  be  made. 

Sec.  12.  So  long  as  this  state  shall  have  public  works  which  re- 
quire superintendence,  there  shall  be  a  board  of  public  works,  to  consist 
of  three  members,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  people,  at  the  first  general 
election  after  the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  one  for  the  term  of  one 
year,  one  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  one  for  the  term  of  three  years; 
and  one  member  of  said  board  shall  be  elected  annually  thereafter,  who 
shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years. 

Sec.  13.  The  powers  and  duties  of  said  board  of  public  works,  and 
its  several  rnembers,  and  their  compensation,  shall  be  such  as  are  now,  or 
may  be,  prescribed  by  law. 

Article  IX. 

MILITIA. 

Sec.  I.  All  white  male  citizens,  residents  of  tiiis  state,  being 
<^ghteen  years  of  age,  and  under  the  age  of  forty-five  years,  shall  be 
enrolled  in  the  militia,  and  perform  military  duty,  in  such  manner,  not 
mcompatible  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  Majors  general,  birigadiers  general,  colonels,  lieutenant 
colonels,  majors,  captains,  and  subalterns,  shall  be  elected  by  the  persons 
subject  to  military  duty,  in  their  respective  districts. 

Sec.  3.  The  governor  shall  appoint  the  adjutant-general,  quarter- 
master-general, and  such  other  staff  officers,  as  may  be  provided  for  by 
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law.  Majors  general,  brigadiers  general,  colonels,  or  commandants  of 
regiments,  battalions,  or  squadrons,  shall,  severally,  appoint  their  staff, 
and  captains  shall  appoint  their  non-commissioned  officers  and  musi- 
cians. 

Sec.  4.  The  governor  shall  commission  all  officers  of  the  line  and 
staff,  ranking  as  such;  and  shall  have  power  to  call  forth  the  militia, 
to  execute  the  laws  of  the  state,  to  supress  insurrection,  and  repel  in- 
vasion. 

■ "  Sec.  5.     The  General  Assembly  shall  provide,  by  law,  for  the  pro- 
tection and  safe-keeping  of  the  public  arms. 

Akticj^e  X.  ;       - 

COUNTY  AND  TOWNSHIP  ORGANIZATIONS. 

Sec.  I.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide,  by  law,  for  the  elec- 
tion of  such  county  and  township  officers  as  may  be  necessary. 

Sec.  2.  County  officers  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Tuesday  after 
the  first  Monday  in  November,  by  the  electors  of  each  county  in  such 
manner,  and  for  such  term,  not  exceeding  three  years,  as  may  be  pro- 
vided by  law.     [As  amended  October  13,  1885 ;  82  v.  446.] 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  sheriff,  or  county 
treasurer,  for  more  than  four  years,  in  any  period  of  six  years. 

Sec.  4.  Township  officers  shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  of  each 
township,  at  such  time,  in  such  manner,  and  for  such  term,  not  exceed- 
ing three  years,  as  may  be  provided  by  law ;  but  shall  hold  their  offices 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  [As  amended  October 
13,  1885 ;  82  V.  449.] 

Sec.  5.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  any  county  or  township 
treasury,  except  by  authority  of  law. 

Sec.  6.  Justices  of  the  peace,  and  county  and  township  officers, 
may  be  removed,  in  such  manner  and  for  such  cause,  as  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  law. 

Sec.  7.  The  commissioners  of  counties,  the  trustees  of  townships, 
and  similar  boards,  shall  have  such  power  of  local  taxation,  for  police 
purposes,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Article  XI. 

APPORTIOITMENT. 

Sec.  I.  The  apportionment  of  this  state  for  members  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  shall  be  made  every  ten  years,  after  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  in  the  following  manner:  The  whole  popula- 
tion of  the  state,  as  ascertained  by  the  federal  census,  or  in  such  other 
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mode  as  the  General  Assembly  may  direct,  shall  be  divided  by  the  num- 
ber "one  hundred,"  and  the  quotient  shall  be  the  ratio  of  representa- 
tion in  the  house  of  representatives,  for  ten  years  next  succeeding  such 
apportionment. 

Sec.  2.  Every  county  having  a  population  equal  to  one-half  of 
said  ratio,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  representative;  every  county,  con- 
taining said  ratio,  and  three-fourths  over,  shall  be  entitled  to  two  repre- 
sentatives; every  county  containing  three  times  said  ratio,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  three  representatives ;  and  so  on,  requiring  after  the  first  two, 
an  entire  ratio  for  each  additional  representative.  Provided,  however, 
that  each  countv  shall  have  on^  ^er^resentati"'.''^.  ^^As  p,rr>^'n/i'^(]  ]s,t^,;.^^-^}^^j.^ 
1903.J 

Sec.  3.  When  any  county  shall  have  a  fraction  above  the  ratio, 
so  large,  that  being  multiplied  by  five,  the  result  will  be  equal  to  one  or 
more  ratios,  additional  representatives  shall  be  apportioned  for  such 
ratios,  among  the  several  sessions  of  the  decennial  period,  in  the  follow- 
ing manner:  If  there  be  only  one  ratio,  a  representative  shall  be  allotted 
to 'the  fifth  session  of  the  decennial  period;  if  there  are  two  ratios,  a 
spectively;  if  three,  to  the  third,  second,  and  first  sessions,  respectively; 
spectively;  if  htree,  to  the  third,  second,  and  first  sessions,  respectively; 
if  four,  to  the  fourth,  third,  second,  and  first  sessions,  respectively. 

Sec.  4.  Any  county,  forming  with  another  county  or  counties,  a 
representative  district,  during  one  decennial  period,  if  it  have  acquired 
sufficient  population  at  the  next  decennial  period,  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
separate  representation,  if  there  shall  be  left,  in  the  district  from  which 
it  shall  have  been  separated,  a  population  sufficient  for  a  representative; 
but  no  such  change  shall  be  made,  except  at  the  regular  decennial  period 
for  the  apportionment  of  representatives. 

Sec.  5.  If,  in  fixing  any  subsequent  ratio,  a  county,  previously 
entitled  to  separate  representation,  shall  have  less  than  the  number  re- 
*iuired  by  the  new  ratio  for  a  representative,  such  county  shall  be  attached 
t'i  the  county  adjoining  it,  having  the  least  number  of  inhabitants;  and 
the  representation  of  the  district,  so  formed,  shall  be  determined  as  here- 
in provided. 

Sec.  6.  The  ratio  for  a  senator*  shall  forever,  hereafter,  be  as- 
certained by  dividing  the  whole  population  of  the  state  by  the  number 
thirty.five. 

Sec.  7.  The  state  is  hereby  divided  into  thirty-three  senatorial 
'  «*tricts,  as  follows:  The  county  of  Hamilton  shall  constitute  the  first 
• '  natorial  district ;  the  counties  of  Butler  and  Warren,  the  second ; 
Montgomery  and  Preble,  the  third;  Clermont  and  Brown,  the  fourth; 
^•recne,  Clinton,  and  Fayette,  the  fifth;  Ross  and  Highland,  the  sixth; 
•^<-ams,  Pike,  Scioto,  and  Jackson,  the  seventh ;  Lawrence,  Gallia,  Meigs, 
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and  Vinton,  the  eighth;  Athens, " Hocking,  and  Fairfield,  the  ninth; 
Frankh'n  and  Pickaway,  the  tenth;  Clark,  Champaign,  and  Madison,  the 
eleventh;  Miami,  Darke,  and  Shelby,  the  twelfth;  Logan,  Union,  Mar- 
ion, and  Hardin,  the  thirteenth;  Washington  and  Morgan,  the  four- 
teenth; Muskingum  and  Perry,  the  fifteenth;  Delaware  and  Licking,  the 
sixteenth;  Knox  and  Morrow,  the  seventeenth;  Coshocton  and  Tuscara- 
was, tlie  eighteenth;  Guernsey  and  Monroe,  the  nineteenth;  Belmont 
and  Harrison,  the  twentieth;  Carroll  and  Stark,  the  twenty-first;  Jef- 
ferson and  Columbiana,  the  twenty-second;  Trumbull  and  Mahoning, 
the  twenty-third ;  Ashtabula,  Lake,  and  Geauga,  the  twenty-fourth ; 
Cuychc;:'',  th'^  tv/er.ty  :^/'^*:^-'. ;  Portage  and  Summit,  the  twenty-sixth; 
Medina  and  Lorain,  the  twenty-seventh ;  Wayne  and  Holmes,  the  twenty- 
eighth  ;  Ashland  and  Richland,  the  twenty-ninth ;  Huron,  Erie,  San- 
dusky, and  Ottawa,  the  thirtieth;  Seneca,  Crawford,  and  Wyandot,  the 
thirty-first ;  Mercer,  Auglaize,  Allen,  Van  Wert,i  Paulding,  Defiance, 
and  Williams,  the  thirty-second;  and  Hancock,  Wood,  Lucas,  Fulton, 
Henry,  and  Putnam,  the  thirty-third.  For  the  first  decennial  period, 
after  the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  each  of  said  districts  shall  be  en- 
titled to  one  senator,  except  the  first  district,  which  shall  be  entitled  to 
three  senators. 

Sec.  8.  The  same  rule  shall  be  applied,  in  apportioning  the  frac- 
tions of  senatorial  districts,  and  in  annexing  districts,  which  may  here- 
after have  less  than  three-fourths  of  a  senatorial  ratio,  as  are  applied  to 
representative  districts. 

Sec.  9.  Any  county  forming  part  of  a  senatorial  district,  having 
acquired  a  population  equal  to  a -full  senatorial  ratio,  shall  be  made  a 
separate  senatorial  district,  at  any  regular  decennial  apportionment,  if 
a  full  senatorial  ratio  shall  be  left  in  the  district  from  which  it  shall  be 
taken.  . 

Sec.  id.  For  the  first  ten  years,  after  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-one,  the  apportionment  of  representatives  shall  be 
as  provided  in  the  schedule,  and  no  change  shall  ever  be  made  in  the 
principles  of  representation,  as  herein  established,  or,  in  the  senatorial 
districts,  except  as  above  provided.  All  territory,  belonging  to  a  county 
at  the  time  of  any  apportionment',  shall,  as  to  the  right  of  representation 
and  suffrage,  remain  an  integral  part  thereof,  during  the  decennial 
period. 

Sec.  II.  The  governor,  auditor,  and  secretary  of  state,  or  any  two 
of  them,  shall,  at  least  six  months  prior  to  the  October  election,  in  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one,  and,  at  each  decennial 
period  thereafter,  ascertain  and  determine  the  ratio  of  representation,  ac- 
cording to  the  decennial  census,  the  number  of  representatives  and  sena- 
tors each  county  or  district  shall  be  entitled  to  elect,  and  for  what  years, 
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within  the  next  ensuing  ten  years,  and  the  governor  shall  cause  the  same 
to  be  published,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  law. 

.       JUDICIAL  APPORTIONMENT. 

Sec.  12.  For  judicial  purposes,  the  state  shall  be  apportioned  as 
follows: 

The  county  of  Hamilton,  shall  constitute  the  first  district,  which 
shall  not  be  subdivided;  and  the  judges  therein,  may  hold  separate  courts 
or  separate  sittings  of  the  same  court,  at  the  same  time. 

The  counties  of  Butler,  Preble,  and  Darke,  shall  constitute  the  first 
subdivision;  Montgomery,  Miami,  and  Champaign,  tlie  ccccnd;  zrA 
Warren,  Clinton,  Greene,  and  Clark,  the  third  subdivision,  of  the  second 
district;  and,  together,  shall  form  *such  district. 

The  counties  of  Shelby,  Auglaize,  Allen,  Hardin,  Logan,  Union, 
and  Marion,  shall  constitute  the  first  subdivision;  Mercer,  Van  Wert, 
Putnam,  Paulding,  Defiance,  Williams,  Henry,  and  Fulton,  the  second; 
and  Wood,  Seneca,  Hancock,  Wyandot,  and  Crawford,  the  third  sub- 
division, of  the  third  district ;  and,  together,  shall  form  such  district. 

The  counties  of  Lucas,  Ottawa,  Sandusky,  Erie,  and  Huron,  shall 
constitute  the  first  subdivision ;  Lorain,  Medina,  and  Summit,  the  second ; 
and  the  county  of  Cuyahoga,  the  third  subdivision,  of  the  fourth  district ; 
and,  together,  shall  form  such  district. 

The  counties  of  Clermont,  Brown,  and  Adams,  shall  constitute  the 
first  subdivision ;  Highland,  Ross,  and  Fayette,  the  second ;  and  Pickaway, 
Franklin,  and  Madison,  the  third  subdivision,  of  the  fifth  district;  and, 
together,  shall  form  such  district. 

The  counties  of  Licking,  Knox,  and  Delaware,  shall  constitute  the 
first  subdivision;  Jackson,  Vinton,  Pike,  Scioto,  and  Lawrence  the 
Holmes,  and  Coshocton,  the  third  subdivision,  of  the  sixth  district;  and, 
together,  shall  form  such  district. 

The  counties  of  Fairfield,  Perry,  and  Hocking,  shall  constitute  the 
first  subdivision ;  Jackosn,  Vinton, .  iPke,  Sciooto,  and  Lawrence,  the 
s^<!Cond;  and  Gallia,  Meigs,  Athens,  and  Washington,  the  third  subdi- 
vision, of  the  seventh  district ;  and,  together,  shall  form  such  district. 

The  counties  of  Muskingum,  and  Morgan,  shall  constitute  the  first 
subdivision ;  Guernsey,  Belmont,  and  Monroe,  the  second ;  and  Jefferson, 
Harrison,  and  Tuscarawas,  the  third  subdivision,  of  the  eighth  district ; 
and,  together,  shall  form  such  district. 

The  counties  of  Stark,  Carroll,  and  Columbiana,  shall  constitute  the 
first  subdivision ;  Trumbull,  Portage,  and  Mahoning,  the  second ;  and 
Geauga,  Lake  and  Ashtabula,  the  third  sibdivision,  of  the  ninth  district ; 
And,  together,  shall  form  such  district. 
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Sec.  13.  The  General  Assembly  shall  attach  any  new  counties,  that 
may  hereafter  be  erected,  to  such  districts,  or  subdivisions  thereof,  as  shall 
be  most  convenient.  • 

Article  XII. 

FINANCE  AND  TAXATION. 

Sec.  I.  The  levying  of  taxes,  by  the  poll,  is  grievous  and  oppres- 
sive; therefore,  the  General  Assembly  shall  never  levy  a  poll  tax,  for 
county  or  state  purposes. 

Sec.  2.  Laws  shall  be  passed,  taxing  by  a  uniform  rule,  all  moneys, 
credits,  investments  in  bonds,  stock,  joint  stock  companies,  or  otherwi'^*^ : 
and  also  all  real  and  personal  property,  according  to  its  true  value  m 
money;  but  burying  grounds,  public  school  houses,  houses  used  exclu- 
sively for  public  worship,  institutions  of  purely  public  charity,  public 
property  used  exclusively  for  any  public  purpose,  and  personal  property, 
to  an  arnount  not  exceeding  in  value  two  hundred  dollars,  for  each  in- 
dividual, may,  by  general  laws,  be  exempted  from  taxation;  but,  all  such 
laws  shall  be  subject  to  alteration  or  repeal;  and  the  value  of  all  property, 
so  exempted,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  ascertained  and  published,  as 
may  be  directed  by  law. 

Sec.  3.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide,  by  law,  for  taxing  the 
notes  and  bills  discounted  or  purchased,  moneys  loaned,  and  all  other 
property,  effects,  or  dues,  of  every  description,  (v/ithout  deduction),  of  all 
banks,  now  existing,  or  hereafter  created,  and  of  all  bankers,  so  that  all 
property  employed  in  banking,  shall  always  bea,r  a  burden  of  taxation, 
equal  to  that  imposed  on  the  property  of  individuals. 

Sec.  4.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  for  raising  revenue, 
sufficient  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  state,  for  each  year,  and  also  a 
sufficient  sum  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  state  debt. 

Sec.  5.  No  tax  shall  be  levied,  except  in  pursuance  of  law;  and 
every  law  imposing  a  tax,  shall  state,  distinctly,  the  object  of  the  same,  to 
which  only,  it  shall  be  applied. 

Sec.  6.  The  state  shall  never  contract  any  debt  for  purposes  of  in- 
ternal improvement. 

Article  XIII. 

,     -  CORPORATIONS. 

Sec.  I.  The  General  Assembly  shall  pass  no  special  act  conferring 
corporate  powers. 

Sec.  2.  Corporations  may  be  formed  under  general  laws ;  but  all 
such  laws  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  altered  or  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  Dues  from  private  corporations  shall  be  secured  by  such 
means  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  but  in  no  case  shall  any  stockholder 
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be  individually  liable  otherwise  than  for  the  unpaid  stock  owned  by  him  or 
Iter.    [As  amended  November,  1903.] 

Sec.  4.  The  property  of  corporations,  now  existing  or  hereafter 
created,  shall  forever  be  subject  to  taxation,  the  same  as  property  of  in- 
dividuals. 

Sec.  5.  No  right  of  way  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  use  of  any 
corporation,  until  full  compensation  therefor  be  first  made  in  money,  or 
first  secured  by  a  deposit  of  money,  to  the  owner,  irrespective  of  any 
benefit  from  any  improvement  proposed  by  such  corporation;-  which 
compensation  shall  be  ascertained  by  a  jury  of  twelve  men,  in  a  court  of 
record,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  6.  The  General  Assernxbly  shall  provide  iox  Lhe  Oigaiiiz-aLoii 
of  cities,  and  incorporated  villages,  by  general  laws,  and  restrict  their 
power  of  taxation,  assessment,  borrowing  money,  contracting  debts  and 
loaning  their  credit,  so  as  to  prevent  the  abuse  of  such  power. 

Sec.  7.  No  act  of  the  General  iVssembly,  authorizing  associations 
with  banking  powers,  shall  take  effect  until  it  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
people,  at  the  general  election  next  succeeding  the  passage  thereof,  and 
be  approved  by  a  majority  of  all  the  electors,  voting  at  such  election. 

V  Article  XIV. 

jurisprudence. 

Sec.  I.  The  General  Assembly,  at  its  first  session  after  the  adoption 
of  this  constitution,  shall  provide  for  the  appointment  of  three  commis- 
sioners, and  prescribe  their  tenure  of  office,  compensation,  and  the  mode 
of  filling  vacancies  in  said  commission. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  commissioners  shall  revise,  rrform,  simplify,  and 
abridge  the  practice,  pleadings,  forms,  and  proceedings  of  the  courts  of 
record  of  this  state;  and,  as  far  as  practicable  and  expedient,  shall  pro- 
vide for  the  abolition  of  the  distinct  forms  of  action  at  law,  now  in  use, 
and  for  the  administration  of  justice  by  a  uniform  mode  of  proceeding,, 
without  reference  to  any  distinction  between  law  and  equity. 

Sec.  3.  The  proceedings  of  the  commissioners  shall,  from  time  to 
^»nie,  be  reported  to  the  General  Assembly,  and  be  subject  to  the  action 
of  that  body. 

Article  XV. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Sec.  I.  Columbus  shall  be  the  seat  of  government,  until  otherwise 
^Jirccted  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  The  printing  of  the  laws,  journals,  .bills,  legislative  docu- 
nicnt.s  and  papers  for  each  branch  of  the  General  Assembly,  with  the 
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printing  required  for  the  executive  and  other  departments  of  state,  shall 
be  let,  on  contract,  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  by  such  executive 
officers,  and  in  such  manner,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  3.  An  accurate  and  detailed  statement  of  the  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures of  the  public  money,  the  several  amounts  paid,  to  whom,  and 
on  what  account,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  published,  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  law. 

'Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  to  any  office  in 
this  state,  unless  he  possesses  the  qualification  of  an  elector. 

Sec.  5.  .  No  person  who  shall  hereafter  fight  a  duel,  assist  in  the 
same  as  second,  or  send,  accept,  or  knowingrly  carrv/a  challeusfe  ther^<^^^ 
shall  hold  any  office  in  this  state. 

Sec.  6.  Lotteries,  and  the  sale  of  lottery  tickets,  for  any  purpose 
whatever,  shall  forever  be  prohibited, in  this  state. 

Sec.  7.  Every  person  chosen  or  appointed  to  any  office  under  this 
state,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  its  duties,  shall  take  an  oath 
or  affirmation,  to  support  the  Constitution  of.  the  United  States,  and  of 
this  state,  and  also  an  oath  of  office. 

Sec.  8.  There  may  be  established,  in  the  secretary  of  state's  office, 
a  bureau  of  statistics,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
law. 

Sec.  9.  No  license  to  traffic  in  intoxicating  liquors  shall  hereafter 
be  granted  in  this  state ;  but  the  General  Assembly  may,  by  law,  provide 
against  evils  resulting  therefrom. 


Article  XVI. 


AMENDMENTS. 


Sec.  I.  Either  branch  of  the  General  Assembly  may  propose  amend- 
ments to  this  constitution;  and,  if  the  same  shall  be  agreed  to 'by  three- 
fifths  of  the  members  elected  to  each  house,  such  proposed  amendments 
shall  be  entered  on  the  journals,  with  the  yeas  and  nays,  and  shall  be 
published  in  at  least  one  newspaper  in  each  county  of  the  state,  where 
a  newspaper  is  published,  for  six  months  preceding  the  next  election 
for  senators  and  representatives,  at  which  time  the  same  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  electors,  for  their  approval  or  rejection ;  and  if  a  majority 
of  the  electors,  voting  at  such  election,  shall  adopt  such  amendments,  the 
same  shall  become  a  part  of  the  constitution.  When  more  than  one 
amendment  shall  be  submitted  at  the  "same  time,  they  shall  be  so  submitted 
as  to  enable  the  electors  to  vote  on  each  amendment,  separately. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  each  branch 
of  the  General  Assembly,  shall  think  it  necessary  to  call  a  convention, 
to  revise,  amend,  or  change  this  constitution,  they  shall  recommend  to 
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the  electors  to  vote,  at  the  next  election  for  mertibers  to  the  General 
Assembly,  for  or  against  a  convention;  and  if  a  majority  of  all  the 
electors,  voting  at  said  election,  shall  have  voted  for  a  convention,  the 
General  Assembly  shall,  at  their  next  session,  provide,  by  law,  for  calling 
the  same.  The  convention  shall  consist  of  as  many  members  as  the 
House  of  Representatives,  who  shall  be  chosen  in  the  same  manner,  and 
shall  meet  within  three  months  after  their  election,  for  the  purpose, 
aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  At  the  general  election,  to  be  held  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy-one,  and  in  each  twentieth  year  thereafter, 
the  question  •  "Shall  the^f^^  b°  ->  ccnver»t^'on  to  revise,  alter,  or  amend  the 
constitution,''  shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors  ot  tne  state;  and,  in 
case  a  majority  of  all  the  ■  electors,  voting  at  such  election,  shall  decide 
in  favor  of  a  convention,  the  General  Assembly,  at  its  next  session  shall 
provide,  by  law,  for  the  election  of  delegates,  and  the  assembling  of  such 
convention,  as  is  provided  in  the  preceding  section;  but  no  amendment 
of  this  constitution,  agreed  upon  by  any  convention  assembled  in  pur- 
suance of  this  article,  shall  take  effect,  until  the  same  shall  have  been 
submitted  to  the  electors  of  the  state,  and  adopted  by  a  majority  of  those 
voting  thereon. 

SCHEDULE. 

Sec  I.  All  laws  of  this  state,  in  force  on  the  first  day  of  September, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-One,  not  inconsistent  with  this 
constitution,  shall  continue  in  force,  until  amended,  or  repealed. 

Sec.  2.  The  first  election  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly, 
under  this  constitution,  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one. 

Sec.  3.  The  first  election  for  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  auditor, 
treasurer,  and  secretary  of  state  and  attorney-general,  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Tuesday  of  October,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
one.  The  persons,  holding  said  offices  on  the  first  day  of  September, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  shall  continue  therein,  until 
the  second  Monday  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
two. 

Sec.  4.  The  first  election  for  judges  of  the  supreme  court,  courts 
of  common  pleas,  and  probate  courts,  and  clerks  of  the  courts  of  com- 
fnon  pleas,  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October,  one-  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  and  the  official  term  of  said  judges  and 
clerks,  so  elected,  shall  commence  on  the  second  IMonday  of  February', 
one  thousand  eight-hundred  and  fifty-two.  Judges  and  clerks  of  the 
courts  of  common  pleas  and  supreme  court,  in  office  on  the  first  day  of 
September,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  shall  continue  in 
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office  with  their  present  powers  and  duties,  until  the  second  Monday  of 
February,  one  tiiousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-two.  No  suit  or  proceed-* 
ing  pending  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  state,  shall  be  affected  by  the  adop- 
tion of  this  constiution. 

Sec.  5.  The  register  and  receiver  of  the  land  office,  directors  of 
the  penitentiary,  directors  of  the  benevolent  institutions  of  the  state,  the 
state  librarian,  and  all  other  officers,  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  this 
constitution,  in  office  on  the  first  day  of  September,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-one,  shall  continue  in  office,  until  their  terms  expire, 
respectively,  unless  the  General  Assembly  shall  otherwise  provide. 

Sec.  6.  The  superior  and  ,  commercial  courts  of  Cincinnati,  and 
the  superior  court  of  Cleveland,  shall  remain,  until  odierwise  proviaea 
by  law,  with  their  present  powers  and  jurisdiction;  and  the  judges  and 
clerks  of  said  courts,  in  office  on  the  first  day  of  September,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  shall  continue  in  office,  until  the  expiration 
of  their  terms  of  office,  respectively,  or,  until  otherwise  provided  by  law ; 
but  neither  of  said  courts  shall  continue  after  the  second  Monday  of 
February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-three;  and  no  suits  shall 
be  commenced  in  said  two  first  mentioned  courts,  after  the  second  Mon- 
day in  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-two;  nor  in  said 
last  mentioned  court,  after  the  second  Monday  in  August,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-two;  and  all  business  in  either  of  said  courts, 
not  disposed  of  within  the  time  limited  for  their  continuance  as  afore- 
said, shall  be  transferred  to  the  court  of  common  pleas. 

Sec.  7.  All  county  and  township  officers  and  justices  of  the  peace, 
in  office  on  the  first  day  of  September,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fifty-one,  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  terms  expire,  respectively. 

Sec.  8.  Vacancies  in  office,  occurring  after  the  first  day  of  Sep- 
tember, one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  shall-  be  filled,  as  is 
now  prescribed  by  law,  and  until  officers  are  elected  or  appointed,  and 
qualified,  under  this  constitution. 

Sec.  9.  This  constitution  shall  take  effect,  on  the  first  day  of  Sep- 
tember, one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one. 

Sec.  10.  All  officers  shall  continue  in  office,  until  their  successors 
shall  be  chosen  and  qualified. 

^  Sec.  II.  Suits  pending  in  the  supreme  court  in  bank,  shall  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  supreme  court  provided  for  in  this  constitution,  and  be  pro- 
ceeded in  according  to  law. 

Sec.  12.  The  district  courts  shall,  in  their  respective  counties,  be 
the  successors  of  the  present  supreme  court';  and  all  suits,  prosecutions, 
judgments,  records,  and  proceedings,  pending  and  remaining  in  said 
supreme  court,  in  the  several  counties  of  any  district,  shall  be  transferred 
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to  the  respective  district'courts  of  such  counties,  and  be  proceeded  in, 
as  though  no  change  had  been  made  in  said  supreme  court. 

Sec.  13.  The  said  court  of  common  pleas,  shall  be  the  successors 
of  the  present  courts  of  common  pleas  in  the  several  counties,  except  as 
to  probate  jurisdiction;  and  all  suits,  prosecutions,  proceedings,  records 
and  judgments,  pending  or  being  in  said  last  mentioned  courts,  except 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  transferred  to  the  courts  of  common  pleas  created 
by  this  constitution,  and  proceeded  in,  as  though  the  same  had  been  there- 
in instituted. 

Sec.  14.  The  probate  courts  provided  for  in  this  constitution,  as 
to  all  matte*-*:  within  th^  i u **'*'=  H^'ction  conf'^'^r'^rl  uDor»  sp^-^  cni-rfc  shall 
be  the  successors,  in  the  several  counties,  of  the  present  courts  of  com- 
mon pleas;  and  the  records,  files  and  papers,  business  and  proceedings, 
appertaining  to  said  jurisdiction,  shall  be  transferred  to  said  courts  of 
probate,  and  be  there  proceeded  in,  according  to  law. 

Sec.  15.  Until  otherwise  provided  by  Taw,  elections  for  judges 
and  clerks  shall  be  held,  and  the  poll-books  returned,  as  is  provided  for 
governor,  and  the  abstract  therefrom,  certified  to  the  secretary  of  state, 
shall  be  by  him  opened,  in  the  presence  of  the  governor,  who  shall  de- 
clare the  result,  and  issue  commissions  to  the  persons  elected. 

Sec.  16.  Where  two  or  more  counties  are  joined  in  a  senatorial, 
representative,  or  judicial  district,  the  returns  of  elections  shall  be  sent 
to  the  county,  having  the  largest  population. 

Sec.  17.  The  foregoing  constitution  shall  be  submitted  to  the  elec- 
tors of  the  state,  at  an  election  to  be  held  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  June, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  in  the  several  election  districts 
of  this  state.  The  ballots  at  such  election  shall  be  written  or  printed 
as  follows :  Those  in  favor  of  the  constitution,  "New  constitution.  Yes ;" 
those  against  the  constitution,  "New  constitution.  No."  The  polls  at 
said  election  shall  be  opened  between  the  hours  of  eight  and  ten  o'clock 
A.  M.,  and  closed  at  six  o'clock  p.  m.;  and  the  said  election  shall  be  con- 
ducted, and  the  returns  thereof  made  and  certified,  to  the  secretary  of 
state,  as  provided  by  law  for  annual  elections  of  state  and  county  officers. 
Within  twenty  days  after  such  election,  the  secretary  of  state  shall  open 
*hc  returns  thereof,  in  the  presence  of  the  governor ;  and,  if  it  shall  appear 
that  a  majority  of  all  the  votes,  cast  at  such  election,  are  in  favor  of  the 
constitution,  the  governor  shall  issue  his  proclamation,  stating  that  fact, 
*nd  said  constitution  shall  be  the  constitution  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  and 
not  otherwise. 

Sec.  18.  At  the  time  when  the  votes  of  the  electors  shall  be  taken 
•or  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  this  constitution,  the  additional  section, 
in  the  words  following,  to-wit:  "No  license  to  traffic  in  intoxicating 
^•quors  shall  hereafter  be  granted  in  this  state ;  but  the  General  Assembly 
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may,  by  law,  provide  against  evils  resulting  therefrom,"  shall  be  separately 
submitted  to  the  electors  for  adoption  or  rejection,  in  form  following, 
to- wit:  A  separate  ballot  may  be  given  by  every  elector  and  deposited 
in  a  separate  box.  Upon  the  ballots  given  for  said  separate  amend- 
ment shall  be  written  or  printed,  or  partly  written  and  partly  printed, 
the  words:  "License  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors,  Yes;"  and  upon  the 
ballots  given  against  such  amendment,  in  like  manner,  the  words :  "License 
to  sell  intoxicating  liquors,  No."  If,  at  the  said  election,  a  majority 
of  all  the  votes  given  for  and  against  said  amendment,  shall  contain 
the  words:  "License  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors.  No,"  then  the  said 
amendment  shall  be  a  separate  section  of  article  fifteen  of  the  constitu- 
tion. 

,Sec.  19.  The  apportionment  for  the  house  of  representatives,  dur- 
ing the  first  decennial  period  under  this  constitution,  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows: 

The  counties  of  Adams,  Allen,  Athens,  Auglaize,  Carroll,  Chamx- 
paign,  Clark,  Clinton,  Crawford,  Darke,  Delaware,  Erie,  Fayette,  Gal- 
lia, Geauga,  Greene,  Hancock,  Harrison,  Hocking,  Holmes,  Lake,  Law- 
rence, Logan,  Madison,  Marion,  Meigs,  Morrow,  Perry,  Pickaway,  Pike, 
Preble,  Sandusky,  Scioto,  Shelby,  and  Union,  shall,  severally,  be  en- 
titled to  one  representative,  in  each  session  of  the  decennial  period. 

The  counties  of  Franklin,  Licking,  Montgomery,,  and  Stark,  shall 
each  be  entitled  to  two  representatives,  in  each  session  of  the  decennial 
period. 

The  counties  of  Ashtabula,  Brown,  Butler,  Clermont,  Fairfield, 
Mahoning,  Medina,  Miami,  Portage,  Seneca,  Summit,  and  Warren,  shall, 
severally,  be  entitled  to  one  representative,  in  each  session ;  and  one  ad- 
ditional representative  in  the  fifth  session  of  the  decennial  period. 
^  The  counties  of  Ashtablua,  Brown,  Butler,  Clermont,  Fairfield, 
Guernsey,  Jefferson,  Knox,  Monroe,  Morgan,  Richland,  Trumbull,  Tus- 
carawas, and  Washington  shall,  severally,  be  entitled  to  one  representa- 
tive, in  each  session ;  and  two  additional  representatives,  one  in  the  third, 
and  one  in  the  fourth  session  of  the  decennial  period. 

The  counties  of  Belmont,  Columbiana,  Ross  and  Wayne,  shall,  sev- 
erally, be  entitled  to  one  representative,  in  each  session;  and  three  ad- 
ditional representatives,  one  in  the  first,  one  in  the  second,  and  one  in  the 
third  session  of  the  decennial  period. 

The  county  of  Muskingum  shall  be  entitled  to  two  representatives, 
in  each  session ;  and  one  additional  representative,  in  the  fifth  session,  of 
the  decennial  period. 

The  county  of  Cuyahoga  shall  be  entitled  to  two  representatives,  in 
each  session;  and  two  additional  representatives,  one  in  the  third,  and 
pne  in  the  fourth  session  of  the  decennial  period. 
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The  county  of  Hamilton  shall  be  entitled  to  seven  representatives, 
ill  each  session;  and  four  additional  representatives,  one  in  the  first,  one 
in  Hie  second,  one  in  the  third,  and  one  in  the  fourth  session,  of  the  de- 
cennial period. 

The  following  counties,  until  they  shall  have  acquired  a  sufficient 
population  to  entitle  them  to  elect,  separately,  under  the  fourth  section 
of  the  eleventh  article,  shall  form  districts  in  manner  following,  to-wit: 
The  counties  of  Jackson  and  Vinton,  one  district;  the  counties  of  Lucas 
and  Fulton,  one  district;  the  counties  of  Wyandot  and  Hardin,  one  dis- 
trict; the  counties  of  Mercer  and  Van  Wert,  one  district;  the  counties  of 
Paulding,  Defiance,  and  Williams,  one  district;  the  counties  of  Putnam 
and  Henry,  one  district;  and  the  counties  oi  Wood  cuid  OLiawa,  one  dis- 
trict; each  of  which  districts  shall  be  entitled  to  one  representative,  in 
every  session  of  the  decennial  period. 

Done  in  convention,  at  Cincinnati,  the  tenth  day  of  March,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  and  of  the 
independence  of  the  United  States,  the  seventy-fifth.

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INTRODUCTORY. 

A  REFERENCE  to  the  Ordinance  of  1787,  which  is  reproduced  in 
Part  One  of  this  voktme,  will  discover  to  the  reader  that  the 
legislative   function  of   the   territorial  government   in   its   first 
stage  of  development,  and  until  there  should  be  five  thousand 
free  male  inhabitants  of  full  age  in  the  district,  was  lodged  in  the  Governor 
of  the  Territory  and  the  judges  of  the  General  (or  Territorial)  Court,  or, 
any  two  of  the  Judges  and  the  Governor. 

The  power  of  this  legislative  body  is  specifically  declared  in  these 
words  of  the  third  paragraph  of  the  Ordinance : 

"The  governor  and  judges,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  adopt  and 
publish  in  the  district,  such  laws  of  the  original  states,  .  criminal  and 
civil,  as  may  be  necessary  and  best  suited  to  the  circumstances  of  the 
district,  and  report  them  to  ■  Congress  from  time  to  time,  which  laws 
shall  be  in  force  in  the  district  until  the  organization  of  the  general 
assembly  therein,  unless  disapproved  of  by  Congress;  but  afterward  the 
legislature  shall  have  authority  to  alter  them  as  they  shall  think  fit." 
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THE  FIRST"  LEGISLATIVE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  NORTHWEST 
•        •  TERRITORY. 

THE  Ordinance  was  adopted  by  the  Congress,  July  13,  1787,  and  the 
first  officers  for  the  territory  northwest  of  the  River  Ohio  were 
elected  by  the  same  body  in  October.  They  were:  Governor, 
Major  General  Arthur  St.  Clair,  elected  October  5  (Pennsyl- 
vania) ;  Secretary,  Major  Winthrop  Sargent,  elected  October  5 ;  Judges, 
Generrl  S?t^u-^  YL^dz^  "'=*'^-'?ons,  elected  October  17  (Connecticut)  ;  Gen- 
eral J^mes  Mitchell  Vamum,  elected  October  17  (Rhode  Island)  ;  Colonel 
John  Armstrong,  elected  October  17  (Pennsylvania)  ;  Lieutenant  Colonel 
Return  Jonathan  Meigs,  Jr.,  -'elected  February  19,  1788. 

Colonel  Armstrong  declined  the  post  tendered  to  him  by  the  Con- 
gress and  did  not  come  to  Ohio.  Judge  Meigs  was  elected  to  fill  the 
vacancy. 

Although  these  officers  were  appointed  in  the  fall  and  winter  of 
1787-8,  there  w^as  no  settlement  of  the  new  country  until  the  arrival  of 
the  Mayflower  with  a  party  of  forty-six  New  England  emigrants,  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Muskingum  river,  on  the  seventh  day  of  April,^  1788.  In 
the  absence  of  the  constituted  authority,  Colonel  Return  Jonathan  Meigs, 
father  of  the  judge  of  that  name,  drew  up  a  code  of  rules  on  a  sheet  of 
ordinary  foolscap,  w^hich  he  published  by  tacking  them  to  the  trunk  of  a 
large  oak  tree  on  the  site  of  the  infant  settlement.  This  was  the  first 
legislation  in  the  territory,  and  it  is  said  that  the  code  was  rigidly  adhered 
to  by  the  pioneers  of  that  country.  The  late  General  Manning  F.  Force, 
in  an  historical  sketch  in  "Bench  and  Bar  of  Ohio"  (1897),  is  authority 
for  the  statement  that  ''history  has  recorded  no  infraction  of  these  regula- 
tions which  were  read  and  approved  by  all." 

Governor  St.  Clair,  who  had  been  occupied  since  his  appointment 
in  continuous  efforts  to  conciliate  the  Indians  of  the  territory,  and  in 
preparing  for  the  needs  of  the  infant  settlement,  arrived  at  IMarietta 
with  his  official  family  on  Wednesday,  July  9,  and  on  Tuesday,  July  15, 
in  public  ceremonies  held  in  the  three-months-old  town  of  Marietta,  en- 
tered upon  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties.  The  Ordinance  of  1787 
was  read  to  the  s'ettlers  by  Secretary  Winthrop  Sargent,  after  which  the 
commissions  of  the  Governor,  Secretary  and  the  Judges  were  publicly 
read,  and  the  Governor  addressed  the  people  briefly. 

The  territorial  government  thus  set  up  consisted  of  the  following 
officers  who  were  present  and  participated  in  the  ceremony:  Governor, 
Arthur  St.  Clair;  Secretary,  Winthrop  Sargent;  Judges,  Parsons  and 
Vamum. 
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X    The  First  Legislative  Council  of  the  Northzvest  Territory  (1/88). 

This  group  of  officers  comprised  the  First  Legislative  Council  of  the 
Northwest  Territory,  and  during  the  summer  and  fall  of  the  year  pub- 
lished at  Marietta  laws  on  the  following  subjects:

(1788),  August  27, — Establishing  General  Courts  of  Quarter  Ses- 
sions, Common  Pleas,  and  for  the  appointment  of  Sheriffs. 

(1788),  August  30 — Establishing  a  Court  of  Probate. 
/  (1788),  August  30 — Fixing  the  terms  of  the  General  Court. 

(1788),  September  2 — Prescribing  the  forms  of  oaths  of  office. 

(1788),  September  6 — Respecting  crimes  and  punishments. 

(1788),  November  23 — Regulating  marriages  (age  for  male  17, 
lemaie  14,  wiui  conseut  ul  fathers  of  parties). 

(1788),  November  23 — Fixing  monthly  fines  for  failure  of  recruit 
in  militia  to  provide  himself  with  the  proper  equipment. 

(1788),  December  21— Creating  the  office  of  Coroner. 

(1788),  December  28 — Limiting  the  times  of  civil  actions  and  for 
instituting  criminal  prosecutions. 

Each  of  the  above  laws  was  undersigned  by  Messrs.  St.  Clair,  Par- 
sons, and  Vamum,  on  the  dates  given,  the  signature  of  Judge  John  Cleves 
Symmes  appearing  on  the  law  of  August  30, — establishing  a  Court  of 
Probate — but  on  no  other.  His  arrival  in  the  colony  is  thus  fixed  at 
a  much  earlier  day  than  that  given  in  most  authorities. — (Territorial 
Laws.) 

Governor  St.  Clair  withheld  his  approval  to  a  proposed  law  relating 
to  estates  held  in  common;  he  also,  on  July  30,  called  the  attention  of 
the  judges  to  the  provision  of  the  ordinance  which  empowered  them  to 
"adopt"  the  laws  of  the  older  states,  and  expressed  it  as  his  opinion  that 
they  were  overstepping  their  alithority  in  forming  new  laws  in  any  case ; 
"And  when  we  do,"  he  adds,  "the  necessity  of  the  case  only  can  be  our 
justification."  This  opinion  of  the  Governor  was  fully  borne  out,  when, 
at  a  later  period,  the  council  found  it  wise  to  repeal  by  wholesale  laws 
of  their  own  making  which  had  no  foundation  in  the  code  of  the  older 
states,  and  adopt  others  which  conformed  to  this  requirement  in  their 
stead.— (St.  Clair  Papers.) 

Judge  Vamum  died  in  1789. 
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-THE. SECOND  LEGISLATIVE  COUNCIL.         ' 

(1789.) 

THE  ratification  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  by  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  states  having  occurred  during  the  latter  part 
of  the  year  1784,  and  President  Washington  having  assumed 
the  reins  of  government  thereunder,  it  was  construed  to  be  the 
duty  of  the  Executive  to  appoint  such  officers  whose  commissions,  having 
been  issued  by  the  Congress  under  the  old  form  of  government,  were 
held  to  have  expired  with  that  government.  In  rM,.,^..<,.^.  ^  ...r  ,mU  *-o^.- 
ception  of  his  duty,  the  President,  in  a  letter  dated  New  York,  August 
18,  1789,  nominated  for  the  officers  of  the  Northwest  Territory :  Arthur 
•St.  Clair,  for  Governor,  and  Messrs.  Samuel  Holden  Parsons,  John 
Cleves  Symmes,  and  William  Barton  (vice  Varnum,  deceased).  Judges. 
The  nominations  were  confirmed  by  the  Senate  of  the  United .  States,  but 
Mr.  Barton  declining  the  appointment,  the  President  nominated  Mr. 
George  Turner,  who  was  confirmed  on  the  eighth  day  of  September. 

There  is  no  public  record  of  the  acts  of  the  council  during  the  year 
1789.  In  November  of  this  year.  Judge  Parsons,  who  was  the  Chief 
Justice  of  the  court,  was  drowned  in  a  ford  in  the  Muskingum  valley, 
while  returning  to  the  seat  of  government  from  a  treaty. council  with  the 
Indians  of  the  Western  Reserve.

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THE  THIRD  LEGISLATIVE  COUNCIL. 

(1790.) 

THE  year  1790  was  marked  by  the  sitting  of  the  Council  in  the 
farther  west,  at  the  town  of  Vincennes  (more  generally  known 
at  that  day  by  the  name  of  "au  Post!').  Winthrop  Sargent, 
Secretary  and  acting  Governor,  sat  with  Messrs.  Symmes  and 
Turner,  Governor  St.  Clair  being  absent  in  the  eastern  states,  and  no 
successor  sitting  in  the  room  of  Judge  Parsons,  who  had  been  succeeded 
by  General  Riv'm^  T\^'^'c^.Li^,  j<  .  '^^  M^^'^t^^  Tl.i^  .v vZ.  I.,  j.^  i. .vot- 
ing at  Vincennes,  published  the  following  laws,  which  were  afterwards 
disapproved  and  ordered  to  be  repealed  by  the  Congress,  as  having  no 
foundation  in  the  older  laws  to  which  the  territorial  council  was  confined 
by  the  Ordinance  of  1787. 

July  19 — An  act  prohibiting  the  giving  or  selling  of  intoxicating 
liquors  to  Indians. 

July  26 — An  act  restricting  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  to  soldiers, 
and  to  prevent  the  pawning  or  selling  of  arms,  ammunition,  clothing  and 
accoutrements. 

August  4 — An  act  suppressing  gambling  and  making  void  all  con- 
tracts and  payments  made  in  consequence  thereof. 

Removing  to  the  town  of  Cincinnati,  the  council  passed,  in  Novem- 
l)cr — Governor  St.  Clair  having  resumed  his  attendance  with  the  body, 
and  Secretary  Winthrop  Sargent  retiring — the  following  laws : 

Nove  Tiber  4 — An  act  to  alter  the  terms  of  the  General  Court. 

November  5 — An  act  to  augment  the  terms  of  the  County  Courts. 

November  6 — An  act  to  authorize  the  Courts  of  Quarter  Sessions 
to  divide  the  counties  into  townships,  and  to  appoint  constables,  overseers 
<■>£  the  poor,  and  township  clerks.

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THE  LAWS  OF  1791. 

THE  body  to  which  has  been  given  in  this  volume  the  designation 
of  the  Third  Legislative  Council,  was  permitted  to  serve  until 
no  change  in  its  official  membership,  except  that  in  the  absence 
of  the  Governor  his  seat  was  occupied  by  the  Secretary  as  Acting 
Governor,  from  the  appointment  of  Judge  Putnam  in  the  winter  of  1790 
to  1796,  when  Judge  Putnam  resigned  his  seat  on  the  bench  and  in  the 
council  to  accept  the  office  of  Surveyor  General  of  the  United  States,  to 
which  he  had  been  appointed  by  President  Washington. 

Messrs.  St.  Clair,  Symmes  and  Turner  affixcJ  Lhcii  ^ignacui^o  U.. 
the  following  laws  in  the  year  1791,  and  caused  the  same  to  be  published 
at  Cincinnati : 

June  2'2 — An  act  supplementary  to  the  act  of  September  6,  1798, 
respecting  crimes.

THE  session  of  the  council    for  the  year  1792  seems  to  have  been 
held  in  Cincinnati  prior  to  the  first  day  of  August,  and  includ- 
ing that  day,  Messrs.  Winthrop   Sargent    (acting  Governor), 
Symmes,   and   Putnam   signing   and   publishing   the   following 
bills:

August  I — An  act  repealing  so  much  of  the  law  creating  the  office 
of  clerk  of  the  legislature,  as  required  him  to  furnish  certain  public 
officers  with  manuscript  copies  of  all  acts  of  the  territorial  council.. 
(Congress  having  provided  for  the  printing  of  the  territorial  laws  in 
Philadelphia.) 

August  I — An  act  supplementary  to  the  law  of  November  23,  1788, 
regulating  marriages.  ^ 

August  I — An  act  to  regulate  the  admission  of  attorneys. 

August  I — An  act  to  empower  the  judge  of  the  Probate  Court  to 
appoint  guardians  to  minors. 

August  I — ^An  act  prescribing  forms  of  writs  and  mode  of  procedure 
in  civil  cases. 

August  I — ^An  act  establishing  the  fee  of  judges  of  the  Probate 
Court,  of  the  Common  Pleas  Court,  clerk  of  the  Common  Pleas,  Probate, 
Orphans'  and  Sessions'  Courts,  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  Gen- 
eral or  Supreme  Court,  clerk  of  the  same,  attorneys,  attorneys  for  the 
United  States,  witnesses, .  constables,  coroners,  sheriffs,  criers,  jailers, 
gnind  jurors,  etc. 

These  laws  are  found  in  a  published  vc^.ume  of  the  date  of  1792,  Philadelphia, 
«nd  certified  by  Winthrop  Sargent,  Secretary.

,THELAWSOF  1795. 

THE  council  sitting  in  1795,  in  the  town  of  Cincinnati,  devoted  the 
months  of  June,  July  and  August  to  a  careful  revision  of  the  code 
laws  then  in  use  in  the  territory,  and  by  an  act  of  repeal  (See  law 
of  July  14  in  list  below,  eliminated  those  laws  to  which,  as  exceeding 
the  authority  of  the  council,  the  Congress  had  objected,  at  the  same  time 
putting  into  operation^  new  laws  in  their  stead,  which,  by  careful  citation 
of  the  authority  of  some  one  of  the  original  states,  attested  the  propriety 

The  sitting  members  of  the  council  at  this  tim.e  were  Governor  St. 
Clair  and  Judges  Symmes  and  Turner,  who  certified,  and  caused  to  be 
published  at  Cincinnati,  on  the  dates  mentioned  in  each  case,  the  follow- 
ing, which,  being  printed  by  William  IMaxwell,  printer  of  Cincinnati,  came 
to  be  known  as  "The  Maxwell  Code"

(This  led  to  endless  confusion  in  the  territory,  from  the  fact  that 
no  one  had  the  English  acts,  and  all  were  at  sea  as  to  the  real  nature  of 
the  laws  put  in  force  by  this  enactment.)

terms  of  the  General  Court ;  to  augment  the  terms  of  the  county  Courts 
<>*  Common  Pleas,  relating  to  the  appointment  of  township  clerks ;  creating 
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the  office  of  clerk  of  the  legislature ;  abolishing  the  distinction  between 
the  crimes  of  murder  and  petit  treason ;  enclosures  of  grounds ;  granting 
licenses  to  merchants,  etc. ;  creating  the  office  of  treasurer*  general ; 
directing  the  manner  of  raising  money  to  defray  the  charges  in  the 
counties;  so  much  of  the  act  regulating  and  opening  highways  as  relates 
to  bridges ;  for  the  disposition  of  strays ;  amending  the  clerk  of  the  legis- 
lature act;  to  regulate  the  admission  of  attorneys;  empowering  the  judges 
of  probate  to  appoint  guardians  for  minors;  prescribing  the  forms  of 
writs  and  the  mode  of  proceedure  in  civil  cases,  and  the  act  establishing 
the  fees  of  the  several  officers  and  persons  named  therein.

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THE  FOURTH  LEGISLATIVE  COUNCIL: 

(1797.). 

IN  December,  1796,  Judge  Putnam,  who  had  been  appointed  a  brigadier 
general  by  President  Washington  in  May,  1792,  while  a  member  of 
the  territorial  court,  was  again  honored  by  the  President  and  nomi- 
•nated  for  surveyor  general  of  the  United  States.     This  appointment 
led  to  the  resignation  of  Judge  Putnam,  who  was  succeeded  on  the  bencTi 
by  Joseph  Oilman,  of  Point  Harmar. 

.  This  council  has  left  no  record  of  new  legislation  in  this  year.

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'  THE  FIFTH  LEGISLATIVE  COUNCIL.' 
(1798.) 

JUDGE  TURNER,  who  had,  served  the  territory  with  distinguished 
zeal  since  his  appointment  (September  8,  1797)  to  succeed  to  the 
chair  made  vacant  by  the  death  of  Chief  Justice  Parsons,  resigned 
in  the  winter  of  1797-8  and  was  succeeded  by  Return  Jonathan 
Meigs,  Jr.,  of  Marietta.  The  council,  as  thus  formed,  met  in  Cincinnati, 
April  23,  1798,  and  on  the  first  day  of  May  published  the  following  new 
laws  for  the  te^*-i^cn'* 

May  I — A  law  concerning  corporations  of  bodies  politic  (Pennsyl- 
vania) . 

May  I — 'A  law  for  the  punishment  of  maiming  or  disfiguring  (Ken- 
tucky). 

May  I — Vesting  certain  powers  in  justices  of  the  peace,  in  criminal 
cases  (Massachusetts). 

May  I — For  the  equal  division  and  distribution  of  insolvent  estates 
(Connecticut). 

May  I — ^To  provide  for  the  improvement  of  the  breed  of  horses 
(Kentucky). 

May  I — Directing  the  mode  of  proceeding  in  civil  cases  (Massa- 
chusetts). 

May  I — An  addition  to  the  law  ascertaining  the  fees  of  certain 
officers. 

May  I — Method  of  taxing  all  unsettled  and  unimproved  parcels  of 
land  (Kentucky).  " 

May  I — Rendering  the  acknowledgment  of  deeds  more  easy  (Con- 
necticut). 

May  I — Establishing  a  land  office  (Kentucky). 

May  I — Repealing  the  28th  section  of  the  law  regulating  fees ;  and 
so  much  of  the  law  raising  county  rates  and  levies  as  relates  to  the 
duties  of  justices  as  to  wild  animals  killed. 

These  laws  are  severally  signed  by  Winthrop  Sargent,  acting  Gov- 
ernor, John  Cleves  Symmes,  Joseph  Gilman,  Return  Jonathan  Meigs, 
Junior,  and  their  correctness  attested  by  Winthrop  Sargent,  Secretary. 

This  was  the  last  legislative  act  of  the  Territorial  Council.

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IN  the  year  1798,  Governor  St.  Clair,  having  by  personal  visits  to  the 
several  settlements  become  satisfied  of  the  presence  of  the  necessary 
five  thousand  white  male  inhabitants  in  the  territory,   issued  his 

proclamation  to  the  people  calling  for  the  election  of  representa- 
tives to  a  general  assembly  to  be  convened  at  Cincinnati  on  the  fourth 
day  of  February,  1799.  This  general  assembly,  under  the  ordinance 
of  1787,  must  consist  of  a  House  of  Representatives,  together  with  a 
Lcci----'^"'*  Ccvrc'i  o^  ^^^^  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  President  of 
the  United  States,  from  a  list  of  ten  names  to  be  submitted  to  him  by 
the  House  of  Representatives  when  so  elected.  The  representatives 
were  chosen  in  accordance  with  the  proclamation  of  the  Governor,  and  on 
assembling  at  Cincinnati  on  the  day  named  in  th'e  proclamation,  February 
4,  nominated  the  members  of  council  and  adjourned  to  meet  in  Cin- 
cinnati on  the  sixteenth  of  the  following  September,  in  order  that  the 
President  would  have  an  opportunity  to  act.  Of  the  ten  names  sub- 
mitted for  his  inspection  and  approval,  the  President  nominated  to  the 
United  States  Senate  as  members  of  the  Territorial  Council  (or  upper 
house)  :  Jacob  Burnet  and  James  Findlay  of  Cincinnati ;  Henry  Van- 
derburgh of  Vincennes;  Robert  Oliver  of  Marietta,  and  David  Vance 
of  Vanceville. 

These  nominations  were  promptly  confirmed  by  the  Senate  and  trans- 
mitted to  Cincinnati,  where  they  were  announced  to  the  people  by 
proclamation  of  the  Governor. 

On  the  sixteenth  day  of  September,  1799,  the  First  Territorial  Leg- 
islature met  in  Cincinnati,  the  two  houses  being  composed  of  the  fol- 
lowing gentlemen:

The  two  houses  having  met  and  organized  by  the  election  of  their 
'officers,  on  the  sixteenth  of  September,  on  the  following  day  Governor 
St.  Clair  addressed  the  legislature  in  eloquent  terms,  congratulating  the 
body  and  the  Territory  on  the  new  form  of  legislative  government  in 
which  the  people  now  had  a  direct  voice  in  the  conduct  of  affairs.  Jacob 
Burnet,  a  member  of  the  council,  writing  after  the  lapse  of  a  half  a  cen- 
tury, says  in  his  "Notes  on  the  Northwest  Territory"  (Cincinnati,  1847)  * 

"He  laid  before  them  a  full  and  faithful  view  of  the  condition  and 
the  wants  of  the  Territory,  and  recommended  to  their  attention  such 
measures  as  he  believed  were  proper  to  advance  the  prosperity  and  happi- 
ness of  the  people"   (p.  300). 

Governor  St.  Clair  had  been  in  active  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the 
chief  executive  of  the  Territory  continuously  since  he  had  supervised  the 
dispatch  of  the  first  settlers  to  the  then  unsettled  west  in  1788 ;  he  had 
joined  the  first  colony  at  Marietta  within  three  months  of  is  arrival 
(July,  1788),  and  had  been  one  of  the  legislators  for  the  colonics  up  to 
the  time  of  the  meeting  of  this  first  territorial  assembly ;  out  of  the 
experience  of  over  eleven  pioneer  years,  the  governor  spoke  to  the  legis- 
lators of  the  work  before  them,  as  no  better  quipped  man  could  speak. 
for  there  was  no  man  of  better  equipment  for  the  duty.  Of  Governor 
»St.  Clair's  influence  at  this  time  ^It.  Burnet  says  (p.  378)  :  "And  it  may 
be  said  with  great  truth,  that  at  the  time  he  addressed  the  First 
Territorial  Legislature  in  1799,  he  possessed  as  great,  if  not  a  greater 
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share  of  the  confidence  and  respect  of  the  people  of  the  Territory  than 
any  other  individual  residing  in  it.'' 

This  being"  the  first  session  of  any  representative  legislative  body  in 
the  Territory,  the  transition  from  the  first  to  the  second  grade  of  gov- 
ernment involved  a  general  revision  of  the  laws  in  force;  new  laws  to 
.meet  the  changed  conditions ;  new  officers  and  new  duties  for  those  already 
cstablishel ;  and  a  plan  must  be  conceived  by  which  to  meet  the  increased 
expenditures  of  a  semi-independent  government.  Many  of  the  members 
being  inexperienced  in  legislative  matters,  the  active  work  of  the  session 
fell  on  a  few  of  the  men  who  had  been  most  closely  identified  with  the 
previous  history  of  the  settlements. 

On  the  ihird  of  October  tne  two  nouses  m  jomt  session  elected 
William  Henry  Harrison  as  delegate  from  the  Territory  in  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States,  his  election  being  contested  by  xA.rthur  St.  Clair,  Jr., 
who  was  beaten  by  one  vote.  Captain  Harrison  was  secretary  of  the 
Territory  at  the  time  of  his  election,  Mr.  St.  Clair,  son  of  the  Governor, 
being  its  attorney.  Air.  Harrison  resigned  his  position  as  secretary  and 
at  once  proceeded  to  his  duties  in  the  Congress. 

It  is  hard  to  present  the  history  of  this  session  of  the  legislature  in 
the  limits  allowed  in  a  publication  of  this  nature.  The  existing  laws 
were  a  poor  apology  for  a  code;  the  Ordinance  of  1787  formed  a  broad 
and  liberal  basis  for  the  government  which  has  since  grown  up  under  its 
provisions,  but  there  was  much  legislation  needed  to  supplement  and  make 
practical  its  several  declarations.  The  governor  and  the  judges  had  selected 
or  made  laws,  from  time  to  time,  neglecting  many  important  interests, 
and  imperfectly  providing  for  others  which  were  touched  upon;  one  of 
the  statutes  of  Virginia  had  been  adopted  which  put  in  operation  the 
Knglish  common  law^  and  certain  English  statutes  of  a  date  prior  to  the 
fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  James  I. ;  statutes  from  the  original  states 
Had  been  called  upon  to  supply,  in  whole  or  in  part,  contributions  to 
the  code  of  statute  law  in  the  Territory,  and  there  fell  upon  the  legisla- 
ture at  this  first  session  the  duty  of  ''repealing,  amending,  enacting  and 
'^'^Jpplementing,"  in  such  manner  as  appealed  to  the  best  judgment  of  the 
I'ioncers  who  composed  the  body,  until  on  their  adjournment  on  the  nine- 
teenth day  of  December,  1799,  there  had  been  laid  the  foundation  for 
n^'sch  of  the  subsequent  public  law  in  the  Territory  and  in  those  states 
v^hich  have  been  carved  out  of.it.

THE  SECOND  SESSION  OF  THE  FIRST  TERRITORIAL 

J  ■  LEGISLATURE. 

/- 

(Chillicothe^  November  3,  1800.) 

IT  was  in  connection  with  the  work  of  this  first  session  of  the  legislature 
that  the  signs  of  approaching  disagreement  with  the  governor  made 
their  appearance.     Governor  St.  Clair  assumed  that  he  was  a  branch 

of  the  assembly  and  that  he  had  an  absolute  right  to  veto  the  acts 
of  the  two  houses.  He  claimed  the  right,  as  governor,  to  lay  out  -and 
change  the  bounaancs  cA  cou..t:cc  Ux.de.  the  0.d.n:i..^^  -^1  -7^/ 5  xv,^afd- 
less  of  the  expressions  from  the  legislature,  and  was  no  doubt  sincere  in 
his  efforts  to  perform  that  which  he  looked  upon  as  his  sworn  duty.  The 
result  of  his  action  was,  however,  to  bring  about  a  strained  relation  which 
only  grew  in  force  as  time  went  on.  Judge  Burnet  says,  in  the  book 
already  quoted :  *'The  effect  of  the  construction  he  gave  of  his  own  power 
may  be  seen  in  the  fact  that  of  thirty  bills  passed  by  the  two  houses 
during  the  first  session,  and  sent  to  him  for  his  approval,  he  refused 
assent  to  clei'en;  some  of  which  were  supposed  to  be  of  much  importance, 
and  all  of  them  calculated,  more  or  less,  to  advance  the  public  interest. 
Some  of  them  he  rejected  because  they  related  to  the  establishment  of 
new  counties;  others  because  he  thought  they  were  unnecessary  or  inex- 
pedient. ;  Thus,  more  than  a  third  of  the  fruits  of  the  labor  of  that 
entire  session  was  lost  by  the  exercise  of  the  arbitrary  discretion  of  one 
man."     (p.  376.) 

In  :his  connection  it  may  be  well  to  add  that  the  governor  was  not 
sustained  in  his  position  when  he  submitted  to  the  Senate  of  the  United- 
States  his  report  of  new  counties  laid  out  after  the  legislature  of  the 
Territory  had  come  into  existence.  It  was  held  that  the  governor  of  the 
Territory  had  exhausted  his  authority  when  he  had  once  laid  out  the 
.whole  territory  into  counties  (which  Governor  St.  Clair  had  done  early 
in  his  administration)  and  that'  subsequent  rearrangements  or  divisions 
vested  solely  in  the  territorial  legislature.  This  decision  was  not  reached 
in  time  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  the  differences  between  the  governor 
and  the  legislature  at  its  second  session  in  1800,  but  was  gratifying  to 
those  members  who  had  been  engaged  on  the  legislative  side  of  the 
question  during  the  first  two  sessions. 

The  legislature  stood  prorogued  to  meet  at  Cincinnati  on  the  first 
Monday  in  November,  1800.  By  reference  to  an  act  of  Congress  of 
the  United  States  May  7  of  that  year  (See  Part  One),  it  will  be  noticed 
that  after  the  adjournment  of  the  first  session  of  the  legislature,  the 
Northwest  Territory  was  divided  by  a  line  running  due  north  from  the 
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niotith  of  the  Kentucky  River,  into  an  eastern  part  which  retained  the 
old  name  and  government,  and  a  western  part  which  was  given  the  name 
of  THE  TERRITORY  OF  INDIANA,  and  a  new  government  of  the  first  grade 
established  therein,  the  officers  of  which  were  to  be  appointed  by  the 
President.  This  act  of  Congress  was  acquiesced  in  by  the  Governor  and 
legislature  of  the  territory  with  great  reluctance,  and  was  regarded  by 
the  best  men  in  the  Teritory  to  be  an  unwarranted  assumption  of  legis- 
lative power  on  the  part  of  the  Congress.  President  Vanderburg  of  the 
council  was  thus  legislated  out  of  office  and  became  a  citizen  of  the  new 
territory.  Representatives  Shadrack  Bond,  of  St.  Clair  County,  John 
Edffar,  of  T??ndolp^  Connt^^  -^rid  Jobr*  Small,  of  Knov  Coimtv,^  also 
lost  their  seats  in  the  House  ot  Representatives  tor  tne  same  reason,  and 
the  constituents  of  these  gentlemen  were  summarily  deprived  of  a  voice 
and  a  membership  in  that  local  territorial  government,  for  which  they  had 
but  recently  voted.  The  seat  of  government  for  the  new  territory  was 
fixed  by  Congress  at  Vincennes,  and  the  same  act  named  the  village  of 
Chillicothe,  instead  of  the  already  established  capital  at  Cincinnati,  as  the 
scat  of  government  for  the  old  territory.  It  was  charged  that  this  act 
of  Congress  was  urged  by  two  or  three  ardent  and  aggressive  spirits 
who  hoped  to  bring  about  an  early  state  government  in  Ohio,  and  were 
already  planning  to  accomplish  the  removal  of  Governor  St.  Clair  and 
his  administration. 

Pursuant  to  the  call  issued  by  the  Governor  under  the  new  order, 
the  members  of  the  legislature  met  in  Chillicothe  on  the  third  day  of 
November,  1800.  This  was  almost  exactly  one  hundred  years  ago,  it 
being  ail  interesting  fact  that  the  editor  writes  these  lines  on  the  twenty - 
sixth  day  of  October,  1900.  The  council  met  in  the  house  of  Joseph 
Tiffin,  the  council  chamber  in  the  new  capitol  not  being  ready  for  occu- 
pancy. As  there  is  no  record  to  the  contrary,  it  is  probable  that  the 
representatives  were  better  provided  for.  The  composition  of  the  legis- 
lature at  this  second  session  was  as  follows :

**'^  the  council,  and  William  Rutledge  beingi  elected  doorkeeper.  To 
tin  the  vacancy  in  council,  the  Governor  requested  the  House  of  Repre- 
'^^^ntatives  to  nominate  to  the  President  of  the  United  States  two  names 
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from  which  to  make  a  selection/ and  on  the  ninth  of  November  the  names 
of  Solomon  Sibley,  of  Detroit,  and  Samuel  Findlay  (Finley?),  of  Cincin- 
nati, were  chosen.  The  seat  remained  vacant  until  the  session  of  1801, 
owing  to  the  time  necessarily  consumed  in  forwarding  the  nominations 
to  the  national  capitol  and  in  returning  the  appointment  to  the  Territory.

Edward  Tiffin  was  elected  Speaker  of  the  House. 

One  of  the  first  duties  devolving  on  the  legislature  was  the  election 
of  a  delegate  to  Congress  to  succeed  Captain  William  Henry  Harrison, 
who  had  resigned  to  accept  the  appointment  as  governor  0+  the  territory 
of  Indiana,  and  also  to  elect  a  delegate  for  the  long  term  beginning  on  the 
fifth  day  of  March,  1801.  On  the  sixth  day  of  November  the  two  houses 
met  in  joint  session  in  accordance  with  a  previous  resolution  to  that  effect, 
and  elected  as  delegates  to  Congress :  William  McMillan,  of  Hamilton 
County,  for  the  unexpired  term  ending  March  4,  1801,  and  Paul  Fearing, 
of  Washington  Couaty,  for  the  term  ending  on  the  fourth  day  of  March, 
1803.' 

As  will  be  noticed,  the  selections  were  made  from  the  members  of 
the  House  of  Representatives.

The  Second  Session  of  the  First  Territorial  Legislature. 

Mr.  McMillan  at  once  resigned  from  the  House  and  proceeded  to 
his  new  duties. 

The  work  of  legislation  was  begun  with  mutual  expressions  of  regard 
between  the  Governor  and  the  members  of  the  assembly,  ontwithstanding 
the  differences  of  the  preceding  winter.  On  November  5,  the  Governor 
visited  the  joint  assembly  and  delivered  an  annual  message  of  kindly 
tone  in  which  he  spoke  of  the  near  approach  of  the  end  of  his  term  of 
office  and  of  their  own.  He  mentioned  the  efforts'  of  his  adversaries  only 
to  remark :  "The  remorse  of  their  own  consciences  will  one  day.  be  pun- 
ishment sufficient.  Their  acts  may,  however,  succeed.  Be  that  as  it  may, 
thi=  T  am  rpr^-nin.  t^qf.  he  my  cnr^ccGSOr  who  he  mav.  he  can  never  have 
the  interests  of  the  people  of  this  ierritory  more  truly  at  neart  ihan  I 
have  had  for  them,  nor  labor  more  assiduously  for  their  good  than  I  have 
done;  and  I  am  not  conscious  that  any  one  act.of  my  administration  has 
been  influenced  by  any  other  motive  than  a  sincere  desire  to  promote  their 
welfare  and  happiness." 

To  this  the  assembly  drafted  its  formal  repty  and  asked  the  Governor 
to  fix  an  hour  when  he  could  receive  the  committee  and  hear  the  same. 
On  receiving  an  intimation  of  his  convenience,  the  committee  formally 
waited  on  him  in  the  executive  chamber  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  Monday, 
November  17,  and  afterward  returned  to  their  respective  houses  bearing 
with  them  the  formal  reply  of  his  excellency  to  their  address.  This  second 
communication  from  St.  Clair  is  a  feeling  response  to  the  expressions  of 
confidence  in  which  the  House  had  clothed  its  message  to  him. 

Governor  St.  Clair,  in  a  message  to  the  House  December  2.  1800, 
calls  to  their  attention  the  fact  that,  as  his  term  of  office  expires  in  one 
week  from  that  day,  it  will  be  necessary  that  the  session  must  end  on 
that  day,  and  therefore  any  business  of  importance  to  be  transacted  should 
i^ot  be  too  long  postponed.  He  says  in  this  case  the  Secretary  of  the 
Territory  cannot  supply  to  the  Assembly  the  place  of  a  Governor. 

French  inhabitants  of  the  County  of  Wayne  presented  to  the  House, 
r)ccember  4,  a  petition  in  French  language  which  was  referred  to  Messrs. 
Kimbcrly  and  Visger  for  translation,  (p.  95.)  This  committee  reported 
wtcr  in  the  day  that  the  petition  was  for  a  redress  of  certain  grievances, 
^nd  it  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Propositions  and  Grievances.' 

A  proposition  was  uubmitted  that  the  assembly  should  hold  its  sessions 
«n  rotation  as  follows:  The  first  session  to  be  held  in  the  town  of 
Marietta,  the  second  in  the  town  of  Cincinnati,  and  the  third  in  the  town  of 
OiilHcothe.     This  was  agreed  to  by  the  House,  10  to  8. 

A  motion  to  hold  the  sessions  in  Cincinnati  was  lost,  4  to  14.  The  bill 
'*as  finally  defeated  by  striking  out  the  enacting  clause,  on  a  vote  nur 
R»^'en.     (p.  109.) 

Adjourned  by  the  Governor  December  9,  1800.     (S.  J.,  p.  77.)

The  seats  of  Messrs.  Scheifflin  and  McDougall,  of  Wayne  County, 
were  contested,  but  they  were  declared  to  be  entitled  to  their  seats. 

The  finances  of  the  Territory  were  in  such  condition  that  the  gov- 
ernor, who  had  been  reappointed  during  the  adjournment  of  the  assembly, 
in  his  address  at  a  joint  session  of  the  two  houses  called  to  be  held  in 
"Mr.  Gregg's  Hall"  for  the  purpose  said :  "The  Territory  is  in  debt 
in  the  sum  of  $5,419  beyond  the  whole  revenue  for  the  present  year. 
A  new  emission  of  bills  (of  credit)  must  be  made,  even  to  meet  the 
expenses  ui  uic  pici^,nt  iCo^.on.  A  wretched  expedient,  it  is  true,  because 
the  bills  suffer  a  depreciation  in  the  hands  they  pass  through,  and  the 
public  pays  the  full  interest." 

During  this  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  bill  was  passed  trans- 
ferring the  seat  of  government  to  Cincinnati,  from  which  city  it  had  been 
removed  by  a  provision  in  the  territorial  act  of  1800,  and  as  an  expres- 
sion of  feeling  on  the  part  of  the  local  inhabitants,  a  number  of  the  mem.- 
bers  of  the  legislature,  and  also  the  governor,  were  set  upon  in  Chillicothe 
on  the  twenty-fifth  and  twenty-sixth  of  December.  The  matter  was 
made  a  subject  for  official  investigation.  ' 

At  12  o'clock  noon,  on  January  twenty- third,  the  Council  attended 
the  chamber  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in  a  body,  where  the  joint 
assembly  was  addressed  by  Governor  St.  Clair,  and  adjourned  by  him  to 
meet  in  second  session  in  Cincinnati  on  the  fourth  Monday  of  the  fol- 
lowing November  (1802).  It  should  be  noted  here  that  this  proposed 
second  session  of  the  second  and  last  territorial  legislature  was  never  held. 
The  reason  is  given  in  the  following  interesting  extract  from  the  memoirs 
of  a  member  of  the  Council  speaking  of  the  first  constitutional  convention : 

"As  the  territorial  legislature  was  in  existence,  and  stood  adjourned, 
to  meet  at  Cincinnati  on  the  fourth  Monday  in  November,  three  weeks 
after  the  opening  of  the  convention,  a  resolution  was  passed,  directing 
their  president  to  request  the  governor  to  dissolve  or  prorogue  that  body. 
Such  a  precaution  was  altogether  unnecessary,  as  no  disposition  existed 
among  the  members,  either  to  embarrass,  or  in  any  way  interfere  with  the 
niovements  of  the  convention.  That  such  a  disposition  did  not  exist  was 
verified  by  the  fact  that  the  day  for  the  meeting  of  the  legislature  came 
and  passed ;  the  members"  remaining  at  home  as  by  common  consent.  No 
attempt  was  made  by  the  governor,  or  by  any  of  the  members,  to  convene 
that  body,  till  its  existence  was  terminated,  and  it  was  succeeded  by  the 
General  Assembly,  under  the  State  Constitution."  (Notes  on  the.  North- 
western Territory,  1847,  ^7  Judge  Jacob  Burnett,  a  member  of  the  Terri- 
torial Council.)

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THE  QUESTION  OF  THE  BOUNDARY  OF  THE  STATE. 

THE  question  of  boundary,  though  not  expressly  referred  to  the  con- 
vention (The  Constitutional  Convention  of  1802)  was  one  of 
greater  importance  than  would  appear  at  first  view.  It  is  gener- 
ally known  to  those  who  have  consulted  the  maps  of  the  western 
country  extant  at  the  time  the  Ordinance  of  1887  was  passed,  that  Lake 
Michigan  was  represented  as  being  very  far  north  of  the  position  which  it 
has  since  been  ascertained  to  occupy.  On  a  map  in  the  Department  of 
Slate  (at  Washington)  which  was  before  the  committee  of  Congress  who 
fermed  the  ordinance  for  the  government  of  the  Territory,  the  southern 
boundary  of  that  lake  was  laia  down  as  being-  near  the  forty-second  degree 
of  north  latitude,  and  there  was  a  pencil  line  passing  through  the  southern 
bend  of  the  lake,  to  the  Canada  line,  which  intersected  the  strait  between 
the  River  Raisin  and  the  town  of  Detroit.  The  line  was  manifestly 
intended  by  the  committee,  and  by  Congress,  to  be  the  northern  boundary 
of  this  state;  and  that  map,  and  the  line  marked  on  it,  should  have  been 
taken  as  conclusive  evidence  of  the  boundary,  without  reference  to  the 
actual  position  of  the  southern  extreme  of  the  lake. 

When  the  Convention  was  in  session  in  1802,  it  w^as  the  prevailing 
opinion  that  the  old  maps  were  correct;  and  that  the  line,  as  defined  in 
the  ordinance,  would  terminate  at  some  point  on  the  strait  far  above  the 
Maumee  Bay;  but,  while  that  subject  was  under  discussion,  a  man  who 
had  hunted  many  years  on  Lake  Michigan  and  was  well  acquainted  wutlt 
its  position,  happened  to  be  in  Chillicothe,  and  in  conversation  with  some 
of  the  members,  mentioned  to  them  that  the  lake  extended  much  farther 
south  than  was  geenerally  supposed ;  and  that  a  map  he  had  seen  placed 
its  southern  bend  many  miles  north  of  its  true  position.  His  statement 
produced  some  apprehension  and  excitement  on  the  subject,  and  induced 
^he  convention  to  change  the  line  prescribed  in  the  act  of  Congress,  so 
far  as  to  provide  that  if  it  should  be  found  to  strike  Lake  Erie  below  the 
Maumee  River,  as  the  hunter  informed  them  it  would,  then  the  boundary 
^f  the  state  should  be  a  line  drawn  from  the  point  where  the  prescribed 
hnc  interesected  the  west  boundary  of  the  state,  direct  to  the  most  northern 
<^«ipe  of  the  Maumee  Bay.  That  provision  saved  to  the  State  of  Ohio  the 
valuable  ports  and  harbors  on  the  Maumee  River  and  bay,  which  were  the 
prie  contended  for  in  the  "Michigan  war  of  Governor  Lucas."  "Yet  some 
^'  the  members  (of  the  Convention)  hesitated  in  making  the  provision, 
'<^st  it  might  cause  delay ;  but  fortunately  it  was  adopted  and  its  object  is 
now  secure."  (Burnett's  "Notes  on  the  Northwestern  Territory,"  1847, 
P-  360.)

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THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  OF  THE  STATE  OF  OHIO. 

(1803- 1902.) 

THE  third  legislative  body  to  come  into  power  in  the  territory  com- 
prised in  the  present  state  was  the   General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Ohio,  which,  following  the  adoption  of  the  State-  Con- 
stitution and  the  admission  of  the  state  into  the  Union  of  States, 
was  organized  for  its  first  session,  on  the  first  day  of  March,  1803. 

The  legislative  body. thus  inaugurated  has  been  an  enormous  factor 
for  good  in  the  onward  and  forward  progress  of  Ohio  during  the  past 
hundred  years.  No  group  of  men  have  served  the  state  zmth  so  little 
pei'sonal  gcii,^  as  liuoe  he,  /icghlcilui^.  No  buay  of  puulic  men  has  done 
so  much  to  encourage  morality,  industry  and  aptriotism.  The  wonder  of 
it  is — not  that  legrslators  have  occasionally  made  personal  mistakes^but 
that  in  no  matter  what  strait  or  dilemma,  Ohio  has  always  had  in  her 
service,  practically  without  compensation,  so  many  men  who  were  not 
only  patriots,  but  men  who  exhibited  the  wisdom  and  had  the  courage  to 
handle  the  affairs  of  state  with  honor  to  themselves,  to  their  constituents 
'  and  the  name  of  an  Ohioan.  When  the  enormous  power  of  a  General 
Assembly  is  fairly  understood,  the  more  honor  is  found  to  be  due  those 
men  who,  since  the  first  settler  landed  on  the  western  bank  of  the  Ohio, 
in  1788,  have  neyer  used  that  power  as  a  body,  except  to  advance  the  state 
in  dignity  "and  in  prosperity,  and  in  evidences  of  fealty  in  every  hour  of 
danger  to  the  general  government.  More  or  less  acquaintance  with  mem- 
bers of  recent  assemblies,  and  a  quite  studious  attention  to  the  records  of 
\  the  past  century  in  Ohio,  gives  point  to  these  observations.

GEORGE  H.   CHAMBERLAIN,  of  Elyria. 
President  Pro  Tern. 


The  nomination  by  the  Republicans  of  the  Twenty-seventh-Twenty-ninth 
Senatorial  district  of  Hon.  George  H.  Chamberlain,  of  Elyria,  was  received  with 
enthusiasm  in  every  section  of  the  district  where  Mr.  Chamberlain  is  universally 
recognized  as  an  able  lawyer  and  a  man  of  high  character  and  attainments.

Mr.  Chamberlain  was  married  in  June,  1883,  to  Etta  K.  Mynderse,  and  has 
seven  children,  four  boys  and  three  girls.  He  is  prominently  identified  with 
the  business  and  social  life  of  his  home  city,  and  is  a  member  of  the  board  of 
education  of  Elyria.  He  was  nominated  by  acclamation  for  his  second  term,  and 
on  the  organization  of  the  76th  General  Assembly  was  elected  President  pro  tera 
of  the  Senate,  receiving  the  unanimous  vote  of  both  Republicans  and  Democrats.

Hon.  Frank  Edgar  Scobey,  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  was  born  at  Alcony,  Miami 
County,  Ohio,  February  27,  1866.

Thomas  M.  Berry,  the  junior  member  from  the  32d  Senatorial  District  of 
Ohio,  was  born  July  29,  1?59,  on  the  homestead  farm  which  he  now  owns  in 
Jennings  township.  Van  Wert  County,  Ohio.  He  resided  almost  continuously 
for  thirty-eight  years  on  this  farm.  He  obtained  his  education  in  the  common 
schools  of  this  township.  Mr.  Berry  was  honored  by  the  citizens  of  his  town- 
ship by  election  to  positions  of  trust.  He  was  a  member  of  the  school  board  for 
many  years  and  township  clerk  for  five  years.

His  father  having  been  elected  Professor  of  Church  History 
and  Hermeneutics  in  the  Associate  Presbyterian  Theological  Seminary  then 
located  at  Canonsburg,  Washington  County,  Penn.,  removed  to  that  place  in  1834, 
where  the  subject  of  this  sketch  wa«5  brought  up  and  educated  in  the  common 
schools,  JeSerson  'JcilogG  n.r""_  •"■:  '^■^9ooi?f(^.  ■OT-ocsny.^.  .^i.  <  i,v.<i[o>^i,:a:i  v.r.....,.;ary. 
He  graduated  at  Jefferson  College  August  7,  1849,  in  a  class  of  tifty-four 
members,  after  which  he  taught  for  three  years,  first  in  a  common  school  for 
nine  months  in  Allegheny  County,  Pa.,  then  in  a  select  classical  school  in  New 
Brighton,  Pa.,  during  the  summer  of  1850,  and  afterwards  in  a  classical  Academy 
at  Hookstown,  Beaver  County,  Pa.,  from  November,  1850,  until  April,  1852. 
He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Canonsburg  (now  the  United  Presbyterian  Sem- 
inary of  Xenia,  Ohio)  where  he  was  graduated  March.  1855.  He  was  licensed  to 
preach  the  gospel  by  the  Presbytery  of  Chartiers  of  the  Associate  Presbyterian 
(now  the  United  Presbyterian)  Church  of  North  America,  June  22,  1855,  and 
was  settled  as  pastor  of  the  congregation  of  South  Buffalo  (now  Claysville), 
Washington  County,  Pa.,  October,  1856,  when  he  removed  to  the  United  Pres- 
byterian congregation  of  Canonsburg  (now  Greenside  Avenue),  Pa.,  where  he 
remained  until  November,  1S69,  when  he  accepted  a  call  from  the  Second 
United  Presbyterian  congregation  of  Xenia,  Ohio,  in  which  he  was  installed 
December  1,  1869,  and  of  which  congregation  he  remained  as  pastor  until 
September  1,  1902.  In  1873  he  was  elected  Professor  of  Homiletics  and  Pas- 
toral Theology  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Theological  Seminary  at  Xenia, 
which  office  he  continued  to  fill  in  connection  with  his  pastoral  charge  until 
1888,  when  finding  the  double  burden  too  heavy  to  bear  he  resigned  and  gave 
his  whole  time  to  his  pastorate.  In  1875  he  .received  the  honorary  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Divinity  from  the  United  Presbyterian  College  of  Monmouth,  111. 

He  was  married  to  Mary  Houston  Clarkson,  daughter  of  Rev,  Thomas  B. 
Clarksou,  of  Mercersburg,  Franklin  County,  Pa.,  October  1,  1856,  who  died 
March  21,  1894.  He  was  selected  State  Senator  from  the  Fifth-Sixth  District, 
November,  1903.

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SENATOR  CARTER. 


Hon.  Elza  Carter,  Democrat,  of  the  Thirty-first  Senatorial  District,  is  a  native 
of  Wyandot  County.  Ohio,  was  educated  in  the  sub-district  schools,  the  Upper 
Sandusky  public  schools  and  Baldwin  University.  He  began  his  official  career 
as  township  clerk,  and  held  the  office  for  four  years.  Mr.  Carter  removed  from 
Tymochtee  township  to  Upper  Sandusky  in  1881,  and  was  admitted  to  the 
bar  the  same  year;  soon  thereafter  he  acquired  a  large  practice,  which  he  has 
since  retained,  and  is  now  a  member  of  the  law  firm  of  "Carter  &  Goodrich." 
In  addition  to  his  work  in  his  chosen  profession,  he  is  interested  in  agriculture 
and  stock  raising. 

Mr.  Carter  was  a  member  of  the  Wyandot  County  board  of  school  examiners 
for  six  years;  at  present  he  is  president  of  the  Upper  Sandusky  school  board, 
and  for  six  years  has  been  a  member  thereof. 

He  was  elected  prosecuting  attorney  of  Wyandot  County  in  1892,  and  again 
in  1895.  He  has  always  been  a  Democrat,  and  without  opposition  was  elected 
to  the  Senate  in  November,  1903.  In  his  profession,  as  well  as  in  politics,  he 
is  well  and  favorably  known  throughout  his  district.  He  believes  the  I^egis- 
lature  should  be  untrammeled  in  the  exercise  of  its  functions.

He  is  the  son  of  a  minister  in  thb 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  Rev.  J.  W.  Cassatt.  He  was  educated  in  the  com- 
mon schools  and  at  the  Ohio  Wesleyan  University  at  Delaware.  In  1892,  he 
commenced  the  study  of  law  with  Hon.  Thomas  McDougall.  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 
After  his  admission  to  the  bar,  he  was  associated  with  Mr.  INIcDougall  up  to 
the  time  of  the  death  of  the  latter  in  July,  1899.  After  Mr.  McDougall's  death, 
Mrl  Cassatt  retained  his  offices  and  organized  the  firm  of  Ernst,  Cassatt  &

Taylor  McDougall.     Mr.  Cassatt  resides  in  Cincinnati,  at  the  Queen  City  Club.

WILLIAM  W.  CHAPMAN,  of  Dayton. 


William  W.  Chapman,  the  son  of  John  K.  and  Mary  E.  Chapman,  was  born 
near  Dayton,  September  28,  1874.  After  his  High  School  education  he  prepared 
himself  for  the  study  of  law.  Was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1897  and  entered 
upon  the  active  practice  of  his  profession  in  Dayton,  under  the  firm  name  of 
Chapman  &  Snyder.

He  was  born 
In  Lisbon,  Ohio,  September  27,  1871;  graduated  from  High  School  of  Lisbon, 
1890;  attended  college  at  Ohio  State  University  1890-1891;  taught  school  and 
studied  law  1891-1892;  entered  the  Cincinnati  Law  School  and  graduated  there- 
from May  30,  1894;  returned  to  Lisbon  and  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his 
profession,  and  was  elected  solicitor  of  his  native  village  in  April,  1899;  was

Senator  Crites,  Democrat  from  the  32  District,  is  the  eldest  son  of  Jacob 
(and  Mary  J.  Cameron)  Crites;  was  born  in  German  township,  Allen  County, 
Ohio,. November  28,  1847,  and  has  ever  since  been  a  resident  of  his  native  town- 
ship. He  was  brought  up  on  the  farm  and  experienced  many  of  the  hardships 
and  privations  incident  to  pioneer  life.-  He  was  educated  at  the  schools  of  liis 
native  township  and  at  the  National  Normal  University,  at  Lebanon,  Ohio,  when 
Alfred  Holbrook  was  president  of  that  institution.  He  began  teaching  at  the 
age  of  eighteen;  in  September,  1870,  he  was  elected  Superintendent  of  the 
Elida  public  schools,  which  position  he  successfully  held  for  twelve  successive 
years,  when  he  was  forced  to  resign  on  account  of  ill  health.  From  1876  to 
1888  he  was  a  member  of  the  Allen  County  Board  of  School  Examiners.  He 
was  for  nine  years,  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  his  home  township.  In  1883  he 
turned  his  attention  from  school  work  to  the  outdoor  work  of  farming  and 
stock  raising.  In  1895  he  purchased  the  grain  elevator  in  Elida,  which  he 
has  modernized  and  brought  into  a  condition  of  increased  activity  and  pros- 
perity.    This  he  manages  in  addition  to  the  active  management  of  his  farm. 

He  is  a  Mason  (32  degree),  and  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  He  married  ]?.Iiss  Sarah  J.  Reichelderfer,  of  Pickaway  County,  Ohio. 
who  died  within  the  same  year.  In  1876  he  was  married  to  Miss  Emma  M. 
Ditto.  They  have  a  family  of  four  daughters:  Mrs.  S.  O.  Morris,  of  Lima,  and 
the  Misses  Mabel,  Zoe  and  Grace.  The  Senator  was  twice  nominated  by  accla- 
mation by  his  party  district  convention  and  was  elected  the  first  time  by  a 
majority  of  2,300,  and  the  second  time  without  opposition.

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RENICK  W.  DUNLAP,  of  Kingston. 


Senator  Dunlap,  Republican,  was  born  near  Kingston,  Pickaway  County, 
October  25,  1872.  He  attended  district  school  until  he  was  15  years  old,  when 
he  entered  the  public  school  at  Kingston.  In  1890,  he  entered  the  Ohio  State 
University  in  the  second  year  of  the  preparatory  course  and  graduated  there- 
from in  1895  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Agriculture;  afterward 
taking  three  months  of  post  graduate  work  in  the  animal  mechanics.  During 
his  college  career  he  was  a  member  of  the  University  Senate  and  president  of  the 
Townsend  Literary  Society.

He  was 
a  candidate  for  representative  from  Pickaway  County  on  the  Republican  ticket 
in  1901,  and  defeated  by  the  usual  Democratic  majority;  elected  State  Senator 
from  the  Tenth  Senatorial  District  in  the  fall  of  1903  by  a  majority  of  2,500 
votes,  being  the  first  Republican  ever  elected  from  Pickaway  County.

He  has  resided  there  all  his  life,  excepting  "four  years  of 
childhood  at  Bluffton,  Ohio,  one  year  as  drug  clerk  at  Paxton,  111.,  two  years  as 
student  in  the  school  of  pharmacy,  University  of  Michigan,  two  years  as 
drug  clerk  at  Daj'ton,  Ohio,  and  seven  years  as  drug  proprietor  at  Fostoria. 
Ohio.  During  the  period  from  1893  to  1901  he  was  publisher  of  a  Republican 
weekly  newspaper,  The  Gazette,  at  Ottawa.  He  graduated  from  the  Ottawa 
High  School  in  1881,  and  from  the  University  of  Michigan  in  1884.  He  was

He  is  now  engaged 
in  the  manufacture  of  writing  paper  at  Middletown,  Ohio,  the  establishment 
with  which  he  is  connected  being  the  largest  of  its  kind  in  the  United  States.

He  is  a  farmer  by  occupation  and  is  of  the  third  generation  of  his  family, 
who,  since  1818,  have  lived  on  the  farm  where  he  now  resides.

Thomas  Kinsman,  Senator  from  the  23d  District,  who  represented  Trumbull 
County  in  the  74th  and  75th  General  Assembly,  was  born  in  Kinsman,  Trum- 
bull County,  Ohio,  and  was  educated  at  the  Kinsman  schools,  as  his  course  of 
study  at  Western  Reserve  College,  then  at  Hudson,  Ohio,  was  abruptly  ended 
by  the  death  of  his  father  and  the  imperative  need  that  the  two  thousand 
acres  of  farm  lands  should  have  the  care  of  the  sons,  of  whom  Thomas  was  the 
elder. 

His  farming  has  been  of  a  general  character,  but  dairying  and  raising  of 
cattle  and  of  the  trotting-bred  horse  have  been  especially,  prominent.

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GORDON  F.  LAUMAN,  of  Lucas  ville. 


Gordon  F.  Lauman,  Republican,  from  the  Seventh  District,  was  born  in 
Flemming  County,  Kentucky,  November  17,  1840;  moved  to  Aberdeen,  Brown 
County,  Ohio,  in  about  1845;  lived  in  Chillicothe  in  1846,  in  Waverly  in  1847. 
In  1850  worked  for  James  Emmitt  for  three  years  at  milling  and  distilling. 
Worked  in  the  store  of  Emmitt,  Myer  &  Co.,  and  continued  in  their  employ 
until  the  war  broke  out.  Enlisted  on  the  17th  of  April,  1861,  in  Company  G, 
1st  O.  V.  I.,  from  Portsmouth,  Ohio;  was  wounded  on  the  17th  of  June  at 
Vienna,  Virginia;  was  discharged  at  E  Street  Hospital,  Washington,  D.  C,  at 
the  expiration  of  three  months.  Mr.  Lauman  was  in  the  merchandise  business 
since  1872,  and  at  the  same  time  interested  in  farming.  Three  years  ago  he 
retired  from  business  repting  his  farm.  He  wqs  married  twice,  being  married 
first  to  Miss  Mary  L.  Watkins,  October  6,  1864,  who  died  October  22,  1892. 
Was  married  to  Mary  E.  Dever,  November  28,  1895.  He  has  held  several 
township  offices.

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DAVID  H.  MOORE,  of  Athens. 


David  H.  Moore,  Senator-elect  in  the  9-14th  Senatorial  District,  was  born 
October  11,  1856.  His  father's  family  crossed  the  Alleghany  Mountains  from 
Worcester,  Massachusetts,  with  the  first  Ohio  settlers,  and  arriving  at  Marietta, 
where  most  of  them  settled.

He  retired  from  active  business  in  1894;  has  traveled  abroad 
considerably  from  time  to  time.  Senator  Oskamp  was  a  member  of  the 
Decennial  Board  of  Equalization  in  1901.     He  has  always  been  a  Republican.

Composed  of  the  Counties  of  Muskingum,  Perry,  Delaware  and  Licking. 
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N.  F.  OVERTURF,  of  Delaware. 


Norman  F.  Overturf,  representing  the  15-16  district  for  the  second  time, 
was  born  in  1<S46,  on  a  farm  in  Liberty  township,  Licking  County,  Ohio.  At 
the  age  of  seventeen  he  began  teaching  district  scliools  in  the  winters,  and 
continued  at  farm  labor  during  the  summers.  Afterward  he  was  regularly 
employed  as  a  teacher  in  the  village  school  in  Summerford,  Madison  County, 
which  position  he  held  for  seven  consecutive  year<=:.  when,  bv  rensou  of  impaired 
health,  he  resumed  out-door  work,  and  engaged  in  the  timber  and  lumber  busi- 
ness for  two  years.

Robert  A.  Pollock,  Republican,  was  born  August  24,  1S70,  at  North  Lawrence, 
Stark  County,  Ohio.

Thomas  Hugh  Ricketts,  of  the  Tenth  Senatorial  District,  was  born 
in  Coshocton  County,  Ohio,  December  9,  1845.  His  boyhood  days  were  spent 
on. a  farm  in  Tuscarawas  County,  near  the  historic  village  of  Gnadenhutten, 
whence  he  enlisted,  September,  1863,  in  the  12th  O.  V,  C,  and  served  until  the 
close  of  the  Civil  War.  His  education  was  obtained  in  district  schools,  Ohio 
Wesleyan  University,  Delaware,  Ohio,  and  in  the  law  department  of  the 
University  of  New  York,  at  Albany. 

A  Republican,  he  was  elected  mayor  of  Coshocton  and  prosecuting  attorney 
of  the  Democratic  county  of  that  name,  holding  both  offices  at  the  same  time, 
then  permitted  by  the  laws  of  Ohio.  He  came  to  Columbus  in  January,  1881.

firm  included  Judges  Selwyn  N.  Owen  and  Samuel  S.  Black.  He  served  on  the 
Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of  Columbus.  Was  a  candidate  on  the  Repub- 
lican ticket  for  Common  Pleas  Judge  in  1897,  but  never  qualified. 

Mr.  Ricketts  comes  of  Maryland  and  Connecticut  revolutionary  ancestors, 
being  a  descendant  of  the  revolutionary  patriot.

'  Composed  of  Cuyahoga  County. 
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J.  M.   SHALLENBERGER,   of   Cleveland. 


Mr.  Shallenberger,  Senator  from  the  25th  District,  is  a  native  of  Holmes 
County,  Ohio.  He  attended  the  public  schools  of  his  county  and  subsequently 
graduated  from  Wooster  University  in  the  class  of  1886,  Two  years  later  he 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  Ohio  at  Cleveland  where  he  had  read  law  in  flie 
offices  of  Sherman,  Hoyt  &  Dustin.  Upon  the  outbreak  of  the  Spanish-American 
war  he  enlisted  as  a  private  in  the  First  Ohio  Cavalry  and  was  mustered  out 
with  his  regiment  as  First  Lieutenant  in  command  of  G  Troop.  He  re-entered 
the  United  States  service  as  a  Captain,  serving  in  the  42d  and  43d  Regiments. 
U.  S.  V.  Infantry  on  stations  in  the  Philippines  for  two  years.  Was  detaile*! 
by  General  Bell  as  Public  Prosecutor  of  Manila  and  shortly  after  was  detailed 
as  Superior  provost  and  Admiralty  Judge  of  the  city  and  province  of  Manila. 
Organized  the  first  Admiralty  Court  in  INIanila  and  tried  a  great  variety  of 
cases  thereunder.  Shortly  after  his  return  home  he  was  appointed  a  Judge  of 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  by  Governor  Nash  to  fill  a  vacancy;  subsequently 
resuming  the  practice  of  law.  He  was  elected  to  the  Senate  as  a  Republicau 
and  was  chosen  by  Senator  Hanna  to  place  him  in  nomination  for  re-election  to 
the  United  States  Senate.

Frank  P.  Shumaken  one  of  the  four  Republican  Senators  from  Cuyahoga 
County,  was  bom  of  German-English  parentage,  on  a  farm  near  Gallon,  Craw- 
ford County,  Ohio,  December  20,  1858.  He  secured  his  preliminary  education  in 
the  district  schools,  and  at  the  age  of  eighteen  began  teaching  country  school 
to  earn  the  money  with  which  to  pay  his  expenses  at  Mount  Union  College, 
from  which  college  he  graduated  in  18SG.  Before  his  graduation  he  was  chosen 
principal  of  the  Mount  Union  public  schools,  which  he  resigned  after  two 
years'  service,  to  accept  the  superintendency  of  the  Chagrin  Falls  public  schools, 
which  position  he  held  thirteen  years,  when  he  was  offered  and  accepted  the. 
state  agency  for  one  of  the  largest  educational  publishing  houses  in  the  country. 

Mr.  Shumaker  was  granted  a  life  high  school  certificate  in  1887,  and  has 
served  six  years  as  a  member  of  the  Cuyahoga  County  Board  of  School  Exam- 
iners. He  has  always  manifested  a  keen  interest  in  all  matters  pertaining 
to  education.  He  has  always  been  an  active  Republican,  having  been  a 
councilman  and  also  the  mayor  of  Chagrin  Falls.  In  his  church  relations,  he 
is  a  Methodist,  having  been  a  member  of  the  official  board  and  superintendent 
of  the  Sunday  school  for  the  past  fifteen  years.

Composed  of  Hamilton  County. 
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MAX   SILBERBERG,   of   Hamilton   County. 
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Max  Silberberg,  Republican,  one  of  the  Senators  from  Hamilton  County, 
is  a  German  by  birth,  and  came  to  this  country  at  the  age  of  fifteen.  He 
was  a  soldier  in  the  Civil  War,  and  after  being  discharged,  began  an  active 
business  life,  which  he  still  pursues.  He  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the 
National  Manufacturers'  Association,  which  is  now  influential  in  the  vast 
exportation  of  American  products.  He  is  an  active  member  of  the  Credit 
Men's  Association,  and  four  years  ago,  when  the  tcuvenxioi.  vvas  h~ll  'r.t 
Milwaukee,  was  appointed  chairman  of  the  Clothing  Conference  Committee. 
He  was  also  appointed  chairman  of  the  National  Legislative  Committee,  and 
his  report  given  at  Cleveland  received  favorable  comments.  He  is  and  has 
been  for  the  past  fifteen  years  President  of  the  Business  Men's  Building 
Association,  and  for  many  years  a  director  of  the  Ohio  Valley  Building 
Association. 

He  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Commercial  McKinley  Club,  who 
made  themselves  instrumental  in  rolling  up  the  largest  majority  that  the 
Republican  ticket  ever  received  in  Hamilton  County.  He  is  an  active  and 
ardent  Grand  Army  man  and  is  Past  Commander  of  August  Willich  Post.

Mr.  Smith  is  a  miner  by  occupation  and  an  active  worker  in  the  ranks 
of  organized  labor;  has  represented  the  miners  for  many  years  in  both  state 
and  national  conventions;  was  a  member  of  the  National  Committee  of  Oper- 
ators and  Miners  for  three  years;  served  as  president  of  Sub-district  No.  5, 
U.  M.  W.  of  A.  for  four  years,  retiring  at  his  own  request;  served  on  his  village 
council  for  five  years  and  is  at  present  a  stockholder  and  treasurer  of  a  cc 
operative  store  company  doing  a  business  of  $25,000  a  year. 

Mr.  Smith  was  the  choice  of  the  Tuscarawas  County  Republican  con- 
vention for  State  Senator  for  the  18th-19th  District;  received  his  nomination 
at  the  Senatorial  Convention  at  Cambridge  by  acclamation,  and  carried  his 
district  by  a  plurality  of  1455.

He  has  held  no  public  offices  except  membership  of  the  Board 
of  Education  and  of  the  Ohio  Senate. 
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Composed  of  the  Counties  of  Logan,  Union,  Marion  and  Hardin. 
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SAMUEL  H.  WEST,  of  Bellefontaine. 


Samuel  H.  West.  Republican,  was  born  in  Lynn  County,  Iowa,  July  7, 
1872,  where  his  father  was  serving  as  pastor  of  a  Baptist  church.  Attended 
the  common  schools  until  sixteen,  when  he  went  to  work  in  a  postoflBce;  was 
employed  on  the  Iowa  Central  Railroad  at  various  points  as  station  agent 
and  telegraph  operator,  until  1891,  when  he  came  to  Bellefontaine,  Ohio,  and 
entered  upon  the  study  of  law  in  the  office  of  Judge  Wm.  H.  West,  his  uncle, 
acting  at  the  same  time  as  clerk  and  typewriter  in  the  office.  Was  admitted 
to  the  bar  in  October,  1893,  and  has  since  practiced  law,  a  portion  of  the  time 
as  a  member  of  the  firm  of  West  and  West,  and  later  alone.  In  1894,  Mr.

Hollis  C.  Johnston,  Republican,  Representative  from  Gallia  County,  was 
born  October  2,  1861;  graduated  from  the  Cincinnati  Law  School  in  May,  18SC. 
and  began  the  practice  of  law  at  Gallipolis,  Ohio,  in  the  summer  of  1886.  Was 
married  on  February  15,  1892,  to  Nell  P.  Dages,  and  has  three  children,  Mabel 
C,  Esther  A.,  and  Fred  D.

Was 
elected  Sergeant-at-Arms  of  the  70th,  71st,  72d,  74th,  75th  and  76th  General 
Assemblies.     He  is  a  farmer  and  breeder  of  fine  horses. 
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FREDERICK  BLANKNER,   of  Coiumbus. 
Third  Assistant   Sergeant-at-Arms. 


;  Frederick  Blankner,  Third  Assistant  Sergeant-at-Arms,  was  born  in  Ger- 
many, July  28,  1836.  One  year  later  his  parents  moved  to  America  and  settled 
in  .Columhus,  Ohio,  where  he  has  since  resided.  For  two  years  he  served  In 
Co.  A,  5th  Battalion,  O.  V.  I.  In  1856  he  was  appointed  porter  in  the  House

Carl  L.  Braun,  Republican,  one  of  the  four  Representatives  from  Franklin 
County,  was  born  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  March  18,  1865.  He  received  his  edu- 
cation in  the  public  schools  and  at  the  Ohio  State  University.  In  1884  he 
entered  the  drug  business  and  in  1887  became  a  member  of  the  well-known  fii*m 
of  H.  Braun  Sons  &  Co.  Mr.  Braun  has  always  been  a  Republican,  but  has  never 
manifested  offensive  partisanship.  In  1896  he  came  within  70  votes  of  being 
elected  member  of  the  Board  of  Education  in  a  ward  with  a  Democratic  ma- 
jority of  over  300.  In  1903,  against  his  inclinations,  was  persuaded  to  become 
a  candidate  for  Representative  and  received  more  votes  than  any  other  candi- 
date on  the  county  ticket  and  the  largest  plurality  ever  given  a  Republican 
candidate  for  Representative  from  Franklin  County.  He  was  married  in  1889 
to  Miss  Flora  Schmidt  and  they  have  three  children.  Mr.  Braun  is  a  member 
of  the  standing  committees  on  Cities,  Fish  Culture  and  Game,  Institution  for 
the  Deaf,  Prisons  and  Prison  Reforms.

He  has  been  an  active  Republican  all  his  life,  has  held  several  offices  of 
trust  and  was  elected  to  the  76th  General  Assembly  of  Ohio  in  the  Autumn 
of  1903.

Frederick  I.  Bright,  Republican  Representative  from  Hocking-Vinton  Joint 
District,  was  born  at  Logan,  Ohio,  May  19,  1875.

Since  that  time  he  has 
engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  at  Logan,  being  the  junior  member  of 
the  firm  of  Bright  &  Bright.  He  is  a  member  of  the  standing  committees  on 
Corporations,  Elections,  Boys'  Industrial  School  and  Fish  Culture  and  Game.

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HIRAM  S.  BRONSON. 


Hiram  S.  Bronson,  Republican,  one  of  the  four  Representatives  from 
Franklin  County,  was  born  in  Marquette,  Michigan,  March  20,  1866.  Although 
not  himself  a  native  of  Ohio.  Mr.  Bronson  comes  of  old  Ohio  stock.  His  parents 
movef  from  Ohio  to  Michigan  before  his  birth.  His  great-uncle,'  Hiram 
Bronson,  whose  namesake  he  is,  was  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly  from 
1866  to  1869,  and  his  great-grandfather,  Hiram  Oviatt,  was  one  of  the  Con- 
necticut pioneers  to  the  Western  Reserve  and  gave  the  original  endowment  to 
the  "Western  Reserve  College  at  Hudson,  Ohio. 

Mr.  Bronson  rceived  his  early  education  in  the  common  schools  at  Mar- 
quette and  was  graduated  from  Cornell  University,  Ithaca.  N.  Y.,  in  1889. 
Called  to  Columbus,  Ohio,  by  business  interests  of  his  father,  he  came  there 
in  the  fall  of  1889  and  was  for  some  time  a  member  of  the  firm  of  O.  D.  Dwyer 
&  Co.,  successors  to  E.  O.  Randall  &  Co..  wall  paper  dealers.  During  this  time 
Mr.  Bronson  read  law  as  opportunity  presented  itself  and  finally  sold  his  interst 
in  the  wall  paper  firm  and  entered  the  law  department  of  Ohio  State  Uni- 
versity. He  was  graduated  from  thei'e  in  1897  with  degree  of  B.  L.  and  has 
since  been  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law  with  offices  in  the  Board  of  Trade 
Building,  Columbus.  Ohio. 

Mr.  Bronson  has  been  an 'active  worker  in  the  Republican  party  of  Franklin 
County,  and  has  served  on  Central  and  Executive  Committees  for  a  number  of 
years.  He  was  for  four  years  a  m.ember  of  Columbus  City  Board  of  Elections.

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WILLIAM  BUCHTEL. 
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William  Buchtel,  Republican,  of  Akron,  Ohio,  is  serving  his  second  term 
as  Representative  from  Summit  County.  He  was  born  in  Green  township. 
Summit  County,  November  23,  1822,  educated  in  the  district  schools  and 
trained  to  agricultural  pursuits.  At  22  years  of  age  he  purchased  his  father's 
farm  of  160  acres  and  gave  nis  attention  to  the  cultivation  of  wheat.  In  1856 
he  rented  this  farm  and  engaged  in  milling  in  Springfield,  being  interested  in 
both  flour  and  saw  mills.  He  enlisted  in  the  164th  O.  V.  L,  served  in  defense 
of  Washington  during  the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  and  was  honorbaly  discharged 
in  the  fall  of  1864  with  the  rank  of  captain. 

After  the  war,  he  was  for  many  years  interested  in  the  lumber  business 
as  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Jackson,  Buchtel  &  Co.,  and  as  the  head  of  the  firm 
of  Wm.  Buchtel  &  Sons,  controlling  during  this  time  immense  tracts  of  govern- 
ment and  state  land  in  Michigan,  Much  of  his  time  was  spent  in  the  Michigan 
pineri«=»?5  and  hi?  ^yppriPTice«  the^'?*  r^^ilord  2,11  enril<=^^s  funH  of  Rrausing  and 
interesting  reminiscences.  At  liiis  Limfe,  in  cOiHytiuy  with  Tv*.  ZZ.  Tlaj lllOi^-I,  he 
also  granted  and  operated  at  Akron,  Ohio,  the  Citizens'  Savings  Bank,  E.  Stein- 
bacher,  president,  William  Buchtel  vice  president,  W.  G.  Raymond,  cashier. 
Later,  this  bank  became  a  national  concern  known  as  the  Citizens'  National 
Bank.  Disposing  of  his  interest  in  the  Citizens'  Bank,  Mr.  Buchtel  accepted  the 
vice  presidency  of  the  City  National  Bank  of  Akron,  and  entered  largely  into 
building  operations.  Among  the  monuments  to  his  enterprise  in  this  direction 
may  be  named  the  Buchtel  Hotel,  the  Akron  Savings  Bank  building  and  numer- 
ous residences  in  Akron  and  surrounding  towns.  He  resigned  as  vice  president 
of  the  City  National  Bank  and  organized  the  Akron  Savings  Bank  in  1888,  and 
has  held  the  oflBce  of  president  of  this  bank  from  its  organization  to  the 
present  time.  He  is  also  president  of  the  Thomas  Lumber  and  Building  Com- 
pany and  treasurer  of  the  Akron  Building  and  Loan  Association. 

Always  greatly  interested  in  municipal  affairs,  he  has  served  two  terms 
as  chairman  of  ,the  Board  of  City  Commissioners  of  Akron  and  v/as  a  member 
of  the  Decennial  Board  of  Equalization  in  1890.  He  is  a  man  of  sterling 
integrity  and  his  stem  adherence  to  the  principles  of  truth  and  equity  has  woii 
for  himself  the  unqualified  respect  and  admiration  of  all  who  know  him. 

William  Buchtel  was  married  March  7,  1842,  to  Miss  Martha  Henderson,  of 
Springfield  township,  who  departed  this  life  December  17,  1884.  Four  children 
were  the  issue  of  this  marriage,  Catharine  Jane,  James  H.  (deceased),  John  D., 
and  William   M. 

His  serond  matrimonial  venture  was  consummated  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  where 
he  was  married  to  his  present  wife,  Mrs.  Nora  Sackett  Wilcox,  December  3,  1885. 

Mr.  Buchtel  was  elected  member  of  the  75th  General  Assembly  November 
5,  1901.  He  served  on  the  standing  committees  on  Geology,  Mines  and  Mining, 
Municipal  Affairs,  and  Prisons  and  Prison  Reforms, 

November,  1903,  he  was  elected  by  a  large  majority  to  succeed  himself  as  a 
member  of  the  7Gth  General  Assembly.  He  was  appointed  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee on  Prisons  and  Prison  Reforms  and  a  member  of  the  standing  committees 
on  Banks  and  Banking,  Villages,  and  Taxation.

'  W,  H.  Burnett,  member  of  the  76th  General  Assembly,  was  born  and  raised 
in  Highland  County.     His  education  was  received  in  the  country  schools. 

Occupation — Farmer  and  breeder  ot  fine  cattle  and  horses.  Has  been  a  life- 
long stalwart  Republican.  Present  office  was  unsought.  Was  nominated  by 
acclamation  and  received  over  nine  hundred  (900)  majority  in  a  county  that 
had  been  carried  by  the  Democracy  for  a  number  of  years,  by  like  pluralities. 

Ancestry — English-German  extraction:  his  father's  grandfather  was  killed 
in  battle  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  on  the  maternal  side,  the  grandfather 
helped  to  ring  the  Bell  of  Independence  in  Philadelphia,  on  July  4th,  177G,  and 
also  served  with  distinction  as  a  soldier  during  the  war  and  married  a  sister 
of  George  Ross,  one  of  the  signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence.

ROSCOE  CARLE. 


Roscoe  Carle,  Democrat,  Representative  from  Seneca  County  in  the  75th 
and  76th  General  Assemblies,  was  born  in  Geneva,  Wis.,  May  20,  1863,  the 
eldest  son  of  Jonas  H.  Carle,  a  native  of  Maine,  and  of  Priscilla  (Egbert)  Carle, 
a  native  of  Seneca  County,  Ohio.  The  ancestry  on  both  sides  is  traceable  through 
the  English  Puritans  who  settled  in  Maine  and  in  Holland  to  the  ancient  Saxon 
families  of  Ceorl  and  Egbert. 

From  the  age  of  eight,  when  his  father  died,  our  subject  has  resided  in 
Seneca  County,  attending  village  and  district  schools  and  the  academy  of 
Heidelberg  University,  spending  ten  years  on  the  farm  and  teaching  one  term 
of  school  before  leaving  for  college.  He  attended  Ohio  State  University  four 
years,  was  employed  in  vacations  as  civil  engineer  on  the  Panhandre  Railroad 
Company  and  with  land  companies  at  Chattanooga,  Teun. 

In  1890  was  graduated  from  Cornell  University  with  t^e  degree  of  the 
literary  course.  He  immediately  entered  the  newspaper  business,  has  been 
employed  on  newspapers  in  Tiffin  and  Fostoria  ever  since,  and  is  now  editor 
and  publisher  of  the  Daily  Times  at  Fostoria.  From  1892  to  1895  was  Captain 
of  Company  E,  2d  O.  N.  G..  at  Tiffin,  and  in  1898  recruited  and  offered  the 
Governor  a  company  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  men  for  the  proposed  11th 
Ohio  regiment  in  the  Spanish-American  war. 

Was  elected  and  re-elected  to  the  legislature  in  senatorial  years  when  dis- 
sensions in  the  party  in  his  county  led  to  the  defeat  of  a  majority  of  his  col- 
leagues each  Lime.  He  led  the  entire  ticket  in  1901  by  two  hundred  votes.  In 
xwwo  when  the  state  went  113,000  Republican  and  the  Democrats  in  the  House 
were  reduced  from  42  to  22,  Representative  Carle  was  confronted  by  an  opponent 
picked  as  "the  strongest  Republican  in  Seneca  Couuty."  Allied  with  the  splendid- 
ly organized  Republican  committee  and  its  resources  was  a  desperate  clique 
of  defeated  Democratic  leaders  of  tlie  county,  including  an  ex-congressman,  who 
determined  that  Seneca  County  for  the  first  time  in  her  history  should  elect  a 
Republican  Representative.  When  the  polls  closed.  Representative  Carle  was 
re-elected  by  a  majority  of  thirty  per  cent,  greater  than  before.  He  had  carried 
the  strongest  Republican  precinct  in  the  county,  his  own  in  Fostoria,  as  well 
as  the  Republican  precinct  in  Tiffin  in  which  his  opponent  resides,  his  majority 
running  over  250  above  the  head  of  the  ticket. 
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JAMES  M.  CARR. 


James  M.  Carr,  Republican,  Representative  from  Muskingum  County,  who 
also  served  In  the  75th  General  Assembly,  was  born  of  Scotch-Irish  parentage. 
March  7,  1867,  near  Cambridge,  Ohio.  His  early  life  was  spent  on  the  farm. 
He  began  teaching  at  the  age  of  seventeen.  Was  Superintendent  of  the  Wash- 
ington, Ohio,  public  schools,  1892-1893;  Superintendent  of  the  Frazeysburg 
schools  from  1893  to  1901.  Is  a  graduate  of  Muskingum  College.  Was  ap- 
pointed School  Examiner  of  Muskingum  County  in  1899.  Was  married  August 
21,  1895,  to  Miss  Annie  Mendenhall,  of  Frazeysburg.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
standing  committees  on  Common  Schools,  Universities  and  Colleges,  Villages, 
and  Girls'  Industrial  Home  (chairman). 
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DR.  M.  M.  CARROTHERS. 


M.  M  Carrothers  was  born  February  8,  1845,  in  Crawford  County,  Ohio. 
Was  raised  on  a  farm  and  at  the  age  of  eighteen  enlisted  in  Company  F,  163d 
O.  V.  I.  After  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  service  in  the  army  he  taught 
school  several  winters,  worked  on  his  father's  farm  through  the  summer  and 
in  the  fall  of  the  year  attended  college.  In  1SG9  commenced  the  study  of  medicine 
with  Dr.  A.  E.  Jenner,  of  Crestline,  Ohio,  and  graduated  from  the  University 
of  Wooster,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  February  29,  1872.  The  following  day  he  entered 
upon  the  practice  of  his  profession  at  Sulphur  Springs  in  his  native  county, 
where  he  practiced  for  fifteen  years.  Was  married  July  18.  1872,  to  iMary  Wert, 
of  Crawford  County.  In  1887  moved  to  Findlay,  Ohio,  where  he  has  since  re- 
sided. For  five  years  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  for  six  years 
thereafter  was  a  member  of  the  City  Council,  the  last  year  of  which  he  was  the 
president  of  council.  Was  again  elected  as  president  of  the  City  Council  under 
the  Municipal  Code  in  1903.  Was  nominated  by  acclamation  for  Representative 
on  the  Republican  ticket  on  September  30,  1903,  and  was  elected  by  a  plurality 
of  three  hundred  and  ninety  votes  on  the  3d  of  November  of  the  same  year.  In 
politics,  distinctly  Republican.  Has  been  a  member  of  the  English  Lutheran 
Church  for  the  past  thirty  years.

Henry  Chisholm,  Republican,  one  of  the  Representatives  of  Cuyahoga 
County,  was  born  October,  1,  1878,  in  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Prepared  for  college  at 
the  public  schools  there  and  graduated  from  Yale  University  in  class  of  1901. 
Since  then  he  has  been  engaged  in  manufacturing  business  under  the  firm  name 
of  Champion  Rivet  Company,  and  in  the  retail  automobile  business  under  the 
firm  name  of  The  Chisholm-Philips  Automobling  Company.

David  Eley,  Democrat,  Representative  from  Ashland  County,  was  born  at 
Lake  Fork,  Ohio,  July  29,  1860.  His  ancestors  fought  for  freedom  in  the  Revolu- 
tionary War,  His  youth  was  spent  on  the  farm,  where  he  now  lives,  attending 
school  in  winter  and  working  on  the  farm  in  the  summer.  He  began  teaching 
at  the  age  of  eighteen  and  taught  four  winter  terms.  He  attended  college  at 
Smithville  and  also  at  Mansfield  Normal  School,  fitting  himself  for  a  civil 
engineer.  Was  married  in  1882  to  Stella  May  Riffle,  and  is  the  father  of  two 
children.  Pearl  ]\Iay  and  Josephine;  the  latter  is  now  sixteen  years  of  age.  Pearl 
May,  his  oldest  daughter,  was  born  September  21,  1883,  was  married  October  S, 
1901,  to  T.  R.  Garn.

1885.  Has  lived  on  a  farm  since  1885;  he  was  elected  township  clerk  two  terms. 
Since  1886  he  has  been  a  commercial  traveler  for  a  Chicago  hardware  firm,  dur- 
ing which  time  he  traveled  more  than  180,000  miles  in  twenty-seven  states.  He 
has  always  been  a-  strong  Republican,  intensely  patriotic  and  American,  He 
was  elected  to  the  75th  General  Assembly  of  Ohio  by  a  majority  of  1,408  votes. 
Mr.  Fisher  was  chairman  of  the  standing  committee  on  Agriculture  and  a  mem- 
ber of  committee  on  Federal  Relation.  Dairy  and  Food  Products. 

He  was  re-elected  to  the  76th  General  Assembly  of  Ohio  as  a  Republican 
by  a  majority  of  1.224,  over  J.  W.  Shoemaker,  a  Democrat.

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B.  A.  FLEDDERJOHANN. 


B.  A.  Fledderjohann,  Democrat,  Representative  from  Auglaize  County,  was 
born  in  St.  Marys  Township,  that  county,  May  19,  1866.  His  father,  H.  H. 
Fledderjohann,  a  carpenter  by  trade,  was  a  pioneer  settler  long  before  Auglaize 
was  created,  and  built  locks  on  the. Miami  and  Eri€  Canal.  The  elder  Fledder- 
johann built  a  saw  mill  at  Lock  Six  which  he  operated  for  more  than  fifty 
years.  At  this  place  Mr.  Fledderjohann,  the  younger,  spent  his  days  at  the  saw 
mill  and  farm  until  18  years  of  age,  when  he  entered  the  New  Bremen  High 
School.  After  three  years  of  study  he  graduated  from  this  school  and  taught 
a  district  school  for  two  years,  entering  the  Normal  College  of  Angola,  Indiana, 
thereafter.  In  1890  he  was  appointed  as  superintendent  of  New  Knoxville  public 
schools,  and  held  this  position  for  ten  years,  resigning  in  the  spring  of  1901. 
In  the  same  year  he  became  a  candidate  for  Representative  on  the  Democratic 
primary  ticket  and  was  nominated  with  a  large  majority  over  two  competitors.

Was  a  mem- 
ber of  Scioto  Valley  Agricultural  Society  for  twenty-five  years  and  is  now  a 
member  of  the  G.  A.  R.  and  Loyal  Legion. 

Was  elected  a  member  of  the  75th  General  Assembly  of  Ohio  and  re-elected 
to  the  76th.

Dr.  John  W.  Guthrie,  Democrat,  serving  his  second  term  as  Representative 
from  Adams-Pike  district,  was  born  in  Highland  County,  Ohio,  December  22, 
1850.  Educated  at  the  public  schools  of  Hillsboro,  Ohio,  and  at  Richardsou 
College,  Maysville,  Ky.  Studied  medicine  with  his  father,  Dr.  D.  S.  Guthrie. 
graduated  from  the  Kentucky  School  of  IMedicine,  Louisville,  Ky.  Located  at 
Manchester,  Ohio,  where  he  has  been  continuously  engaged  in  the  practice  ol 
his  profession  until  his  election  as  Representative  to  the  75th  General  Assembly. 

Dr.  Guthrie  is  a  member  of  the  L  O.  O.  F.,  B.  and  P.  O.  of  Elks,  and  I.  0.  R- 
M.  Mr.  Guthrie  is  a  member  of  the  standing  committees  on  Railroads  and  Tele- 
graphs, Fees  and  Salaries,  Insurance  and  Privileges.

Dr.  E.  B.  Harper,  Representative  from  Summit  County,  was  born  at  Sacra- 
mento, California,  February  6,  1866,  where  he  received  his  early  education;  at 
the  age  of  fourteen  years  he  removed  with  his  mother  and  two  sisters  to  Woos- 
ter,  Ohio,  where  he  attended  the  high  school  and  Wooster  University. 

After  teaching  for  five  (5)  years  in  the  schools  of  Wayne  County  he 
matriculated  with  the  Ohio  Medical  University  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  in  1893; 
^aduating  from  that  institution  in  1896,  whereupon  he  immediately  located  at 
Clinton,  Summit  County,  Ohio,  where  he  has  since  practiced  his  profession. 

Dr.  Harper  is  an  ardent  administration  Republican  and  has  been  prominently 
Identified  with  the  Republican  interests  of  both  county  and  State  for  the  past 
ten  years.  He  was  nominated  for  the  oflQce  of  State  Representative  by  ac- 
clamation and  elected  by  a  majority  of  two  thousand  four  hundred  (2,400)

Mr.  George  W.  Hays,  Republican,  one  of  the  Representatives  from  Hamilton 
County,  and  serving  bis  second  term,  was  born  near  St.  Landry  Parish,  Louisiana, 
November  1,  1847.  His  mother  being  a  slave  and  his  father  free,  young  Hays, 
by  the  laws  of  Louisiana,  became  the  property  of  his  mother's  master.  At 
seven  years  of  age  he  was  taken  with  the  family  to  Franklin,  Ky.,  where  he 
remained  until  the  fall  of  Fort  Donelson,  February  16,  18G2,  when  he  was 
pressed  into  the  Confederate  army  on  General  Floyd's  retreat,  September,  1862, 
when  he  escaped  and  .joined  the  Union  army  at  Fort  Negley.  Being  then  but 
fourteen  years  of  age  he  was  assigned  to  duty  as  attendant  to  the  officers;  was 
with  General  Negley's  army  when  it  consolidated  with  General  Sherman's  and 
went  with  General  Sherman's  army  on  its  march  to  the  sea.  Remained  with 
the  Union  army  until  April,  1865,  when  he  went  to  New  York  City  in  search  of 
work  and  mental  improvement.  He  secured  a  position  as  waiter  and  with  the 
books  at  his  command  began  at  once  to  acquire  an,  education  which  until  that 
time  he  had  been  unable  to  begin.  From  New  York  he  went  to  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
where  he  entered  the  public  schools.  In  August,  1867,  he  went  to  Cincinnati 
to  work  as  a  waiter,  and  during  his  leisure  moments  applied  himself  to  study. 
January,  1869,  he  joined  a  surveying  party  in  charge  of  Colonel  Abert,  IL  S. 
Engineers,  and  a'=RT?;tefi  in  a  s''jrvf>y  of  the  Grand  J^ivor  in  In^iiap  Terr'^orv.  and 
the  Arkansas  Hiver  to  Little  Rock.  Altei  the  compifeLioix  oZ  i;h^  Held  ..oil.,  of 
the  survey  he  returned  to  Cincinnati,  where  he  entered  the  public  schools.  In 
October,  1871,  he  was  appointed  as  an  attache  of  the  U.  S.  Circuit  and  District 
Courts.  He  continued  his  connection  with  the  court  until  his  nomination  for 
Representative  in  1901,  nearly  30  years.  During  his  service  with  the  court  he 
has  served  under  Judges  Swing,  Emmons,  Sage,  Baxter,  Jackson,  Taft,  Lurton, 
Stevens,  Day  and  Thompson,  all  of  whom  have  commended  him  for  his  faith- 
fulness and  fidelity  to  duty.  As  court  crier  he  had  the  distinction  of  opening 
the  first  session  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  in  Cincinnati,  July  1,  1892.  In 
April,  1890,  he  was  appointed  by  Governor  Jas.  E.  Campbell,  as  trustee  of  the 
Ohio  Institute  for  the  Blind,  and  has  been  honored  by  re-appointment  by  Gov- 
ernors McKinley,  Bushnell  and  Nash.  In  his  twelve  years'  connection  with  the 
board  of  trustees  he  has  served  as  its  secretary.  He  has  also  been  a  trustee  of 
the  Orphans'  Home  for  Colored  Children  in  Cincinnati  for  several  years.  Mr. 
Hays,  on  coming  to  Cincinnati,  connected  himself  with  the  Union  Baptist  Church, 
and  has  served  as  trustee  of  that  body  continuously  since  January,  1872.  He 
is  superintendent  of  the  Sabbath  schools  of  both  the  Union  Baptist  and  the  Cal- 
vary Baptist  Church,  In  fraternal  organizations  Mr.  Hays  is  quite  prominent. 
He  is  a  thirty-second  degree  Mason,  a  District  Grand  Director  of  the  G.  U.  O.  O. 
F.,  and  an  active  member  of  the  True  Reformers, 

Mr.  Hays  was  married  to  Miss  Mamie  L.  Forte,  in  July,  1874,  five  children 
having  been  born  to  them,  three  boys  and  two  girls.  Mr.  Hays  has  always 
been  a  Rf  publican,  and  when  he  was  younger  was  always  active  in  the  con- 
ventions and  campaigns  of  his  party,  where  he  was  recognized  as  a  man  of  much 
more  than  average  influence  among  his  people.  In  1897,  for  the  purpose  of 
counteracting  the  efforts  of  certain  dissatisfied  Rjpublicans  who  were  trying 
to  effect  a  fusion  with  the  Democratic  party,  a  committee  of  twelve  of  the  most 
.prominent  Republicans  of  the  county,  embracing  some  of  the  most  substantial 
and  influential  business  and  professional  men  of  the  community,  recommended 
a  ticket  to  the  county  convention  for  its  endorsement.  On  the  ticket  so  recom- 
mended Mr.  Hays  was  named  as  a  candidate  for  Representative.  This,  under 
all  the  circumstances  was  a  signal  testimony  of  his  sterling  character.  Mr. 
Hays,  with  others  of  his  associates  on  the  ticket,  was  defeated  at  the  election, 
but  the  marked  tribute  to  his  high  standing  as  shown  by  the  peculiar  circum- 
stances of  his  election  stands  as  a  lasting  honor  to  the  man.  Mr.  Hays  is  a 
member  of  the  standing  committees  on  Blind  Asylum  (chairman),  and  Villages. 
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M.  K.  HENSBL. 


M.  K.  Hensel,  Representative  in  the  76th  General  Assembly  of  Ohio,  from 
Preble  County,  is  now  serving  his  second  term  in  that  body.  He*  was'  born  in 
Westmoreland  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  received  his  education  in  the 
public  knd  select  schools,  and  from  whence  he  came  to  Preble  County,  in  1S67. 
He  served  as  a  soldier  in  the  first  battalion  of  P.  V.  I.  in  the  Civil  War,  and 
having  served  his  time  of  enlistment  in  that  regiment,  re-enlisted  in  the  101st 
P.  V.  I.,  and  served  until  the  expiration  of  the  war.  Mr.  Hensel  has  been  con- 
nected for  many  years  with  the  public  schools  as  teacher,  county  examiner  and 
member  of  the  Board  of  Education;  has  filled  many  positions  of  local  trust  and 
honor,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Electoral  College  in  1892.  During  the  spring 
and  winter  of  1902-3  he  served  as  a  Special  Inspector  of  the  United  States  Census 
Bureau  for  the  districts  of  Western  Pennsylvania  and  Southern  Ohio. 

He  has  at  all  times  been  identified  with  the  Republican  party,  and  as  an 
ardent  supporter  of  its  principles,  having  cast  his  first  vote  for  the  martyred 
Lincoln  in  1864.  He  was  married  to  Elizabeth  A.  Lyons,  of  Indiana  County, 
Pennsylvania,  August  13,  1868.  To  them  have  been  born  five  children,  four  of 
whom  are  living  and  have  been  teachers  in  the  public  schools  of  Ohio  and 
Indiana. 

In  the  General  Assembly  Mr.  Hensel  has  served  on  various  committees, 
among  which  may  be  mentioned  the  following:  Committee  on  Deaf  and  Dumb 
Asylum,  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home,  County  Affairs  and  Privileges, 
and  Institution  for  Feeble  IMinded  Youth,  being  chairman  of  the  latter.  Mr. 
Hensel  was  elected  to  the  76th  General  Assembly  after  a  bitter  fight  on  the 
part  of  the  Democratic  party,  which  nominated  Dr.  Charles  W.  Conley,  of  Eaton, 
Ohio,  and  who  was  considered  the  Grand  Mogul  of  Preble  County's  Democracy.

Dwight  R.  Herrick,  Republican,  serving  his  second  term  as  one  of  the 
Representativps  from  Hamilton  County,  was  born  October  21,  1841,  on  a  farm 
near  Twinsbur^h,  Summit  County,  Ohio.  Received  his  early  education  in  the 
common  schools  of  that  place,  working  on  a  farm  in  the  summer,  attending 
school  during  the  winter.  Enlisted  in  Company  C,  1st  O.  L.  A.,  August,  18G3, 
and  was  mustered  out  at  Nashville,  August,  1SG5.  at  the  close  of  the  war.  The 
following  year  attended  school  at  Oberlin.  Located  in  Cincinnati  in  1867.  He 
married  Julia  S.  Jackson  in  1874.  They  have  three  children.  He  engaged  in 
the  nursery  business  with  S.  S.  Jackson  in  1875,  and  he  is  now  the  proprietor 
of  the  Jackson  Nursery.  He  was  always  an  active  Republican.  In  1900  was 
elected  Justice  of  the  Peace  the  third  time.  He  is  now  president  of  the  Hamil- 
ton County  Agricultural  Society.  Mr.  Herrick  is  a  member  of  the  standing 
committees  on  Agriculture,  Claims,  and  chairman  on  Turnpikes.

Elijah  W.  Hill,  Republican  member  from  Columbiana  County,  was  born 
near  Sal  neville,  Columbiana  County,  on  February  19,  1870.  His  parents  were 
of  Pennsylvania  origin  whose  antecedents  on  the  paternal  side  descended  from 
one  of  the  Hill  families  who  emigrated  to  this  country  from  England  in  the  early 
part  of  the  Seventeenth  Century  and  settled  in  Massachusetts;  on  the  maternal 
side  from  one  of  the  Cowan  families,  of  English  origin  also,  who  came  to  this 
country  and  settled  in  Pennsylvania  just  after  the  middle  of  the  Eighteenth 
Century.  Representative  Hill's  parents  came  to  Ohio  in  18G1,  and  resided  near 
and  in  Salineville  for  nearly  thirty  years.  His  residence  is  at  East  Liverpool 
where  he  is  engaged  in  the  business  of  dealing  in  real  estate. 

Educated  in  the  common  schools,  energetic,  hard  working  and  public  spirited 
his  constituents  honored  him  to  the  extent  of  sending  him  to  the  76th  General 
Assembly.  Liverpool  Township,  which  embraces  the  City  of  East  Liverpool 
within  its  limits,  in  1897  elected  him  to  the  office  of  Justice  of  the  Peace.  As 
such  he  was  one  of  the  leading  ones  in  the  township  and  though  sitting  upon 
hundreds  of  cases  contested  and  otherwise  he  neither  had  a  case  appealed  from 
his  court  to  any  higher  court  nor  carried  up  on  error.

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Frank  A.  Holies,  of  Alliance,  Republican  Representative  from  Stark  County, 
was  bom  on  a  farm  in  that  county  in  1866.  He  was  elected  by  a  plurality  of 
3,889,  exactly  the  plurality  of  Governor  Herrick  in  Stark  County.  Mr.  Holies 
was  educated  in  the  country  schools  and  Mt.  Union  College;  taught  in  district 
and  city  schools  seven  years;  published  an  arithmetic  and  history  that  reached 
a  sale  of  10,000  copies;  learned  the  printer's  trade  and  purchased  an  interest  in 
the  Alliance  Daily  Review,  of  which  he  has  been  manager  and  editor  for  ten 
years  and  is  now  the  principal  owner.  In  the  76th  General  Assembly  Mr.  Holies 
secured  the  enactment  into  law  of  five  bills  and  served  as  chairman  of  the  House 
Public  Printing  Committee  and  as  a  member  of  the  Finance  and  Girls'  Industrial 
Home  Committees  of  the  House. 
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R.  C.  HUEY. 


R.  G.  Huey,  Representative  from  Mahoning  County,  was  born  in  Lawrence 
County,  Pa.,  and  while  a  resident  of  that  state  became  so  imbued  with  the 
principles  of  Republicanism  that  it  was  but  natural  that  he  should  serve  his 
party  with  increased  interest  since  becoming  a  citizen  of  Ohio  some  twelve  years 
ago. 

Mr.  Huey  spent  his  earlier  years  on  the  farm;  he  taught  school  for  five 
years  in  Columbiana  County,  Ohio,  and  as  a  teacher  was  successful.  His 
methods  of  instruction  met  with  the  approval  of  both  pupil  and  parent;  he 
always  sought  to  bring  into  closer  relation  the  school  and  the  home.  He  began 
the  study  of  law  in  1S98  and  graduated  from  the  Ohio  Normal  University  in 
June,  1900,  and  was  admitted  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ohio  to  practice  law  in 
December,  1900.

After  grad- 
uating from  High  School  he  entered  the  State  Normal  University,  at  Lebanon, 
Ohio,  from  which  place  he  finished  his  course  in  June,  1890.  The  following 
September  he  began  teaching  in  the  Butler  County  schools,  and  was  employed 
in  Oxford  Township  schools  for  eight  years,  continuously.  Many  times  during 
the  summer  months  he  spent  his  time  working  upon  the  farm.  His  work  as  a 
teacher  was  unusuallv  satisfactory  and  earned  him  a  reputation  throughout  the 
county,  because  of  his  advanced  methods.  In  1898  he  entered  the  Cincinnati 
Law  School  and  began  the  study  of  law,  which  profession  he  has  adopted  for  his 
future  field  of  labor.  Being  essentially  a  man  of  the  people,  he  is  well  equipped 
to  serve  his  constituency.

Arthur  H.  Jones,  Republican,  Representative  from  the  Delaware-Morrow 
joint  district,  who  also  served  in  the  75th  General  Assembly,  was  born  in  Circle- 
ville,  Pickaway  County,  Ohio,  September  22,  1854,  being  a  son  of  the  late  Judge 
T.  C.  Jones.  In  1855,  with  his  father's  family,  he  moved  to  a  farm  in  Troy  Town- 
ship, Delaware  County,  where  he  has  since  lived.  His  education  was  received 
in  the  common  schools,  with  some  help  from  private  teachers  and  a  short  course 
in  the  Ohio  Wesleyan  University,  Delaware.  He  is  a  farmer  both  by  education 
and  inclination,  and  is  pre-eminently  successful  as  a  cattle  man.  He  is  particu- 
larly interested  in  thoroughbred  Short-Horns,  and  is  at  the  present  time  the 
owner  of  the  oldest  and  largest  herd  of  pure  bred  cattle  in  Ohio,  and  a  herd 
which  ranks  among  the  largest  in  the  world.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Polled 
Durham  and  American  Short-Horn  Associations;  was  director  in  the  latter 
twelve  years;  is  a  life  member  of  the  Short-Horn  Society  of  Great  Britain.  He 
is  a  director  in  the  Delaware  County  National  Bank,  which  was  originally  es- 
tablished by  his  maternal  grandfather  as  a  branch  of  the  old  State  Bank  of 
Ohio.  He  takes  the  liveliest  interest  in  the  schools  of  the  country  and  has 
served  as  a  member  of  various  school  boards  from  the  time  of  his  first  vote. 

When  eighteen  years  old  he  was  appointed  by  President  Grant  as  a  member 
of  a  commission  to  settle  with  the  Chippeway  Indians  for  lands  in  northern 
Minnesota.  This  temporary  appointment  is  the  only  salaried  office  he  has  ever 
held.

A.  H.  Judy,  Democratic  member  from  Darke  County;  born  at  Enon,  Clark 
County,  Ohio,  June  8,  18G1.  At  the  age  of  eighteen  graduated  from  the  Green- 
ville schools,  and  began  teaching  in  the  public  schools;  married,  February  16, 
1884,  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Coblentz;  has  two  delightful  daughters  and  a  bright 
little  son;  is  a  great  "mixer,"  conservative  and  unostentatious,  a  fine  canvasser 
and  a  good  speaker.  One  of  the  most  active  members  of  the  House,  always 
copimanding  respectful  attention  and  the  confidence  of  his  colleagues;  a  mem- 
ber of  the  United  Brethren  Church,  a  Mason,  Odd  Fellow,  and  Knight  of  Pythias; 
a  business  man  and  a  farmer,  broad-minded,  conscientious  and  fair. 

Member  of  Standing  Committee  on  Claims,  Turnpikes  and  Hospitals  for 
the  Insane,  member  of  the  sub-committee  that  drafted  the  Wertz-Fisher  good 
roads  bills. 
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"William  A.  Kehnast,  Democratic  Representative  from  Defiance  County,  Ohio, 
was  born  in  the  village  of  Moehrenbach,  Thuringia,  near  the  city  of  Erfurt, 
Germany.

He  has  crossed  the  Atlantic  five  times  and 
in  his  travels  abroad  visited  Liverpool,  London,  Paris,  various  cities  in  Switzer- 
land, Mainz,  going  down  the  Rhein  to  Cologne;  Strasburg.  Leipzig,  Berlin  and 
other  cities  in  Germany.  On  his  last  visit  abroad  he  was  accompanied  by  his 
wife.     They  have  two  daughters.  Nellie  and  Minnie.

Served  in  the  House  on  the  standing  committees  of  County  Affairs  and  Taxation. 
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DR.  ERRETT   LeFEVER. 


Dr.  Errett  LeFever,  Republican,  was  born  in  I'omer  Township,  Morgan 
County,  Ohio,  February  13,  1867.  He  is  the  son  of  Isaac  P.  and  Basha  Shepard 
LeFever.  Was  educated  in  the  country  schools  and  at  the  Ohio  University, 
Athens,  Ohio.  At  the  age  of  seventeen  he  began  teaching  and  the  study  of 
medicine  at  the  same  time.  In  1890  he  graduated  at  the  Medical  College  of 
Ohio,  Cincinnati;  Ohio,  and  in  1897  had  conferred  upon  him  the  Ad  Euendum 
degree  by  the  Ohio  Medical  University,  Columbus,  Ohio.  Since  1890  he  has 
practiced  his  profession  at  Mountville,  Ohio.  Dr.  LeB'ever  was  married  to  Miss 
Julia  Howard,  August  28,  1890,  and  on  January  20,  1891,  she  was  called  from 
earth.

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JOHN  J.  LEHMANN. 
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John  J.  Lehmann,  Representative  from  Sandusky  County,  was  born  October 

4,  18C3,  on  a  farm  in  the  county  which  he  represents.  He  worked  for  his  parents 
until  he  was  21  years  old,  and  during  his  boyhood  days  he  experienced  many 
of  the  hardships  incident  to  early  farm  life.  He  attended  the  public  school 
during  the  winter  and  received  a  good  common  school  education.  At  the  age 
of  21  he  began  attending  school  at  Ada,  Ohio,  and  the  next  year  he  began  farm- 
ing for  himself  in  summer  and  teaching  school  in  winter.  In  the  year  1887 
he  was  nominated  without  any  opposition  for  clerk  of  his  township  and  was 
elected  by  the  largest  majority  of  any  one  on  his  ticket.  He  was  re-elected  and 
again  received  a  large  majority.  As  a  school  teacher  he  met  with  great  success 
and  in  the  year  1892  he  was  tendered  the  principalship  of  the  Rising  Sun,  Ohio, 
schools  which  position  he  accepted  and  held  for  two  years.  As  soon  as  he  began 
teaching  in  Rising  Sun  he  gave  up  farming  and  devoted  his  time,  while  not 
engaged  in  the  school  room,  to  the  study  of  law.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
October  4,  1894,  and  immediately  began  the  practice  of  law;  first  at  Fostoria 
and  afterward  at  Fremont,  Ohio,  where  he  is  now  engaged  in  the  practice  of 
law  and  proaeoi-^Ij^i:  U'-^iisiv*)!  nx^it  f'^jf^rnt  r>ipi-m« 

Mr.  Lehmann  has  always  been  a  staunch  Democrat,  a  hard  worker  for  his 
party  and  an  able  speaker.  In  the  year  1901  he  was  nominated  by  his  party 
for  Representative,  but  was  defeated  by  Mr.  E.  R,  Tyler  in  the  landslide  of 
that  year,  by  the  small  plurality  of  31  votes.  His  popularity  is  shown  in  the 
fact  that  he  was  re-nominated,  without  opposition,  in  the  year  1903  and  was 
elected,  over  his  opponent,  Mr.  Tyler,  by  a  plurality  of  1,015  votes;  receiving 
nearly  300  votes  more  than  any  other  candidate  on  his  ticket.  Mr.  Lehmann 
came  to  the  Legislature  with  one  object  especially  in  view,  and  that  was  to 
secure  the  enactment  of  some  law  to  prevent  the  American  Strawboard  Com- 
pany from  continuing  to  pollute  the  Sandusky  River  and  thereby  endangering 
the  health  of  the  people  of  Fremont  where  he  lives. 

He  began  early  in  the  session  by  introducing  H.  B.  No.  58  and  following 
this  he  introduced  several  bills  of  a  similar  nature  until  near  the  close  of  the 
session  when  he  caught  the  Strawboard  people  napping  and  introduced  H.  B. 
No.  449,  which,  under  the  guise  of  a  bill  to  give  cities  purer  water,  authorizes 
the  court  to  fine  for  contempt  in  cases  of  nuisance  of  a  recurring  character. 
He  used  every  effort  to  secure  the  passage  of  this  bill,  and  succeeded.  The 
bill  as  it  is  catches  in  a  trap  the  Strawboard  factories,  which  have  for  a  decade 
succeeded  in  preventing  the  passage  of  all  such  bills  aimed  at  the  pollution  of 
streams  by  strawboard  refuse.  He  also  introduced  and  secured  the  passage 
of  H.  B.  No.  165,  compelling  land  owners  to  build  one-half  of  partition  fences, 
thus  revolutionizing  the  fence  laws  of  Ohio.  H.  B.  No.  320,  limiting  the  time 
of  the  c  mmittee  to  examine  the  County  Commissioner's  report  to  thirty  days. 
H.  B.  No.  202  authorizing  County  Commissioners  of  adjoining  counties  to  act 
jointly  under  the  Gehrett  Road  law  in  building  county  line  roads.  H.  B.  No. 
468,  providing  for  the  payment  of  ?500.00  to  Paul  Schaff,  of  the  0.  N.  G.,  for 
injury  received  while  in  camp,  and  H.  B.  No.  5G0,  authorizing  a  village  and 
township  ^o  join  in  improving  or  building  a  public  building. 

He  was  married  October  16,  1894,  to  Miss  Lillian  B.  Fry,  of  Sandusky 
County,  and  they  have  three  children.  Lester  L.,  Ruth  E.  and  Wm.  Elbert.  Mr. 
Lehmann  is  a  prominent  ^Modern  Woodmon  of  America  and  also  belongs  to  the 
Maccabees,  Woodmen  of  the  World,  Knights  of  Columbus  and  Catholic  Mutual 
Benefit  Association.  He  is  a  member  of  the  following  standing  committees: 
Judiciary,  Federal  Relations,  and  Institution  for  the  Blind. 
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ROBERT  BOYNTON  LERSCH. 


Robert  Boynton  Lersch,  Republican,  Reprer-entative  from  Lorain  County, 
was  born  in  Elyria,  Ohio,  November  10,  1871.  He  graduated  from  the  Elyria 
High  School  ii;i  1889,  and  was  for  a  time  a  student  in  the  Law  School  of  Western 
Reserve  University,  and  is  now  engaged  in  the  dry  goods  business  as  a  member 
of  the  firm  of  John  Lersch  «&  Co.  Mr.  Lersch  has  always  taken  an  active  in- 
terest in  politics,  and  was  for  seven  years  a  member  of  the  City  Council  of 
Elyria.  He  is  the  son  of  John  Lersch  and  Pamela  Boynton  Lersch,  and  was 
married  in  1897  to  Miss  Helen  Seward.

Matthew  A.  McConnell  was  born  iu  Bethlehem  Township,  Coshocton  County, 
Ohio,  February  6,  1874.  His  ancestors  were  Scotch-Irish  Presbyterians,  who 
became  farmers  in  the.  undeveloped  wilds  of  what  is  now  a  prosperous  and 
highly  cultivated  agricultural  district.  His  father  was  a  soldier  in  the  Civil 
War.  The  subject  of  this  sketch  naturally  inherited  the  sturdy,  industrious, 
progressive  habits  of  his  parentage,  and  as  he  grew  to  young  manhood  on  the 
farm,  made  the  most  of  every  opportunity  for  self  development.

In  1892  he  returned  to 
Shelby  County  and  the  following  year  entered  the  Sidney  Business  College 
where  he  completed  both  the  shorthand  and  business  courses.  After  leaving 
business  college  he  was  employed  as  bookkeeper  with  leading  manufacturing 
firms  of  Fostoria  and  Sidney  until  the  fall  of  1900,  when  he  entered  the  law 
department  of  the  Ohio  State  University.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
December,  1901,  and  a  few  months  later  was  appointed  deputy  clerk  of  Shelby

Mr.  McGinnis  is  a  member  of  the  B.  P.  O.  E.,  K.  of  P.,  D.  O.  K.  K.,  and  I.  O. 
O.'F.  In  the  House  he  is  a  member  of  the  standing  committees  on  Taxation. 
Banks  and  Banking,  Fees  and  Salaries,  Claims,  Institution  for  Feeble  Minded 
Youth. 
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JASPER  J.  McLaughlin. 


Jasper  J.  McLaughlin,  Democrat,  was  born  in  Clayton  County,  Iowa,  June 
18,  1850,  but  very  early  in  life  with  the  family  removed  to  the  State  of  New 
York  where  he  was  educated. 

At  the  close  of  the  Civil  War  he  removed  to  Ohio  near  Rockford,  Mercer 
County,  where  he  has  since  resided  engaged  in  managing  his  farm.

In  the  spring  of  1861  the  family  moved  to  Allen  County, 
where  Mr.  Manges  has  lived  since  that  time.  Was,  brought  up  on  rented  farms 
and  obtained  his  very  limited  education  in  the  common  schools  at  times  when 
he  could  be  spared  from  the  farm  work.

Read 
law  at  Crestline.  Ohio,  from  1884  to  1887  and  was  admitted  to  the  Bar  in  the  fall 
of  1887.  Practiced  law  from  1887  to  1893  at  which  time  he  started  what  is  now 
known  as  Thie  Crestline  Live  Stock  Feeding  Station,  which  business  he  now 
owns  and  manages  at  Crestline,  Ohio.  Is  also  interested  in  a  number  of  manu- 
facturing enterprises  and  is  one  of  the  Board  of  Directors  o^  the  Bench  Plow 
Works  Company.
